SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


IN accordance with the usual custom and the requirements 
of the town, we submit our report for the year ending Feb- 
ruary 28, 1882. 

The duties of the Selectmen are so similar each year, in 
giving the details of the different departments much of a 
report seems like a repetition of previous years. 

After organizing, the first duty was to appoint the officers 
not elected at the annual town meeting. Mr. A. C. Quinby 
being appointed Superintendent of Streets, was instructed to 
continue the macadamizing of Main Street, commencing at 
Symmes Corner, at the point where it was left the previous 
fall, carrying the work along to connect with the part pre- 
viously done at Chestnut Street. This completed the work 
of macadamizing from Medford line to Black Horse Hill. 
Then from junction of Walnut and Main Streets to the Rail- 
road crossing, and from there to the Stone Bridge near Mr. 
Sullivan Cutter’s house. The piece from Black Horse Hill to 
Walnut Street was left for this season, as the parts worked 
on seemed to require present attention. ‘The weather being 
favorable we continued the work on the streets into Decem- 
ber, trusting we should have but little snow, and had used 
about half of the amount we were authorized to transfer to 
this account when the two severe snow storms came upon us, 
and we were obliged to employ a large force to open the 
roads for travel, using up ina few days what we had sup- 
posed would carry the work through the year. Consequently 
we have overrun the appropriation for this department 
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$298.98. In addition to the work on Main Street, a large 
amount of work has been done on other streets, so that none 
are in bad condition. 


BRIDGES. 


The repairs on bridges have not been of any great amount ; 
what seemed to be necessary has been done. But one bridge 
at the present time is in need of any extended repairs. ‘The 
bridge over the Boston and Lowell Railroad on Swanton 
Street will have to be new planked soon, as it is only kept 
passable now by frequent repairs, such as can be done by the 
Superintendent of Streets. 

It may be well, however, in this connection to mention the 
bridge over the Mystic Valley Railroad on Pond Street. This 
bridge, put up by the Railroad Company, had the appearance 
of being strong, but has proved otherwise, as it was not built on 
a sure foundation, one end being raised above the ledge by 
means of blocks of wood, and asa drove of cattle was crossing, 
the bridge swayed and the block supports gave way, letting the 
whole structure slide from its position into the chasm below, 
carrying with it eleven cattle, causing more or less damage, 
though none were killed or limbs broken. The bills for 
damages from the different owners were sent to the town for 
payment, amounting to $126.00, which we have paid. Not 
having as yet found any responsible parties who claim any 
ownership in the road, the bridge remains as it fell, the street 
fenced up and travel turned around the old road, but a few 
rods further out of the way. 

We have notified parties known to be of the old eompany 
and the Secretary of the new company, that we should claim 
of them the rebuilding of the bridge, also the amount of 
damage to cattle. Though told it would be attended to in a 
few days nothing has been done yet. As their charter expired 
this month we recommend the filling up of the street, taking 
the material used for raising the street at the time of building 
the bridge for that purpose. 
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CULVERTS. 


The brick culvert on Myrtle Street has been finished this 
year; we have putin about 200 feet at the upper end, and 
built with brick the part running through the Grammar 
School-house yard and across Washington Street, about 200 
feet more, making a straight course for the water through a 
24 inch culvert. © 

On Church Street, at the corner of Central Street, was a 
low spot where the water stood from 12 to 15 inches deep after 
heavy rains, when the ground was frozen. ‘lo remedy this we 
have laid drain pipe down Church Street about 600 feet. We 
also laid pipe to take the water from Wildwood Street into 
the same, leaving openings at proper distances to take the sur- 
face water along the line. 


SIDEWALKS. 


By the earnest desire of residents on Pleasant and Mt. 
Vernon Streets, we had the sidewalk on the north side of 
these streets concreted, the owners paying half the cost for 
the work against their estates. ‘The upper part of Mt. Vernon 
Street has frequently been washed away, and we had the 
crossing and gutter concreted in such a way as we hope will 
prevent any further trouble. The cost of repairing yearly 
was more than the cost of concreting. ‘The concreting was 
done by Mr. Geo. H. Nichols of Stoneham, for 374 cents per 
yard, in a very satisfactory manner. 


DANGEROUS PLACES. 


In several places in town where the streets border on low 
land, bank walls have been put in, some of which have 
partially given way and are lable to fall. We authorized 
the rebuilding of a wall on Fruit Street by A. & J. Locke, 
and as they gave land to widen the street, allowed the wall 
moved and the street fitted up. 
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On Main Street, between 8S. H. Cutter and W. H. Bailey, 
the wall is in a dangerous condition, and will require attending 
to in the Spring. On Beacon Street, from the Railroad 
Bridge against the pond, we have put up a strong fence to 
guard against accident in that locality. 


STREET LAMPS. 


By vote of the town we were authorized to expend $250 
for new street lamps, of this sum we have expended about 
$200. Have erected ten additional lamps—seven on Main 
Street, two on Washington Street, one on Mt. Vernon Street, 
—making fifty street lamps lighted by the town. 


GUIDE BOARDS. 


New guide boards have been put up where needed, all now 
are in good condition. |

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SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS’ REPORT TO SELECTMEN. 


Work on the highway has been as follows :— 

March and April to 10, blasting and digging out stone on 
land of Asa Fletcher’s estate, for use on Main Street, and 
general repairs and care of snow and ice. 

April 11. Commenced on Main Street, opposite house of 
E. Hamlin, to macadamize, and continued along the street and 
connected with former work at a point opposite house of 
Marshall Symmes, also in connection with above work done, 
general repairs; finished up June 21. 

June 22 to July 26. Graded a portion of Main and Wash- 
ington Streets, and done general repairs on streets and side- 
walks, built fence on Bacon Street. 

July 27. Commenced at the corner of Main and Walnut 
Streets to macadamize, and continued along the street to a 
point opposite Brown & Stanton’s block; finished up August 
22. | 

August 23 to September 8. Relaid culvert on Grammar 
School-house yard and on Washington Street; blasting and 
breaking stone, and general repairs. 

September 10. Recommenced to macadamize on Maine 
Street and continued along the street to the Railroad; finished 
up September 18. 

September 20 to October 12. Repaired High Bridge, 
Swanton, Highland Avenue and Cambridge Streets, built cul- 
vert on Myrtle Street, and general repairs. 

October 13 to November 17. Laid sewer of drain pipe on 
Church Street, repaired old culverts, and general repairs on 
streets and sidewalks. 

November 18 to December 31. Macadamizing and grading 
Main Street from Railroad to a point opposite house of S. 
_ Cutter and setting lamp post and general repairs.

POLICE. 


At the annual meeting last March, $750 was appropriated 
for Police. $600 of it to be used for Night Police. It was 
a small sum to use for the services of one man day and night. 
We made arrangements with Messrs. Patterson and Todd to 
work together, one going on the first part of the night, the 
other the latter part, and divided the appropriation and fees 
between them. They have discharged their duties faithfully 

this year, but have no desire for a second term, for the same 
remuneration. 


MYSTIC VALLEY SEWER. 


The Selectmen were instructed to petition the Legislature 
for an Amendment to Chap. 303, Act of 1881. We presented 
our petition, which came up in Committee on Public Health, 
and several hearings were had. We employed A. B. Coffin, 
as counsel for the town. The Committee had not reported 
up to this time. 


PETITIONS. 


On petition of John Fitzgerald and others, to lay out a 
street from Main to Cross Street, running near the house of 
John Harris. We did not deem it advisable to lay out, as 
this would necessitate the building of another bridge over the 
Woburn Branch Railroad.

MILL POND. 


The water from the hill down Mt. Vernon, Myrtle, and 
other streets passes through the land of O. W. Gardner, to 
the pond. This Mr. Whitney claims brings down large 
quantities of sand, and is filling up his pond. He has had a 
catch basin made on the border of the pond adjoining the 
Gardner land, and presented the bill for building the same 
to the town for payment. We declined paying the bill, as 
we did not authorize the work done. Again, it is in a place 
where it cannot be got at to clean out without tresspassing 
on other parties’ land. Furthermore, we are not sure the 
town is liable in such a case. . And if it is, and it is necessary 
to maintain a catch basin, the place for the same is on Wash- 
ington Street, where it will be more convenient to clean out. 
The water has always’ run there, it being a natural water- 
course. Not wishing to establish a precedent or compromise 
the town in the matter, we have thought best to report it, 
that the town may take such action as they think best. 


DEATH OF THE PRESIDENT. . 


On receiving the news of the death of James A. Garfield, 
President of the United States, the board desirous of paying 
proper respect to his memory, ordered the flag to be draped 
in mourning and raised at half-mast. Made arrangements for 
funeral services in the Congregational Church on the day of 
burial; had the church draped in mourning, also the Selectmen’s 
building, to remain thirty days from the day of his death. 
These expenses, also the expense of draping the School- 
House, were charged to incidental expense account.

Your committee have given considerable attention to their 
duties. 

The loam has been removed from all the walks on Mount 
Hope, and they have been straightened and filled with stones 
and coarse gravel, and top-dressed with screened blue gravel. 
About one hundred feet of the main avenue has also been 
top-dressed with blue orayel. If the appropriation will allow, 
we hope to continue this on the street around the dell, 
during the coming year. This kind of work involves seem- 
ingly large expenditure at first, but the permanency proves 
economy, and the general appearance gives satisfaction. The 
street leading up the hill has been graded, so as to give 
greater ease in ascent. ‘The lots on the extreme easterly side 
of the yard have been graded. This necessitated over six 
hundred cart-loads of gravel filling. The gravel was covered 
by loam taken from the street in front of the lots, and the 
street rebuilt with stones and gravel. 

Thirteen flower beds have been made and filled with hardy 
plants and shrubs, which, we think, will be a satisfactory at- 
traction in the future. 

Several trees have been removed, and the wood will be sold 


and the proceeds applied for improvement of ‘the grounds.

Last summer a fire unfortunately destroyed nearly five 
hundred feet of the boundary fence, which was rebuilt under 
the supervision of the Selectmen. The condition of the 
street approaching the cemetery is unworthy the place. 
The Board of Selectmen have properly graded about 
one hundred and fifty feet, commencing at the entrance. 
It is the intention of your committee to set out shade trees 
in the coming spring, as far as the street is completed, pro- 
vided, of course, there is money enough appropriated. 

In order to dispose of some of the surplus stone, and to 
drain the public ground, the construction of a rockery on the 
hill was commenced last fall. It is our present intention to 
complete this, and improve the grounds in that vicinity next 
summer. 

About nine hundred feet of water pipe has been laid during 
the year. Nature has done much toward the beautiful forma- 
tion of Wildwood Cemetery, but our experience teaches us 
that the use of Highland water is indispensable for the pres- 
ervation of its beauty during the summer months. 

Tron sign posts have been erected on the principal avenues, 
and vines have been set around them. 

The Committee again solicit the care of individual lots. 
The object is not that profit may accrue, but to secure 
a uniformity in appearance. ‘There are now eighty lots under 
annual care, besides the seven in perpetual care, to which 
reference has already been made. From one hundred. to 
five hundred dollars may be deposited for the perpetual care 
of a lot, and the party receive a bond of the town for the 
same, which has been authorized by the Legislature and 
approved by the town. 


The side hill, in which the receiving tomb is situated, is in 
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its primeval condition. It was thought best to make no im- 
provement there until the tomb was enlarged. The tomb 
was built nearly thirty years ago, and is at present inade- 
quate for the town. It is imperative, at least, that repairs be 
made as soon as it is vacant. 3 

We believe the time is nearly at hand when it would be 
desirable to secure additional land adjoining the cemetery, 
for burial purposes. 

Notwithstanding the citizens have always been generous 
in their appropriations for the cemetery, after careful delib- 
eration we are of the opinion that a still larger appropriation 
for the next three years would be wise. At the end of that 
time it could be reduced to a minimum.

REPORT OF THE FISH COMMITTEE. 


Our duties for the past year have not been very great, the 
principal incident of the year being the resignation of Mr. 
C. O. Billings, who for many years has been one of this com- 
mittee, taking a most active part in the management of this 
department. | 

The issuing of permits to fish was pretty active the first of 
the season, and we were in hopes to be able to record some 
large results for our labor, but, notwithstanding the form of 
the permit states very clearly, when, and how the returns 
are to be made, still your committee are sorry to say, the 
holders of permits have generally failed to comply with the 
law. Out of over one hundred permits issued, less than ten 
permits have made any returns, thereby leaving us, as much 
in ignorance of the number of fish taken this year as we 
were in past years, when no permits were required. The 
law restricting fishing to only three days in each week, and 
no fishing through the ice, has been generally observed. We 
know of no expenditures for the past year, and there was no 
appropriation. ‘There is an unexpended balance from last 
year of $6.50. The State authorities were quite liberal in 
their contributions of young fish, distributing about 20,000 
land-locked salmon at head waters.

THE apparatus of the department consists of one steamer, 
one chemieal engine, one hook and ladder carriage, one horse 
hose carriage, four hand hose carriages, one two-wheeled hose 
carriage, an ammunition wagon, 3,800 feet of rubber-lined 
cotton hose, 2,100 feet of leather hose, and variety of tools 
and appurtenances.

It will be noticed that $1,080 ef the above is not properly 
included in the expenses of the Fire Department. It is 
simply what the town pays itself for the use of its own hy- 
drants. 

We have purchased 1200 feet of rubber-lined cotton hose. 

The relief valve works satisfactorily and is a great improve- 
ment, as the shut-off nozzles can now be used in connection 
with the steamer without risk to the machine or to the hose. 

The steamer and most of the carriages need a coat of var- 
nish ; otherwise they are all in good working order. No one 
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of them has been painted or varnished since purchased by the 
department. 

Mr. C. O. Billings, having removed from town, resigned 
his position on the Board of Engineers. During his eight 
years’ connection with the Fire Department he has taken an 
active interest in its efficiency and success, and we regret the 
necessity of his departure from our midst. 

We recommend an appropriation of $2,500 for running 
expenses and repairs.

THIRTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WINCHESTER, 


MARCH, 1882. 


THIRTY-TWO years have elapsed since Winchester became 
a distinct municipality and its present school system was 
inaugurated. As many of the present residents of the town 
are not familiar with its early history, we have thought it 
well at the outset of our report to briefly sketch that part of 
it relating to our educational institutions, and trace them 
from their inception to the present time. 

No school-house appears to have been built in what are now 
the limits of the town prior to the year 1790, and though a 
public school was some years appointed to be kept, it could 
be accommodated only in some private house, and then only 
for a few weeks in the course of the season. 

Other years the children who attended school had to be 
provided with a private one at the cost of the parents, or 
travel to the centre of Woburn and Medford, some two miles 
distant. | 

At the incorporation of the town, in 1850, there were only 
two school-houses within its hmits—one in the centre (for- 
merly South Woburn), and the other on the Medford road 
near Symmes corner, (formerly Medford). 


° 
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The town at its first meeting, May 7, 1850, chose Oliver 
R. Clark, Charles Kimball and William A. Dodge, a commit- 
tee to build five school-houses in different sections of the 
town. These houses were built during the ensuing year, at 
a cost, exclusive of furniture, of about $6,500.00. 

Afterwards the names of the school buildings were fixed, 
as follows: The “Centre Grammar” was designated as the 
Gifford, for the Hon. 8. N. Gifford, who was an active mem- 
ber of the Legislature in securing the incorporation of the 
town, (and who has been for the past twenty-five years the 
clerk of the Massachusetts Senate). The “Church and 
Lane,” the Rumford, for Count Rumford; the “ Row,” the 
Washington, from the street of that name upon which it is 
located ; the ‘Symmes Corner,” the Mystic, from the river of 
that name, near by; the “ West Side,” the Wyman, from an 
honored townsman of that name who lived in its vicinity 
and formerly owned the land upon which it is located; the 
“¢ Hill,” the Hill from its location. 

A. High School was established at the outset in the old 
school-house in the centre, (since transformed into a dwelling- 
house for two families, and occupied by John Parsons and 
Mrs. Cephas Church), although the number of inhabitants 
did not then require it.. These houses comprised all the 
school accommodations of that day. 

The first School Committee were, J. M. Steele, Charles 
Goddard, and F. O. Prinee, and in their first report they say: 
“We have been from the first jealous of the reputation of 
the town. We have been the watchful and unflinching oppo- 
nents of narrow and selfish views. We have been jealous of 
the first pages of our book of records, that they might be 
fair and pure and unstained,—the history of our wisdom, 
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not of our folly,—those pages to which in after years we 
shall turn back with so much interest and pleasure, ard in 
which our children will look for the deeds of their fathers, 
and note the origin of those institutions for which we hope 
they will have reason to bless us.” It will thus be seen, that 
our school system was inaugurated upon the most liberal foot- 
ing and upon the wisest scheme, including every grade, and 
managed not by district and district committees, but by the 
whole town. | 

The first year the population numbered a little more than 
1,300,—the voters, 250, and the children about 200, and the 
expenditures on account of schools, $1,764.20. The salaries 
paid the teachers for the second year were as follows, viz.: 
High School, $650 for the year; Grammar principal, $35 per 
month, and a female teacher in the same school, $26 per 
month; Primary, $22 per month, and others $18. With the 
exception of the High, which kept some ten months, the 
schools were in session nine months in the year. 

In 1853 the Mystic School-house on Bacon Street was built 
at an expense of $1,800, to take the place of the old one on 
Medford road. 

_In 1854 a primary school-room was fitted up in the Gifford 
School-house, at an expense of $800. 

In 1857 a school-house was erected on Washington Street, 
at an expense of $2,000, and named the “ Adams,” in honor 
of John Quincy Adams. In 1868 this school-house was en- 
larged by the addition of an upper room for a division of the 
Intermediate and Primary scholars, at an expense of $700. 

._ In 1865 a new high school-house was erected on Dix 
Street, near the old one, which had become unsuitable for the 
purpose. The total cost of building, land, furniture, etc., 
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was about $17,000. This house was dedicated November 4, 
1865, and inaugurated a new era in the history and prosperity 
of this school. 

In the same year a new grammar school-house was erected 
on Washington Street, on the site of the Gifford School-house, 
which had been removed to its present locality on Main 
Street. This house, with the land and furniture, cost about 
$16,000, and was dedicated November 5, 1865. ‘The comple- 
tion of this new edifice enabled the committee of that year 
to grade the schools in a more satisfactory manner, besides 
furnishing ample and convenient accommodations for the 
scholars of this grade. 

In 1875 the Adams School-house being found insufficient 
for the large number of children in this section of the town, 
the building was sold, and a new and commodious structure 
erected on Swanton Street, at an expense of $12,000. It was 
named the “Chapin” in honor of Alonzo Chapin, M. D., 
who had served for eleven years upon the School Board, and 
was an active and earnest friend of education. In 1878, a 
new school-house was built upon land belonging to the town 
on Highland Avenue, to accommodate the children residing 
in that neighborhood, and was named the “ Highland,” on 
account of its location. It cost, complete, about $1,500. 

The ten school-houses are valued at $57,500.00. The high | 
standard aimed at by the founders of our school system has 
been steadily maintained, and the expenditures on account of 
the same have increased from year to year with but few 
exceptions, and the amount of money asked for by the com- 
mittee has been freely granted. 

The amount expended for the past thirty-two years for 
support of schools, which includes teachers and janitors’ 
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wages, fuel, incidentals, repairs of school-houses and im- 
provement of grounds, is $236,635.14, being an average of 
$7,294,53 per year. 

The total amount expended for new school-houses for the 
past thirty-two years is $66,272.20. 

The number of children in our town on May 1, 1881, 
between 5 and 15 years of age, is 592. 

From the first, our town has ranked high in the State in 
the amount appropriated to the support of its public schools, 
and has stood every year not far from the head in this respect. 
In the last printed report of the State Board of Education, 
the graduated tables show the following gratifying results. 
In the table showing the sums appropriated by the several 
cities and towns in this State for the education of each child 
between five and fifteen years of age, our town ranks eight in 
the State and four in the county. The amount appropriated 
for each child is $18.83. 

In the table of the cities and towns arranged according to 
the percentage of their taxable property appropriated to the 
support of public schools, our town ranks one hundred and 
seventy-three in the State, and twenty-one in the county,— 
percentage 38.00. 

In the average attendance our town ranks twenty-seven in 
the State and eightin the county. Average attendance, 544. 

The language used by the committee in their third annual 
report is applicable to this present review. 

“The liberality hitherto exercised towards the public 
schools of this town by the citizens thereof, has attracted 
the attention of every one interested (and who dares in this 
age to aver he is not) in the cause of education. It has 
rendered Winchester distinguished. It has given her a high 
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place among the towns of this Commonwealth. It has done 
more to render her attractive to those seeking suburban resi- 
dences, than the charming beauty of her picturesque natural 
scenery, her railroad facilities, or her tasteful location, 
since it indicates a superior refinement of mind and manners 
that guarantees to her, when her population has increased, 
an agreeable and cultivated society.” 

As a former report says, “Ever may she maintain this 
honorable position. May her career in this, and all other 
respects be upward and onward,—ezcelsvor ;—always advanc- 
ing, never retreating, nulla vestigia retrorsum.”

There were some who served a portion of a rea of whom 
we have made no mention. 

The plan of having ladies upon the Board was inaugurated 
in 1874, and has been continued without interruption to the 
present time. 

For ten years, viz., 1850, 65, 66, 67, 68, 69, 70, T1, 72, 78, 
the Board consisted of only three members, while the other 
years it numbered six. 

Up to the year 1867, the Committee received no pay for 
their services, but since then have received a small stipend. 

As we look over the long list of those who have served as 
teachers in our public schools to a greater or less extent, we 
recall many of those who labored faithfully in their appointed 
spheres and have done much to mould the minds of the pupils 
under their charge and fit them for the duties of life which 
afterwards awaited them. Many now grown up to manhood 
and womanhood remember with deep gratitude, William A. 
Stone, the first principal of the High School, Thomas Emer- 
son, for five years its honored head, J. F. Powers, James 
Russell, 8. G. Cowdry, Wilson Palmer, D. D. Patten, C. L. 
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Harrington, Andrew Woods, Nancy P. Dodge, Ama Ward, 
H. J. Williams and H. B. McLean, who afterwards taught 
either as principals or assistants in the same school. 

In the other schools were W. H. Westcott, L. F. Haskins, 
J. I. Hanson, F. J. Foss, J. F. Baxter, C. A. Hartwell, F. M. 
Parker, I. B. Tenney, J. O. Sanborn, Sarah Robinson, M. M. 
Hobbs, C. 0. Bailey, M. I. Hanson, E. M. Andrews, M. M. 
Hale, S. A. Holmes, M. E. Meriam, N. M. Lindley, D. M. 
Taylor, H. A. Pressey, A. O. Quimby, M. L. Longfellow, A. 
M. Whitney, A. A. Buxton, M. A. Wadleigh, E. A. Saunders, 
and others too numerous to mention, some of whom have 
passed on to the spirit land, and others are filling wider or 
more limited spheres of usefulness in our town and elsewhere. 


Having reviewed generally the past thirty-two years of our 
school history, we now proceed to speak more in detail of 
the work of the past year. 

The High School at the last spring term, was under the 
charge of Charles L. Harrington, as principal, and Andrew 
Woods and Maria A. Parsons, as assistants. 

At the request of the senior class the usual exhibition at. 
the close of this term was dispensed with, and in lieu thereof 
there was a brief examination of the school in some of the 
branches of study; some tesf exercises in magnetism and 
electricity, by the senior class; a translation of extracts from 
Virgil and Homer, by Annie Ware penser 3 and the valedic- 
tory address, by Jessie Baldwin. 

The class motto was “ Hsse Quam Videri.” 

The following named pupils graduated, and with two 
exceptions, (designated by a *), received full diplomas.

Time of Session. 

At the request of a number of the parents of the pupils 
attending the High School the school regulations were so far 
modified that on and after November 12, 1881, to the end of 
the winter term, the daily sessions of the school commenced 
at 8.30 o’clock in the morning, and closed at 1.15 o’clock in 
the afternoon. 


TEACHERS. 


At the close of the last spring term, Mr. Woods declined a 
re-election as assistant principal of the High School, on 
account of his wish to pursue his studies in Cambridge, and 
it was voted by the Board that the Secretary express to Mr. 
Woods the committee’s appreciation of the ability and fidelity 
with which he has devoted himself to his work as classical 
instructor, and their wishes for his prosperity in his new 
undertaking. 

Miss Netta E. Wetherbee, of Waltham, a graduate of 
Smith College, was elected as first assistant, in place of Mr. 
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Woods. Mr. Harrington was re-elected as principal of the 
High School for another year, but near the end of the sum- 
mer vacation, having received an appointment as an instructor 
in the Massachusetts Agricultural College at Amherst, re- 
signed his position here after seven years of valuable service, 
during which time he had gained the affection of his pupils 
and the respect and esteem of the community. Lewis Park- 
hurst, principal of the Athol High School, was selected to 
fill the vacancy. 

An effort was made by the School Committee of Somer- 
ville to obtain one of the assistants in the Grammar, by the 
offer of a much larger salary. These teachers, however, pre- 
ferred to remain in their present positions on a slight increase 
of their salaries, although it would not then reach the sum 
offered them. Feeling that their removal would be a serious 
detriment to the school, the board readily granted the in- 
crease of salary suggested. 

At the close of the fall term, Miss Florence A. Moody 
who had taught for the previous year in the Chapin Inter- 
mediate, resigned, and Miss Josephine 8. Hinckley of 
Woburn, was elected to fill the vacancy. 

Just before the close of: the last spring term of the Rum- 
ford Primary, Miss Eliza W. Saunders, the teacher, died, after 
a brief illness. , 

At a meeting of the Board, June 24, 1881, the following 
resolution was unanimously adopted, and a copy sent to her 
mother, Mrs. M. C. Saunders, of Wellfleet, Massachusetts : 

“© Resolved, That it is with sincere sorrow that this commit- 
tee have learned of the death upon the nineteenth instant, of 
Miss Eliza W. Saunders while in theiremploy. As a teacher 
she had rendered the town six years of most faithful, success- 
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ful service; with. the children among whom she worked, she 
was ever gentle, kind, patient and persevering; she justly 
won their confidence and affection, and held up before them 
the true example and ideal. In all her walks in life, she was 
trustful, true and helpful, always anxious to discharge her 
full duty. To her bereaved mother and friends we offer our 
heartfelt sympathy in their affliction, and with them we will 
cherish the memory of the worthy Christian life thus early 
closed on earth.” 

Miss Ellen C. Holton, a graduate of our own schools, who 
had taught the Hill School the previous year to the great 
acceptance of the committee, was chosen to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Miss Saunders. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


The following changes in Text Books have been made by 
vote of the Board. 

Our World Geography and Guyot’s new Intermediate 
Geography have been dispensed with in the Intermediate 
Schools, and Guyot’s Elementary Geography substituted in 
their place. 

In the High School, Kellogg’s Rhetoric has taken the place 
of Hart’s Rhetoric, and Meservey’s Book-keeping that of 
Mayhew’s. 


THE HILL SCHOOL. 


At the close of the spring term ot this school five pupils were 
upon its register, but only two were present; one of these 
not of sufficient age, and the other belonging to the High 
School. The absent ones were fitted for the Grammar School, 
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but had been kept away from this one for the most of the 
term from various causes by their parents. In view of these 
facts, no appointment of teacher was made for this school for 
the next school year. | 

At a meeting of the Board, October 1, 1881, a petition was 
received from certain residents of the Hill School neighbor- 
hood, requesting that this school might be re- -opened, and 
thereupon the following vote was passed : — 

“ Voted, That the Secretary of the Board be instructed to 
write to the petitioners and call their attention to the small 
attendance of scholars at the last term, and state the com- 
mittee do not feel justified in re-opening the school until they 
have assurance of a larger attendance than that of last term, 
being 33 scholars per day, and the greatest number eat 
on any one day being five scholars.” 

In the School Report for 1869, is the following reference 
to this school, which apples with equal force at the present 
time : — 

“With such diminutive material, it is impossible to main- 
tain a vigorous and efficient school. In discussing this very 
matter, a former report quotes Gov. Bullock as having said, 
that twenty is the smallest number that can constitute a 
profitable school. The absence of emulation and excitement 
consequent on so small a number, must tend to listlessness 
and ennui on the part of both teachers and scholars.” 

This committee also recommended the transfer of these 
scholars to the Wyman School. ‘This course was adopted, 
and in the Report for 1870, the committee say :— 

“The Hill School closed its spring term (1869) with only 
five scholars. The number was too small for its own good, 
and it was discontinued. The children have since attended 
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the Wyman School, and we think are compensated for the 
increased distance by the increased advantages furnished. 
The stimulus produced by mental competition with so large 
a number of scholars, is telling most perceptibly for their 
benefit by increasing their interest and ambition. It is not 
easy to see how they can be willing to return again to their 
past isolation and to the condition of dullness inseparable 
from so small a number.” 

This last report was signed by those experienced commit- 
tee men, A Chapin, J. C. Johnson, and George Cooke. 

The next year there appears to have been a larger number 
of children in this section of the town, and the school was 
re-opened. 

Furthermore, it should be stated that to run this school 
would cost for teachers, wages, fuel, and care of house, not 
far from $300 a year. With five pupils (the ultimatum at 
this time) would make an average of $60 for each pupil, a 
sum amply large, probably, to hire a team to bring them 
down to the Wyman or Grammar Schools and carry them 
back at night. 

The Public Statutes of this Commonwealth provide that 
any town “may raise by taxation or otherwise, and appro- 
priate money to be expended by the School Committee in 
their discretion in providing for the conveyance of pupils 
to and from the public schools.” 

As the distance to and from this section of the town to the 
nearest school-house is yndoubtedly too great for the children 
to travel on foot, would not such an appropriation of money 
as is allowed by the law meet the requirements of the resi- 
dents of this part of our town, and give their children in a 
far better manner than by a separate school of only five in 
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number, the benefit of a common school education. We can- 
not but think that the citizens of the town will endorse our 


action and approve of our suggestions. 


DISCIPLINE. 


In the High School some difficulty was experienced at first 
under the new regime in enforcing the discipline of the 
school, and the committee were compelled to resort to some 
Severe measures to maintain it. Since then, however, no 
serious trouble has resulted from this cause, and a disposition 
has been evinced by the pupils to maintain good order and 
decorum, and conform in all respects to the requirements of 
their teachers. 3 

At the Chapin Intermediate, the disciplinary work is al- 
ways a difficult one, especially with the advent of every new 
teacher. Miss Hinckley has done reasonably well in this re- 
spect; but in her first monthly report to the chairman of the 
Board, was compelled to state that she had punished all the 
boys and a portion of the girls. It seems a question worthy 
of serious consideration, whether it would not be better to 
have a male teacher in this school who could more effectual- 
ly control the turbulent spirits, and exercise a general super- 
vision over the discipline and work of the whole building, 
which now embraces four school-rooms. This would involve 
an additional expense to the town, but be a wise and judi- 
cious investment. 


CONDITION OF THE SCHOOLS. 


Notwithstanding the change of teachers, and the difficulties 
occasioned thereby, the condition of the schools are generally 
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good. Not all has been accomplished that was desirable, nor 
could it be expected under our present system of school in- 
struction and supervision. 

In a small town like ours, where the schools are so widely 
scattered and of mixed grade, involving so many classes in 
each school, it is impossible for teachers to accomplish as 
good results as in those more regularly graded. Nor can any 
School Board, constituted as they are of men and women 
who can ill afford to give much time to the work, exercise 
that watchful care and supervision over the schools, or give 
to them that uniform system of instruction, as could be done 
by one person whose whole time is devoted to the work. We 
coincide with the views of former committees that a superin- 
tendent of schools is very desirable, and the only swre way 
of accomplishing the satisfactory results aimed at by our 
system of common school education. 


SINGING. 


The singing in the Intermediate and Primary schools has 
continued under the charge of Mrs. Susan C. Bailey. Good 
proficiency has been made by the pupils in this branch of 
study. ‘To enable the committee, parents and friends to see 
what had been done in this respect, a concert was given in 
Lyceum Hall, on Friday evening, May 20, 1881, bya portion 
of the school children, under the. direction of Mrs. Bailey. 
The programme was interspersed with other exercises of an 
entertaining character. At the Grammar School, the princi- 
pal has charge of the singing and the pupils are thoroughly 
instructed in it. . 

The High School needs a teacher in this branch, as the 
principal is not versedin it. The instruction received in the 
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other schools should be supplemented and enforced by its 


continuance in the High among its studies and lessons. 


TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 


A ‘Teachers’ Institute, under the auspices of the State 
Board of Education, was held in our town on Thursday and 
Friday, November 10 and 11, 1881, in which our own and the 
neighboring towns of Woburn, Medford, Stoneham and Ar- 
lington participated. 

The schools in these towns were closed, and the teachers 
and friends gathered in large numbers in Lyceum hall to 
listen to the interesting exercises provided for them. Both 
days were mainly occupied with brief lessons in the different 
branches of study from those well known educators, G. A. 
Walton, W. H. Niles, I. J. Osbun, J. W. Dickinson, G. H. 
Martin, R. C. Metcalf, H. E. Holt, and E. A. Hubbard. 

On Thursday evening a lecture upon the “Origin of 
Mountain History,” illustrated by the stereopticon, was given 
by Prof. W. H. Niles of the Mass. Institute of Technology, 
and on Friday evening a lecture was given by Col. Thomas 
W. Higginson. Subject: — “ How to Study History.” 

The citizens of our town very generously contributed 
provision for the physical wants of the delegates, which was 
served in Harmony Hall, under the direction of the committee, 
by some of the young ladies from the High School. The 
exercises were all of a very interesting character, and the 
opportunity afforded for social intercourse and friendly inter- 
change of thoughts and feelings, as well as the instruction 
imparted, was highly appreciated and richly enjoyed by those 
engaged in a common work. 
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SCHOOL BOARD. 


Ata meeting of the Board, October 27, 1881, a letter of 
resignation of her membership upon the School Board was 
received from Miss Ellen Bradford, and the following resolves 
were unanimously adopted : — 

“ Resolved, That the resignation of Miss Ellen Bradford, 
now Mrs. Solomon B. Stebbins, asa member of this com- 
mittee be accepted and her courteous letter placed on file. 

“ Resolved, That with a high appreciation of her faithful and 
valuable service upon this committee, we regret her retire- 
ment from the Board and removal from Winchester, but that 
we acknowledge her promotion and extend to her our con- 
eratulations and hearty good will.” 

In convention of the Boards of Selectmen and School 
Committee, November 12, 1881, Mrs. Eleanor Huse, was 
chosen to fill the vacancy upon the School Board, to serve 
until the next annual town meeting. It will be necessary 
for the town at its annual meeting to elect: three members of 
the committee; one for one year, to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Miss Bradford ; and two for three years, 
in place of E. A. Wadleigh and L. S. Quimby, whose term 
of service expires.

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REPORT OF THE PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


THE appropriation for repairs of school-houses and improve- 
ments of grounds the past year was unusually large, and 
was granted with special reference to improving the sanitary 
condition of the school premises. This has been the first 
end sought. 

The Rumford School building was unwholesome and un- 
healthy beyond question. With privies on three sides, open- 
ing directly into the entries and constituting a part of the 
building itself, it seemed an unsafe place for daily occupancy, 
and work was here commenced without delay after the town 
meeting. These closets were torn out and new ones built 
outside, forming a new structure removed from the schcol 
building. * The fence around the large yard at this school has 
been rebuilt, making use of such parts of the old as were 
suitable, and both the entire fence and the new structure 
above mentioned have been well painted. These premises 
have thus been greatly improved, both in appearance and in 
yet more essential regards, and at a cost of nearly five hundred 
dollars. 

At the Grammar and Gifford School-houses, essential 
improvement in the sanitary conditions has also been made, 
and the out-buildings at the Mystic and other schools, have 
been more or less fitted up, painted or whitened. 

The walls and ceilings of several school-rooms were 


whitened or whitewashed in the summer, and more of this 
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work should be done the coming season. The large room in 
the Grammar School building especially, should receive this 
attention, and the ceiling of the Washington School-room 
should be taken down and the same replastered. 

It was found that the wall upon which the Washington 
School-house rested, was caving in on all sides, and the build- 
ing settling in a ruinous way. The building was righted up 
somewhat, new posts placed under the centre, and the 
foundation wall mostly relaid in cement. A new fence was 
built in front of the yard at this school, and the school-room 
was newly painted and grained. 

The number of scholars in the district desiring to attend 
the Washington School the past two years has been very 
large for one teacher to instruct. The average daily attend- 
ance has been nearly fifty, and often more than that number 
are present. ‘The number is, however, hardly sufficient to 
justify forming another school at present, but a new school- 
room in this district will probably be required at an early 
day. 
A new fence has also been built and painted in front of the 
Wyman school-yard, and the inside of this building has been 
newly painted and grained. ‘Trees have been planted by 
the sidewalk in front of the yard, to make the line of shade 
trees along this street unbroken. 

The great furnace at the Chapin School-house was unduly 
strained in the severe winter of 1880-1, and was repaired at 
a cost of nearly one hundred dollars. If two smaller furnaces 
had been procured for this building when it was constructed, 
instead of putting in this very large one, we think economy 
would have been served in the end; but it seemed at this 
time judicious to supply the parts needed to make the old

one stand for another period of years. A stove has been 
purchased for one room in this building, and in the coldest 
weather of the past winter all the rooms have been suffici- 
ently warmed. 

The outside of the Chapin building has been thoroughly 
painted, two good coats, at an expense of one hundred 
and seventy-five dollars. It is recommended that next year 
the fence at this yard be also painted, and that the Gifford 
School-house be painted one coat. It is hoped that an 
extension of the Grammar School building will be deter- 
mined upon at the town-meeting, and, when completed, the 
whole of that building should be painted. In most of the 
school-rooms the blackboards should be repaired at greater or 
less extent, and we understand that durable blackboard work 
is costly. 

To defray the expense of the repairs of buildings and im- 
provements of grounds that may be needed the ensuing year, 
an appropriation of one thousand dollars will probably be 


required.

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HIGHLAND WATER WORKS. 


In accordance with the provisions of the law, the under- 
signed present the following as the Ninth Annual Report of 
the Winchester Water Board. 

The town, in continuation of the policy adopted and ex- 
pressed in the instructions to the Board from time to time 
in regard to the future storage reservoir contemplated in the 
original plan of the water works, passed the following votes 
at the regular town meetings, as specified, copies of which are 
herewith given, viz.:— 


“ WINCHESTER, February 14, 1882. 

« At an adjourned town meeting held November 27, 1880, 
adjourned from the 20th of November, the following vote was 
passed, viz: That the Water Board be instructed to prose- 
cute work on the proposed South Meadow Reservoir and 
Dam as speedily as in their judgment it may appear for the 
interest of the town.

“WINCHESTER, February 14, 1882. 
** At the annual town meeting held March 28, 1881, the fol- 


lowing vote was passed, seventy-five in the affirmative and 
one in the negative :— 
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“ That the Water Board for the purpose of defraying the 
further cost of supplying the town with pure water, as pro- 
vided by Chap. 265 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1872, and 
by the legislative acts in addition thereto or amendments 
thereof, are hereby authorized in behalf of the town to bor- 
row an additional sum not exceeding thirty thousand dollars, 
payable ten thousand dollars in 1905; ten thousand dollars 
in 1906; ten thousand dollars in 1907, or fractional parts 
thereof, according to the amounteborrowed, as they may deem 
for the best interest of the town, and to sign and issue there- 
for the scrip, note or notes of the town, also signed by its 
Treasurer, denominated on their face, ‘* Winchester Water 
Fund Bonds.” And the Water Board are hereby authorized 
to use and expend said money in their best discretion, for the 
purpose above mentioned.

The Water Board commenced at once to carry out these 
instructions, and procured the services of Mr. Walter H. 
Sears, C. E., who made the original surveys for the whole 
system and afterwards superintended the construction of the 
North reservoir and the distribution. 

The low ground was drained, the woods roads leading to 
the site were cleared out and made passable, and the necessary 
buildings were erected. ‘The exact location of the dam was 
determined upon at a point which would enclose the greatest 
area of watershed with the least amount of filling. ‘The soil, 
stumps and perishable earth were removed from the surface 
and the soil stored in a spoil bank for future use upon the 
back of the slope of the dam when it is finished. 
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It is supposed that a large majority of the citizens have 
not visited the site of the South dam and reservoir. ‘To assist 
in making this report understood and to put on file a plan 
of the South dam and reservoir, and of the two reservoirs, 
showing their shape, size and relation to each other, the 
Board has procured such a plan and herewith present it. It is 
thought that it will be interesting and also valuable for future 
reference. In the following description reference is asked to 
this plan. 

It was decided to build a dam of earth, similar to that at 
the North reservoir, with a stone wall in the centre, as there. 
The earth slopes on both sides, to be two feet horizontal to 
one vertical. The water slope to be paved with stone to 
prevent washing by the water; the outer slope to be covered 
with loam, and seeded. ‘The dam proper will be about 850 
feet long, 12 feet wide on top, and 220 feet on the bottom, 
and there will be a step or berme on the back, and a roadway 
across the valley. The dam is to be of earth, free from soil 
or any perishable material, and to be built in layers of about 
six inches in thickness, each layer to be well watered and 
then the succeeding one is put on. It is then rolled with a 
heavy cast iron grooved roller, until the moisture comes to the 
surface, when it is again sprinkled and another layer of earth 
put on and again rolled as before. The stone wall is built of 
small stones laid in cement; the face toward the water is 
then plastered with cement mortar, and afterward skimmed 
and carefully brushed with clear cement, making a smooth 
face. The mortar is made by mixing cement with sand in 
the proportion of two parts of sand to one of cement, the 
whole thoroughly worked dry, and then sufficient water 
added to make a paste of the proper consistency. 
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THE GATE—HOUSE 


is provided with two pipes and the necessary gates, screens, 
&ce., with arrangements for taking the water from what- 
ever height may be desirable, and also for shutting it off 
entirely, or wasting it into the channel of the brook 
below the dam; or the water may be used through one 
and wasted through the other simultaneously. The waste 
pipe, at the very bottom of the gate-house is 30 inches in 
diameter, and the supply pipe is 24 inches; there will be 
grooves for stop planks and screens at the proper height. 
The foundation consists of three layers of concrete, (broken 
stone and cement), 18 inches in all, over the whole bottom, 
upon this is laid a course of granite 22 inches thick, laid 
diagonally, with heavy stones, 18 feet long and 2 feet wide, 
across the corners; upon this the walls are commenced 5 
feet thick at the bottom, lined with brick. The stone for 
the outside is Quincy granite, taken from the old Tudor 
Building in Boston, corner Court Street and Court Square, 
and will nearly, if not quite, complete the building. The 30 
inch pipe is already laid throughout, a small pier of pagent 
being built under each pipe joint. 

The work is being done under the immediate supervision 
of Mr. H. Dunbar, which is a sufficient guarantee of its faith- 
ful execution. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE WORK PERFORMED. 


The soil removed from the greater portion of the site 
varied from six inches to a foot in depth, below this a certain 
amount of earth has to be worked over to remove roots, etc. 
In the bottom of the ravine, however, through which the 
brook ran, was a deposit of mud from twelve to thirteen feet 
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in depth. Advantage was taken, in the early part of the 
season, of the brook, which naturally flows here, to remove 
this deposit by the method of hydraulic excavating. This 
mud was an accumulation of a vegetable nature and un- 
doubtedly of almost geological antiquity. It was of a yellow- 
ish color when first excavated, but rapidly became black 
when exposed to the air. Remains of beaver dams were 
found at a depth of from six to seven feet below the surface, 
the ends of sticks showing the marks of the teeth of these 
animals as distinctly as if cut yesterday, as well as the grain 
_of the wood, which was of ash, oak, pine, etc. The whole mass 
was of a soft, fine character, any sticks that were found being 
readily crushed in the hand. It was readily mixed with 
water into a thin mud, and then almost as easily pumped as 
water. This method of excavating, one of the resources of 
modern engineering, is largely employed for foundations in 
sand or silt, being conspicuously employed at this present 
time in the tunnel under the Hudson River at New York 
City. A well was sunk in this mud, at the lower end of the 
excavation, and a rotary pump of the Cisco pattern was 
placed in position, and driven by a steam engine of about 
twenty-five horse power. ‘The water from the brock was let 
into the mud in a channel already excavated, and the mud 
mixed with the running water by men with ordinary stable- 
forks, the mixture flowed into the well, and thence was 
pumped up into a spout which delivered it into the brook at 
a point below, where it disposed of itself. The larger portion 
of the mud was removed in this manner very economically, 
when the water began to fail and became insufficient ; the 
remainder was removed by horses and carts. 

All this material was excavated to clean hard gravel on the

sides. Immediately under the mud was a layer of fine blue 
quicksand, very hard and compact until mixed with water, 
when it exhibited all its treacherous qualities. It was there- 
fore decided to cut through it, and to lay up a secondary 
wall through it from a solid foundation below. It had 
already been decided to break up the smooth surface of the 
ledge on the easterly end of the dam, which forms, by the 
way, a perfectly solid abutment for the embankment at this 
end, and to build two low walls of cement and stone, similar 
to the main wall of the dam, in order to hinder as much as 
possible, the water from following this smooth surface up to 
the main wall. One of these walls was therefore carried 
across the ravine and through the quicksand, and the open 
gravel which was found underneath the same, to a solid sub- 
stratum of hard-pan underneath ; requiring a wall about 10 
feet high, 2 feet thick, and 125 feet long, from the rock, on 
one side to the foundation for the gate-house on the other. 
This cuts across the quicksand and holds it in place from any 
tendency to slip when the great weight of the dam is built 
above it. 


THE EXCAVATIONS FOR THE MAIN WALL 


were carried down through the quicksand, coarse gravel, 
and hard-pan, to the ledge beneath and throughout, as 
far as the work was done, and some thirty-five or forty 
feet beyond the wall, as built at the close of work in 
the fall. The lowest point reached being about twenty- 
four feet below the surface of the meadow, which will 
be the bottom of the reservoir when completed, and nearly 
sixty-four feet below the top of the dam. The rock 
reached was apparently sound and good; while it is possible 
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that there may be some fissures underneath, which have 
not been reached, still it is hoped that any waste of water 
from this source has been reduced toa minimum. The bottom 
course of the main wall was laid of concrete in a narrow 
trench and resting on the prepared surface of the ledge. 
This narrow or footing course was from twenty to thirty 
inches wide and about three feet high; above this a broad 
foundation nine feet wide was laid, eighteen inches thick; 
upon this a wall was started seven feet thick at the bottom, 
and carried up with sloping sides until it was five feet thick 
at a point forty-five feet below the top of the finished wall ; 
upon this sub-wall, the centre wall, proper, was commenced 
three feet thick and sloping at the back, to be eighteen 
inches thick at the top; the water side being plumb. At 
the foot of the larger wall was laid a layer of brick-clay well 
kneaded and rammed in and packed. As the wall is built 
the earth is filled in about it in the manner already described. 
An excellent location for 


THE OVERFLOW 


is found at the westerly end of the dam near the grove of 
pines. The ledge comes to the height of high water and 
above, at this point, and the overflow would be excavated 
into the ledge, and the waste water would overflow and pass 
away upon a surface of rock for the whole distance into the 
old channel of the brook—thus making it entirely safe for 
that usually hazardous part of a dam. 

In addition to the work done in the lower portion of the 
dam, or the ravine as it may be called, where about seven 
thousand cubic yards of earth have been filled in, in place of 
and somewhat higher than the mud which was taken out, 
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there has been a small portion of the dam built on the back 
side and westerly of the ravine; about twenty-five hundred 
cubic yards of material moved. In the ravine, the stone wall 
has been built to within thirty-five feet of the top, and the 
excavation has been carried partially to the rock for several 
hundred feet ; and to solid rock about forty feet beyond where 
the wall at present ends. The stone for the slope paving will 
undoubtedly be supplied from the excavations, and the 
loam is already stored for the back slope. The gate-house is 
well under way and most of the material therefor is pur- 
chased, so that the largest part of the future expense is the 
labor to be done. The outlet pipes are already purchased 
and on the ground; the 30-inch pipe being all laid as before 
stated. 

A considerable amount of the surface of the reservoir 
bottom has been cleared of trees and brush during the sea- 
son, and there still remains a large area to be done, especially 
in the upper portion. ‘The wood cut from the vicinity of the 
dam has been sold to the amount of $76.12, and the hay 
which was used for covering the gate-house during the winter 
to protect it from the action of the frost, and also for pro- 
tecting the wall, was cut from the meadows during the 
season. 

The Water Board have also purchased the roller which 
they use, and thesteam pump and boiler; the latter is housed 
in place at the dam. The house built for an office and 
tool room has been finished off for a dwelling house and is 
occupied by the watchman. The blacksmith shop is supplied 
with a portable forge, anvil, and requisite tools, all the prop- 
erty of the town; the necessary picks, shovels and imple- 
ments of labor have been purchased from time to time as 
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required, and the Board have given their personal and con- 
stant attention to the prosecution of the work throughout 
the entire season. 

The principles involved in the filling of a reservoir of this 
sort, when the dam is completed, are not discussed in this re- 
port, this matter being reserved for a future report when the 
matter may receive careful and detailed consideration not 
now possible. The experience accumulating at the North 
reservoir will be of great value in this respect. It is hoped, 
however, that the South reservoir will store all or nearly all 
the water which falls on its whole watershed, and possibly 
hold over the surplus of very wet years for use in following 
dry ones. 


WORK TO BE DONE. 


There yet remains a large amount of work to be performed. 
By referring to the plan accompanying this report it will be 
seen that the height of the embankment varies from about 
forty feet at the lowest point of the ravine, until it runs out 
to the natural surface at each end. In order to obtain the 
best results therefore and make the new or artificial embank- 
ment unite as perfectly as possible with the old or natural 
surface, and become homogeneous with it, the high portion 
of the embankment should be constructed with greatest care 
_and allowed every facility for becoming compact and solid. 
Time and the action of the elements being of great advan- 
tage in this respect, the Engineer recommends that two years 
be taken for the completion of the work, as indeed would 
have been the case had the work progressed as favorably as 
the Board anticipated last spring. 

In this way the embankment would be carried up to the 
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berme or roadway on the back during the coming season, and 
then allowed to rest and settle during the remainder of the 
‘season, and the coming winter, and in the following year the 
remaining and smaller part of the embankment would be 
completed upon the well-settled portion already constructed. 

None of the slope paving has yet been done except the 
lower course of large stone, east of the gate-house. <A large 
and somewhat undetermined part of the cement wall re- 
mains; as also the work on the gate-house; most of the 
materials for the latter, however, have been already pur- 
chased, as stated. 

The following approximate estimate is given by the En- 
gineer for completing the dam substantially upon the plan 


herein described.

The Board would take this opportuuity to state that the 
completion of the South reservoir will cost considerably 
more than was expeeted before work was commenced, the 
engineer not having been employed until after the action of 


the town meeting. 
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The great depth to which it was found necessary to go, to 
find a good foundation for the centre wall, together with the 
large quantity of water that was continually pouring into the 
excavation, necessitating the use of a steam pump both day 
and night to enable the men to work, was the principal cause, 
together with the unsatisfactory character of the surface of 
the ledge when reached, which required a great deal of blast- 
ing off before a sound quality was reached. The extra 
quantity of mud that it was necessary to remove, was an- 
other source of additional expense not wholly anticipated. 
We have, however, overcome all these difficulties. The only 
work that remains to be done, which is not plain to be seen 
and to estimate accurately, is the excavation for the centre 
wall, westerly from where we closed work last fall. As pre- 
viously referred to, we have about forty feet in length already 
prepared for the continuance of this wall, and it is also plain 
that the sound ledge is rising as we go up the hill westward ; 
we therefore anticipate no further trouble in finding solid 
foundations. 

It is extremely desirable that the work be as _ perfectly 
done as possible. The loss of water through a leaky dam, 
that would otherwise be available and command a cer- 
tain income to the town, is manifestly a matter of the first 
importance. It would require a comparatively small amount 
to be wasted thus, for each and every day in the year, to rep- 
resent the interest on $100,000, for it would be stored at 
such an elevation as to require no pumping. ‘The value of 
good water in the vicinity of our town has become very man- 
ifest, and will more and more appear as the number of inhab- 


itants increases. The available supply of water, as nature has 
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provided it, does not increase. Our town has this only op- 
portunity, and it is wise to make the very most of it. 

From the commencement of the season the Board endeay- 
ored to secure the services of some competent person to take 
charge of the workmen engaged upon the works, and to act 
as general superintendent. After some delay and much en- 
quiry they succeeded, as they hoped, in securing a suitable 
person; but, after a few weeks’ trial, he utterly failed us, 
the work proved too large and varied for his experience. As 
the season had so far advanced, we decided, to give the work 
more of our personal attention, and get along with the help 
of three or four of our own citizens, who had been engaged 
for the season, placing a portion of the men in charge of 
each, under the general direction of the Engineer, thereby 
saving the expense of a superintendent. ‘The men all proved 
faithful and quite competent for their several positions. 

Last fall, near the end of the season in which mason work 
could be performed, it was judged by the Board that it would 
be wise to continue the excavations in the ledge, for the foun- 
dation of the priming wall, to a good solid bottom, while the 
water was so largely drained out of the soil and the work could 
be done to so much greater advantage than if it were put off 
until another season. Operations were therefore continued 
without accurate reference to the exact amount of the appro- 
priation. A good result was obtained and much additional 
information gained as to the character and ‘tendency of the 
ledge, which is herein previously referred to. Work was also 
continued on the gate-house, the priming wall and ‘the outlet. 
pipes, to put them in condition to go safely through the win- 
ter. 
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In regard to the time that shall be required to complete 
the South reservoir, the Board is not unmindful of the feel- 
ing as expressed by many of our citizens upon this subject. 
The Engineer, as has been already alluded to, recommends 
that two years be taken for the finishing of the dam. The 
Board, after careful consideration, are of opinionthat it would 
be well to adopt this recommendation. We could then de- 
lay commencing work until about the first of June, allowing 
the surplus water in the ground to settle away, leaving it 
more easy to work, and continuing labor for about four 
months, taking advantage of the longest days. We think in 
that time we could so far advance the construction of the — 
dam and gate-house as to enable us to complete the work the 
following season. 

It is very desirable to

without delay, for several important reasons. ‘The time has 
arrived when considerable solicitude is felt about a reliable 
supply from the North reservoir. Even this year it has 
been drawn down to over five feet below high water, 
and the Board do not wish to take the responsibility 
of drawing the water much lower. Some of the takers 
in the elevated parts of the town, have already experienced 
inconvenience, and it would be extremely unpleasant to 
have proof of a short supply, or to meet the question 
as to whether manufacturers should be obliged to go 
without water in order that there be a supply for domes- 
tic purposes. It must also be remembered that water 
takers are constantly increasing, and more water is wanted 
each year, while it will take at least five years to complete 
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and fill with water the South reservoir. It is proposed to 
take two years to complete the dam, then it will require 
three years to fill the reservoir; and if the policy is carried 
out, of storing a moderate quantity of water to cover the 
bottom and letting it remain for the larger part of a year to 
soak out the colormg matter from all vegetable substances 
and then letting it run off, to have purer water when used, it 
will take at least six years before any relief can be counted 
upon from the South reservoir. Before that time comes the 
Board is persuaded that the citizens will absolutely need more 
water. Besides, it will be a great check upon the growth of 
the town if there is a serious question as to whether there is 
an available supply of good water. The completion of the 
South reservoir so thoroughly disposes of the question of an 
adequate and permanent supply that it is well to state it in 
order that all may realize how very important the South res- 
ervoir is to the system as originally planned. 

The surface of the water in the latter, will be ten feet 
higher, (see map), than in the North reservoir, and it is largely 
designed to act as a storage basin. The surface is 149 acres, 
and at ten feet below high water the area will not be less 
than 100 acres, furnishing a mean of say 125 acres of water 
ten feet deep. This will furnish 54,450,000 cubic feet, which 
at 74 gallons per cubic foot, realizes 408,375,000 gallons. 
The average evaporation from reservoir surfaces is not far 
from 2-feet during the season. If this amount, or one-fifth 
part, be deducted there will still remain 826,700,000 gallons 
available to pass into the North reservoir or more than 895,000 
gallons per day for each and every day of the year; a quan- 
tity that will assure the town of a reliable supply for all time. 

Moreover, the storage of such a supply will enable the 
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town, when a much larger quantity of water is used than at 
present, to utilize the water that now runs to waste from the 
watershed of the North reservoir; for it can be arranged that 
the water of the North reservoir be largely used as it cur- 
rently reaches the reservoir instead of passing off over the 
overflow as at present for want of storage room, and when 
the run of water is not enough to supply the town, the defi- 
ciency can be made up from the South reservoir. By refer- 
ring to the table in the Superintendent’s Report it will be 
seen that since the present works have been in operation, the 
water has run to waste over the overflow almost precisely 
one-third of the whole time, and this, naturally during the 
colder portion of the year when the storage of water is the 
easiest. 

In point of fact, the great mass of available water comes 
down, at this season of the year, and more than. four times 
the amount of water now used by the town in the whole 
year, is wasted during this annual period of overflow. 

This amount of water is actually lost to the town for lack 
of storage capacity. By completing the South reservoir we 
virtually add to the storage capacity of the North reservoir, 
and this more and more effectually as larger quantities of 
water are used, up to the extent of some four times the 
amount now used. 

Can the town gain so 


VERY IMPORTANT A RESULT 


and not be burthened? Happily this is so manifestly 
clear that it only needs to be stated to be conceded by 
every fair-minded citizen. Assume that it will cost $50,000 
to complete the reservoir. The interest on that sum at 
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the rate at which the money can be obtained, four per 
cent. per annum, would amount to $2,000 per annum, an 
addition of only 56 cents per $1,000 of taxable prop- 
erty, ($3,600,000 in the year 1880,) is the extremity of 
the burthen, and, the other expenditures of the town remain- 
ing as they were last year, a tax including that added to 
finish the dam, of a less amount by 74 cents on each $1,000, 
than that paid in 1880. 

But this is much too exaggerated a view to take of the 
matter, as the facts in the following table will show, (making 
the proper correction for the water rates received in 1876, 


the town reports showing 14 months’ receipts for that year.)

It will be seen by the above, that the water rates, com- 
mencing with the year 1876, when the water can be said to 
have been fairly introduced, have increased, for the last six 
years, $4,889.88, or $814.98 per year, or at the rate of 17 
per cent. per year, while the town debt, other than for water, 
has decreased nearly 33 per cent. and the rate of taxation 


has been reduced 83 per cent. during the same time. If there 
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is any connection between this very flattering result and the 
introduction of water, the latter should receive its full share 
of credit. 

Now, in looking to the future to see how the burthen of 
perfecting the water works will affect the town, it is but fair 
to take into account the relief that will surely come as an 
offset. If for instance, we reckon only $500 per year as the 
increase in the water rents instead of $814.98, the average as 
above, we shall have for the six years in which the works are 
expected to be completed, an average increase per year, of 
$1,750, and if we pay of the town water debt during the 
same time at the rate of only $5,000 per year, we save in in- 
terest, on an average, per year, $1,225 and on the remaining 
$5,000 becoming due, per year, we effect a saving by renewal 
of three per cent. an average, per year, of $525, resulting in an 
average gain, per year, of $38,500, or nearly double the 
interest on the amofnt of expenditure DECESRATY for com- 
pleting the works. 

Surely, this is no burthen but a positive relief. Nor does 
this favorable condition of things cease at the end of the six 
years, but it will go on in an increasing ratio, year after 


year. 


GENERAL CONDITION OF THE WORKS. 


The Superintendent has made to the Board a report in 
writing on the general condition of the works, the amount of 
pipe laid, etc., during the past year, which is hereinafter 
embodied. 

The Water Board calls attention to the fact, therein 
referred to, that the West side of the town is wholly de- 
pendent on a single pipe for a supply of water, and that 
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there may be a duplicate supply pipe by either of two 
different routes, as well as a better circulation and greater 
protection in case of fire. Should a fire occur during a 
time when the pipe on Church Street was shut off for. 
repairs the consequence might prove annoying, as about 
one hundred water takers are dependent upon this single 
pipe for a water supply and fire protection, and blame might 
attach to the Water Board or the town on this account. 

The Board believes it to be wise to lay a pipe during the 
coming season from Mystic Avenue to the pipe in Rangeley. 
The Board would call the attention of the citizens to this 
matter and leave it in their hands for such action as in their 
wisdom may seem appropriate and best.

THE SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


TO THE WINCHESTER WATER BOARD : — 
Gentlemen,—I respectfully submit the following report of 
the condition of the works for the past year: — 


THE RESERVOIR. 


The grounds around the reservoir have been kept in good 
condition and the buildings in good repair. Its capacity has 
been more largely tested during the past season than ever 
before ; the long, dry spell, having had a marked effect upon 
the water, and at the lowest point reached the reservoir was 
lower than it has been since it was first filled. It was full 
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and the water overflowed until May 2, 1881, at which time 
it ceased flowing, and was gradually drawn down, until it 
reached its lowest point, October 30, at which time it was 
five feet two inches below high water. It then commenced 
to fill and was again full on February 16, 1882, having re- 
mained below high water two hundred and ninety days. The 
following record of the height of the water in the reservoir 
since it was completed may be of interest. 

The water first overflowed the dam on May 6, 1875, and it 
remained full until June 1 of that year.

There are now set eighty-one gates, including the two-inch 
gates, and seventy-five hydrants. 

Eighteen main gate boxes have been replaced during the 
year, and many more should be replaced during the coming 
season. 

The hydrants have recently been thoroughly examined 
and put in repair and are now in good condition and ready 
for use whenever required. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


In this connection I would respectfully call your attention 
to the desirability of laying another pipe from the East side to 
the West side distribution. 

At the present time the whole West side is supplied 
through a single pipe which crosses under the railroad at 
Main Street, in the centre of the town, and continues through 
Church Street. An accident to this pipe or anything requir- 
ing the shutting off of the water, would deprive the whole 
West side of its supply both for domestic and fire purposes ; 
twenty-two hydrants would be put out of condition, and a 
fire at such a time might prove very troublesome, to say 
nothing of the inconvenience téd more than one hundred 
water takers on this portion of the distribution. 

Two lines of pipe are already partially laid looking toward 
this end, viz., the one through Mystic Avenue to the pipe in 
Rangeley, and that on Bacon Street. The former isa shorter 
line and includes a less amount of territory, and calls fora 
smaller size of pipe. The latter, when laid, should be an 
eight-inch pipe from Symmes Corner to Central Street, and 
would give the very best results for the circulation, and its 
effects both on the quality of the water and the security 
in case of fire would be very beneficial.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


HIGHLAND WATER WORKS, 


WINCHESTER, MASS. 
ADOPTED MARCH 27, 1876, AND AMENDED APRIL 3, 1876. 


THE following rules, regulations, and rates are adopted 
for the government of all officers, agents, and water takers 
authorized by an Act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, 
approved the twenty-fifth day of April, in the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-two, entitled “An Act to supply the 
Town of Winchester with Pure Water,” and any Acts in 
addition thereto. And the Water Commissioners, elected 
by virtue of said Act, are hereby instructed to conform to, 
and be governed by, the following rules and regulations, and 
all amendments thereof; and they are also empowered to 
appoint a Water Registrar, and other necessary agents and 
assistants, and perform all other duties set forth in these 
regulations, until the Water Board is elected and qualified 
as hereinafter provided. 


SEecTION 1. At the annual meeting, in March, 1877, the 
town shall elect, by ballot, a Water Board, consisting of 
three legal voters, one of whom shall be elected for the term 
of three years, another shall be elected for two years, and 
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another for one year; and the town shall annually thereafter 
elect by ballot one member of said Board for the term of 
three years. 

Every member elect shall, before entering upon the duties 
of his office, make oath, in the same manner as other town 
officers, that he will faithfully and impartially discharge the 
duties in strict accordance with the following rules and regu- 
lations, and all amendments thereto that may hereafter be 
made by vote of the town. 

No member shall receive any salary or other compensation 


for his services. 


SErcT. 2. When the powers of the present Water Com- 
missioners shall cease, the Water Board shall have and exer- 
cise all the powers vested in said commissioners, or the town,. 
by an Act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, approved the 
twenty-fifth day of April, in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two, entitled “An Act to supply the Town of Win- 
chester with Pure Water,” and by any Acts in addition 
thereto, so far as the same may be legally delegated, and they 
shall have power to appoint a Water Registrar, and all other 
necessary subordinate officers, agents, and assistants, and may 
fix their salaries or compensation, provided that the same 
shall not exceed, in the aggregate, the sum appropriated by 
the town therefor. But all the powers mentioned in this 
section shall be subject to any limitations, restrictions, and 
additions which may be made by vote of the town at any 
legal meeting. 


SrctT. 8. The Water Board shall, annually, on or before 
the tenth day of March, present to the Selectmen a report, 
made up to and including the last day of February, contain- 
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ing a statement of the condition of all the water works, and 
of the lands and other property connected therewith; also a 
detailed account of all receipts and expenditures, together 
with any information or suggestions which they may deem 
important; and they shall, at the same time, transmit to the 


town the report of the Water Registrar, mentioned in the fol- 
lowing section. 


Sect. 4. The Water Registrar, under the direction of the 


Water Board, shall assess and collect the water rates herein- 
after established, and shall pay all moneys so collected by 


him to the town treasurer weekly; he shall once in each year 
personally visit, or cause to be visited, the premises of every 
water taker, examine the service pipes and fixtures, and see 
that the rules and regulations are strictly complied with; 
and he shall annually, on or before the first day of March, 
present to the Water Board a report containing a statement 
of the number of water takers; the number of cases where 
the water has been cut off; the number and amount of abate- 
ments; the amount of water rates assessed and collected and 
paid over to the town treasurer; he shall also perform all 
other duties required of him by the Water Board. 


Sect. 5. The rent for the use of the water shall be pay- 
able to the: Registrar in advance, on the first day of March 
and September in each year. After January 1, 1877, all 
charges for specific supplies or for fractional parts of a year 
shall be payable in advance, and before the water is turned 


on. 


Sect. 6. In all cases of non-payment of the water rent 
for sixty days after the same is due and payable, the Water 
Registrar shall serve a summons at the premises of such de- 


144 


linquent; and unless said rent is paid within ten days there- 
after, together with twenty-five cents for said summons, the 
Registrar shall cut off the water, and it then shall not be let 
on until the amount due, together with twenty-five cents for 
the summons and two dollars for shutting off and letting on, 
is paid; provided, that no occupant shall be required to pay 
the amount due from a former occupant. The foregoing 
provisions shall apply to cases where two or more parties 
take water from the same service pipes, although one or more 
of them may have paid the proportion due from him or them. 


Sect. 7. The Water Board may make abatements in the 
water rents in such cases as they may deem right and proper ; 
and shall have the right to cut off the water from any street 
or section after giving timely notice to the takers of their in- 


tention so to do. 


Sect. 8. The Water Board shall keep suitable books in 
which shall be entered the names of all persons who take the 
water, the kind of building, the name and number of the 
street, the nature of the use, the number of taps, and the 
amount charged; which books shall be opened to inspection. 


Sect. 9. If any person shall open any hydrant, or lift or 
remove the cover of the same, or make any opening or con- 
nection with any pipe or reservoir, or turn on or turn off the 
water from any pipe, fountain, reservoir or hydrant, except 
in case of fire, or by authority of the Water Board or Regis- 
trar, he shall be liable to a penalty of not less than $3.00 nor 
more than $50.00. 


Sect. 10. If any person shall divert the water, or any 
part thereof, of any springs, brooks, water-courses or reser- 
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voirs belonging to the town, or pollute or render impure the 
waters contained therein, or destroy or injure any dam, reser- 
voir, aqueduct, pipe, hydrant, or other work, he shall be 
prosecuted to the extent of the law. 


Sect. 11. The following rules shall be printed on all bills 
for water rates, and shall be considered a part of the contract 
with every person who takes the water; and every person by 
taking the water shall be considered to have expressed his 
assent to be bound thereby ; namely,— 

1. All persons taking water shall keep the service pipes 
within their premises, including the pipes to the street line, 
in good repair and protected from frost, at their own expense, 
and they will be held responsible for all damage which may 
result from their failure to do so. 

2. They shall prevent all unnecessary waste of water, and 
shall not conceal the purposes for which it is used. 

3. No alteration shall be made in any of the pipes or fix- 
tures inserted by the town, except by persons authorized by 
the Water Board or Registrar, who are to be allowed to enter 
the premises supplied, to examine the fixtures, and ascertain 
if there is any unnecessary waste. 

4. No water shall be supplied to parties not entitled to 
the use of it under these regulations, unless by special written 
permit of the Water Board. ) 


Sect. 12. In every case of violation of any one of the 
rules contained in Sect. 11, the water shall be immediately 
cut off from the building or place where such violation oc- 
curred, although two or more parties may take the water 
through the same pipe; and shall not be let on except by 
order of the Water Board, and on the payment of $2.00; and 
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in case of any such violation, the Water Board shall have the 


right to declare any payment made for the water by the per- 


son permitting such violation to be forfeited, and the same 


shall thereupon be forfeited. 


SEecT. 18. The following rates shall be charged annually 


for the use of the water, the year commencing on the first 


day of March, and ending the last day of February.

For the quantity in excess of 5,000 gallons, and up to 
12,000 gallons, at the rate of two cents for 100 gallons. 

In excess of 12,000 gallons, the price of the excess shall be 
fixed by the Board. 


Sror. 14. The Water Board may set a meter in any place 
they shall deem it for the interests of the town so to do; and 
any water taker may demand to have a meter set on 
written application, and the payment of the manufacturer’s 
price of the same. 


Srct. 15. No charge shall be made for the right of any 
water taker to insert a pipe, to be used only in case of fire. 


Sect. 16. The Water Board may charge the Fire Depart- 
ment the sum of $15.00 annually for each and every hydrant 


established within the limits of the town; and for water sup- 
plied to fountains, and for other public purposes, they may 
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charge the department of the government for which the 
water is used the same rates that individuals or corporations 
would be charged for like purposes. 


SEcT. 17. Whenever application is made to the Water 
Board by parties who have built, or intend to build, on un- 
accepted streets, for an extension of the water-pipes, they 
shall refuse such application, unless, on an examination of 
the premises, it is found that the street is properly graded, 
and that the income from the use of said water shall not be 
less than seven per cent. per annum on the cost of said ex- 
tension.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


IN THE YEAR ONE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED AND EIGHTY-TWO. 


AN ACT 


TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWN OF WINCHESTER TO ISSUE ADDITIONAL 
WATER BONDS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court 
assembled, and by the authority of the same as follows : — 


SECTION 1. The townof Winchester is hereby granted the right, from 
time to time, to issue notes or bonds to an amount not exceeding one 
hundred thousand dollars, in addition to that authorized by chapter two 
hundred and sixty-five of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy two. and subject to the conditions therein contained, for the pur- 
pose of supplying said town with pure water. The same shall be 
denominated on their face, ‘‘ Winchester Water Fund Bonds,” and be 
payable at periods not more than thirty years from their respective 
dates. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

ARTICLE 19.—To see if the town will appropriate a sum 
of money to be expended by the School Committee in their 
discretion in providing for the conveyance of pupils in the 
Hill School neighborhood, to and from the public schools, or 
do anything in relation to the same. 

ARTICLE 20.—To see if the town will require the School 
Committee to appoint a Superintendent of Public Schools, 
who under the direction and control of said committee, shall 
have the care and supervision of the schools, and appropriate 
a sum of money for his salary, or do anything in relation to 
the same. 

ARTICLE 21.—To see if the town will provide one or more 
additional school-rooms, either by extending or enlarging any 
school building now standing, or by constructing a new build- 
ing, and to raise money. for that purpose, or do anything in 
relation to the same. | 

ARTICLE 22.—To see what measures the town will adopt 
for the payment of the notes of the town coming due the 
current year. 

ARTICLE 23.—To see if the town will authorize the Treas- 
urer to borrow, under the direction of the Selectmen, a sum 
of money to meet the demands upon the treasury, in antici- 
pation of the taxes. 

ARTICLE 24.—To see if the town will raise a sum of money 
for the maintenance of Highland Water Works, or do any- 
thing in relation to the same.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


THE Selectmen respectfully submit the following report 
for the year ending February 28, 1883. 

The organization of the Board was the.same as the previ- 
ous year. 

After the appointments of the necessary officers, arrange- 
ments for the working of the different departments were 


~ made. 


HIGHWAYS. 


A. C. QUINBY, SUPERINTENDENT. 


The work on the highways has been under the same man- 
agement as last year. The first work attended to was the 
repair of Pond Street, where the bridge had fallenin. After 
removing the lumber from the chasm, strong retaining walls 
were built, and the road filled up with gravel, and fences 
erected on both sides of the street. When this was finished, 
the general repairs needed on Cambridge and Church Streets 
were made by graveling portions of each. Work was then 
resumed on Main Street. Macadamizing the portion left the 
previous year, from Black Horse Hill to Walnut Street, we 
have also graveled Main Street from Woburn line to Cutter’s 


_ Hill, preparatory for a covering of broken stone. The re- 


taining wall at the side of the street, near Mr. 8. H. Cutter’s, 
was taken down and rebuilt and the old fence replaced by 
new. General repairs have been made on most of the 
streets throughout the town. 

One horse and three new carts have been purchased for 
this department, disposing of two old carts as part pay for 


= new. 


6 
WILDWOOD STREET. 


For work on this street $1,000 of the highway money was 
appropriated: After the lay-out by the Selectmen and accept- 
ance by the town, the work of building was. commenced and 
carried forward nearly to completion. Some more filling at 
the foot of the hill must be done, the sidewalks built and 
the fences put up, before it can be called finished. We have 
expended on this street, for material, labor, and land, $750. 
In connection with the work on this street, in order to make 
a finished job and not leave a decidedly unsightly hole, and a 
spot calculated to tempt the deposit of all kinds of rubbish, 
we filled up that part of Middlesex Street lying against it, 
out to its full width, then graded off to the grade of Wild- 
wood Street. On this part of the work we expended about 
$200. 

Of the above amount, $125, awarded John Dugan, for 
land taken, has not been paid, but remains in the treasury. 


STONE-CRUSHER. 


Pursuant to the vote of the town, a stone-crusher of the 


Blake improved pattern, 9x15, manufactured by the Farrel — 


Foundry and Machine Company, Ansonia, Conn., has been 
purchased and placed in position in the yard of the town 
stables. The engine and boiler, built by the Bigelow Ma- 
chine Company, New Haven, Conn., has been placed in the 
basement of the engine-house, in a convenient position for 
running the crusher; the boiler to be used for the double 
purpose of heating the engine-house by steam, and the run- 
ning of the engine. 

On the purchase of these Rt I the Committee were 
agreed that nothing short of a new first-class crusher should 
be purchased, and of this make.’ 

On the purchase of the engine and boiler, proposals were 
solicited for a fifteen-horse power engine and a fifteen-horse 
_ power horizontal boiler, of the locomotive pattern, with all 


— ets 
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the appurtenances thereto belonging, delivered in Winches- 
ter, set up and in running order, all complete; to which 
we received five different proposals. Of the proposals re- 
ceived, Messrs. Nightingale & Childs, of Boston, agents for 
Bigelow Machine Company, gave us the lowest figures, and 
guaranteed everything to be done in first-class manner. We 
accepted their proposal, and ordered the machines. The 
price to be paid for stone-crusher and engine and boiler, all 
complete, is $1,742.73. The foundation for the same, to be 
put in at expense of the town, cost about $55. Total 
cost, $1,797.78. Towards the payment for the same, $700 
has been transferred from the Support of Poor account, and 
$500 from Incidental account. We have paid bills amvunt- 
ing to $1,030.78, leaving $767 to be provided for. 


CONCRETE WALKS. 


We have this year, at the request of the abutters, — they 
paying half the cost,—put in concrete walk on east side of 
Main Street, from southerly line of Gifford school-house 
lot to corner of Walnut Street. Also from southerly line of 
James Houston to the northerly line of J. E. Underhill’s. 
On Prospect Street, to prevent the washing out of the street, 
we have concreted the sidewalk and gutter, the abutters pay- 
ing for half of the walk. We have also put in, at expense 
of the town, concrete walks on both sides of Walnut Street, 
from Main Street to the bridge, a short piece between the 


‘bridges on Main Street; and a piece of gutter on Park 


Street. 


BRIDGES. 


The bridge over the railroad on Swanton Street, and 
the bridge over the stream on Cross Street, have been 
new planked this year. The bridge on Lake Street and 
the bridge on Walnut Street have been partially new 
planked.

STREET LIGHTS. 


At the November meeting, the selectmen were authorized 
to ight Beacon and Pine Streets and part of Highland 
Avenue, as there was no gas through these streets. We 
have erected posts with lanterns for oil lamps, placing 6 on 
Beacon Street, 8 on Pine Street, and 3 on Highland Avenue; 
the location of some of these may require a change, other- 
wise they give satisfaction. 

Of the 53 gas lights in town, quite a number have been 
frozen up. ‘This is ascribed to various reasons. One is, that 
from frost the pipes have been so changed as to prevent 
proper drainage. Whatever the cause of their freezing, the 
labor of keeping them clear by use of alcohol has been fol- 
lowed up almost daily with but little result. We can see no 
other way but to pe them up and have them properly 
adjusted. 

The gas bill for street lights, for the quarter ending January ° 
1, was presented. It being so much in excess of any former 
charge, we declined paying it, believing there is something 
wrong in the meter, causing it to register too much. As the 
gas company will take the meter out and have it tested, the 
bill will be made right and can be paid within the next 
quarter.

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PETITIONS. 


The following petitions for new streets have been received 
and partially acted on. The required notice was given and 
the streets viewed, but the time between the view and the 
close of the year was not sufficient to enable us to complete 
the lay-out of but three. 

On petition of Joel Hanson, and others, for a new street 
from Church Street to Wildwood Street. Voted to lay out. 

Of M. Jourdon, and others, to lay out Nelson Street (so 
called). Voted to lay out. 

Of Stephen Thompson, and others, to alter and widen 
Walnut Street at its junction with Main Street. Voted to 
lay out, on conditions. 

Of J. F. Witherell, and others, to lay out Brackett Street 
(so called) from Winthrop Street, ‘through land of Theodore 
Metcalf. Voted to lay out; but time prevented the comple- 
tion of the lay-out in time to report at the March meeting. 

Of Charles E. Redfern, and others, to alter the grade of 
Mt. Pleasant Street. On this petition, the Board viewed the 
street after giving the proper notice, and would recommend 
that, rather than cut the street as proposed, steps be taken 
towards a new street from Winthrop Street, through land of 
J.C. Mason. In the opinion of the Board, a street from that 
direction will be the cheapest and most effectual way of gain- 
ing an easy access to the top of the hill. 

Of Charles F. Lunt, and others, for a new street from 
terminus of Highland Street through to Prospect Street. 
We have not had time to more than view the line of the 
proposed street. There are many obstacles in the way of 
laying out this street, as some of the property owners along 
the line are not favorable to the same, unless indemnified for 
damage to land. More time will be necessary to look into 
the matter. ‘The petition is placed on file. 

Of A. D. Greenlaw, and others, to lay out Winchester 
Place. Petition withdrawn. 

Of Thomas F. West, and others, to lay out Hancock 
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Street. This petition was received too late to give the 
required notice and hearing. Placed on file. 


GUIDE-BOARDS 


Have been new lettered, and new ones erected where - 
needed. 


POLICE. 


For duty as day police and lock-up keeper, we have paid 
Mr. Patterson $46 per month; for night police we have paid 
Mr. Todd $50 per month, and allowed them their fees. 
They have been ‘very efficient in the discharge of their 
duties, and given good satisfaction. For amount of work 
performed, you will find in police report. . 


POOR. 


There has been no perceptible change in the condition 
of the poor. The ability to support themselves of those 
who are partially supported by the town remains about 
the same. Work for them is no more plenty, nor their pay 
any more remunerative. ‘Through the summer months they 
are able to get along very comfortably; during the winter 
months their wants increase, and the supplies have to be 
increased accordingly. We know of no actual suffering 
among our poor, but there are some that do not have that 
degree of tact and foresight in making a little go a good 
way that others have, which no doubt makes them feel their 
poverty more keenly. 

Of the poor fully supported by the town, one, Miss Eunice 
Hadley; died at the Woburn almshouse last fall. We have 
now two at Danvers Lunatic Hospital, one at East Wey- 
mouth, one at Malden, one at Woburn, one boarding in 
Winchester, and one at the Reform School at Lowell. 

Those who are arrested and committed to jail for drunk- 
enness, and those placed in reformatory institutions for 


ae. 
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vagrancy and other causes, for whose board the town has to 
pay, we place in with the poor, as our returns to the State 
Board require that class to be included.

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REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMITTEE. 


The Committee organized at the beginning of the fiscal 
year with George G. Stratton as chairman, and Henry F. 
Johnson as clerk and treasurer. Mr. L. B. Grigson was 
elected superintendent. 

The work of improvement has been carried forward by 
individuals and by the committee. 

Ten additional iron sign-posts have been set during the 
year, and vines planted around them. 

The rockery on the hill has been completed, but the 
grounds in its vicinity have not been graded. 

Four lots have been purchased from the Skillings Estate, 
which were in a conspicuous place near the entrance. As 
these lots could not have been used for burial purposes on 
account of a ledge, they have been improved and orna- 
mented for a public plot. The street on one side of them, 
always steep and dangerous for carriages, has been narrowed 
to a foot-path. 

_ Margin Avenue, in the northeasterly corner of the yard, 
has been widened, and the grade improved. 

Some of the gutters have been paved and the principal 
driveways have received a coating of blue gravel. We 
desire to continue this work during the ensuing year, if the 
appropriation will allow it. 
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The water-pipe has been extended one hundred and twenty 
feet, and two hose hydrants set. We hope to do more in this 
line the coming year, because it has proved a judicious ex- 
penditure in saving labor and wear of hose. 

A fountain has been placed in the centre of the pond in 
the dell. 

The shrubs planted the previous year have done well. 
Last spring, twenty-five maple, twenty-five spruce, and eight 
cut-leaf birch trees were added to the grounds; and we wish 
to continue tree planting this year. 

It seems desirable to grade a few more lots to sell. 

The unsold lots have been reappraised, and the established 
price includes the lots properly graded and completed. 

It will be necessary to make some repairs to the boundary 
fence next year. 

One Sunday, last summer, the carriage of an unknown 
party collided with the gate at the entrance, and it cost the 
town twenty-five dollars to repair the damage to the gate- 
post. 

A new Receiving Tomb has been constructed. The in- 
crease of population, together with the limited accommoda- 
tions of the old tomb, rendered this action imperative. 

The plan of the tomb was drawn by one of the committee. 
The design for the granite front and the building specifica- 
tions were made by Messrs. John Harrington and Clark, of 
Boston. The contract tor the mason-work, and the material 
was offered to six parties. Four bids were received. The 
contract was awarded to the Granite Railway Company, of 
Boston, whose quarries are situated in Quincy, Mass., and 
Concord, N. H. 

The committee have been gratified with the manner in 
which this contract has been fulfilled, and think the work

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was well done and made of good material. We have the 
opinion of a citizen of this town, who is an experienced and 
reliable mason and quarry-man, that the job is well done. 

The side ofthe hill, in which the tomb is placed, needs to. 
be graded and properly grassed over, and a short retaining 
wall built near the tomb entrance. A part of this improve- 
ment will receive the attention of the committee as soon as 
the frost leaves the ground in the spring. 

The purchase of additional land was authorized at the last 
annual town meeting, whereupon the committee bargained 
with a responsible person, for several acres adjoining the 
grounds on the south and west sides. A survey and plan 
were made by Mr. J. O. Goodwin, of Medford. Before 


' accepting the deed, we employed Alfred C. Vinton, Esq., to 


examine the records, who reported to us that the title was 
defective, and therefore this project has been abandoned.

REPORT OF THE FISH COMMITTEE. 


Last year’s duties were much the same as in preceding 
years; nothing of much importance demanded the attention 
of the committee, except the issuing of fish permits, about 
two hundred having been issued, mostly by Mr. Richardson, 
who has just cause to complain of the manner in which some 
of the applicants demand a permit. All attempts to secure 
the return of the permits with the required specification of 
number, species, and weight of fish taken, has been a failure, 
only about a dozen having been returned. So far as we 
know, the law restricting fishing to three (8) days in each 
week during open waters, and no fishing through the ice, has 
been generally observed. One case of catching black bass 
contrary to law was brought to justice by one of the State 
Commissioners, and conviction was followed by probation, 
with payment of costs. It did not seem to be a case requir- 
ing very severe penalty, as defendants were ignorant of the 
law rather than malicious. There seems to be a general 
opinion, in which we fully coincide, that winter fishing 
through the ice would be greatly enjoyed and appreciated. 
The ponds were well stocked, and we can see no just reason 
why our town should not secure the benefit of it. The ex- 
penses of this department for past years have been very 
small, as the following will show: —

Our actual running expenses, including ordinary repairs, 
have been $1,968.83. Various unusual expenses have been 
incurred. 

It has never been possible to heat the central house prop- 
erly with the furnace which has been in use, and as it had 
come to need extensive repairs, we have thought best to 
have it taken out to be sold, and have had the building fitted 
up with steam-heating apparatus, which is supplied from the 
boiler placed in the basement of the house, and used to fur- 
nish power for the stone-crusher. The work has been’ done 
in a thorough and substantial manner. The radiators give 
an increased amount of heat, with a diminished consumption 
of fuel, and are in every way satisfactory. 


We have also repaired and otherwise improved the Hook 


and Ladder truck, the Horse hose-carriage and Hose-carriage. 


No. 3, and they are now in good running order. Some of 
the other carriages will need overhauling the coming year, 
and some slight repairs are needed on the central house. 

The chemical engine has been put in good condition for 
service, but it is the unanimous opinion of the engineers that 
this machine is not needed in the Department. The ex- 
pense of running it is about $200 a year, and there is but 
small chance of its ever being of any practical use. It has 
not been used at all the past year, and it has been of very 
little use, if any, since it was purchased by the town. It 
has never played at a fire when a hydrant stream would not 
have answered quite as well. When the hand hose-carriages 
were introduced, the chemical’s occupation was gone, and it 
has since been only an incumbrance to the Department. We 
would therefore recommend to the town that it be sold when 


a favorable opportunity occurs. If this should be done, the 
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$200, more or less, which it costs to keep the chemical in 
commission, might go to the remaining companies. Besides 
the Chemical Company, there are 64 men in the Department 


whose yearly pay for doing fire duty is but $15 each —a 
very small sum for the quality and amount of service ren- 
dered; and less, in proportion to population, than the 
amount paid by any of the neighboring towns. 

We would also recommend some change in relation to the 
hydrants. Quite a large sum is raised for their maintenance 
but they are not always found to be in working order. We 
think they ought to be in charge of the Fire Department. 

We respectfully recommend an appropriation of $2,500 for 
the running expenses and repairs of the Fire Department.

Next to Fiction, Magazines had the largest circulation ; and 
next — but by long intervals— came other classes in the fol- 
lowing order: Travels, Biography, History, Literature, and 
Science (each to about the same extent), Theology. 

It is encouraging to see from these statistics that, while 
1,300 more volumes have been used this year than last, Fiction 
has been less read (by 850 volumes) than last year, the per- 
centage being .68 now to .75 then. And it is to be hoped 
that the preponderance of Fiction will be less and less, as our 
readers become more acquainted with the interest and value 
of other classes of books, of which the library contains a con- 
stantly increasing proportion. 

With a view to informing the town at an early day of 
additions to the library, it is proposed to issue, several times 
in the year, a bulletin of new books purchased, with some 
indication of the character of each book, copies of which will 
be for distribution at the library.

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The Trustees repeat their invitation to citizens to hand to 
the librarian from time to time the titles of books they would 
like added, with some statement of the character of the books 
mentioned, and with signature appended. Such suggestions 
will be promptly considered, and if many are received they 
will materially aid the Trustees in selecting new books. 

Attention is called to the works of reference as affording 
valuable aid in looking up information upon almost any sub- 
ject. The most recent Gazetteer and Atlas for geographical 
and topographical questions, Encyclopedias, Technical and 
Biographical Dictionaries, Handbooks of familiar quotations, 
Political and Statistical Manuals,—all these may be found 
on the shelves, and in their appropriate places in the cata- 
logue, and will prove of the greatest assistance to all who 
read for anything beyond mere amusement. The most 
remarkable (and probably the least known) of the additions 
in this class 18 ** Poole’s Index of Periodical Literature,” new 
edition, a bulky volume of 1,450 pages, in which may read- 
ily be found references to every subject treated in any 
periodical in the English language, not devoted to strictly 
professional, scientific, or technical matter. 

And while speaking of the catalogue, let us remark that it 
is unreasonable to expect the librarian to act as a catalogue 
and a critic for the benefit of those who are too indolent to 
consult their catalogue, select their books, and enter legibly 
on their cards the distinguishing letters and numbers of the 
same. This belongs to the reader to do. To the librarians 
belong the finding and recording of the books indicated on 
the card, and this demands all their time. 

Since May, 1882, the library has been opened on the after- 
noon and evening of Monday, as well as of Wednesday and 
Saturday, and the attendance shows that the step was not in 
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advance of the public wants. If our means were sufficient, 
we should think well of opening the reading-room every 
evening, and should expect to find all the seats in it filled, as 
now on alternate evenings, with quiet and intent readers. 
Additional table room is already required there, and it is 
_ proposed to furnish it before summer.

It is much to be desired that all our citizens should have

We will take 
anything, from encyclopedia to pamphlet, and what we can- 
not place on our shelves, or exchange, can be disposed of as 
old paper. 

The interest of the Skillings Fund, $34, goes for the pur- 
chase of certain books of permanent value, which may be 
known by a distinguishing label within the cover, viz: ‘This 
book was purchased with the income of the David N. 
Skilhnes Fund.” 

Although the town appropriated to library use the “Dog 
Money,” as usual, the amount of that fund was not known in 
season to allow us to use it, and it therefore does not appear 
on this year’s financial statement. We recommend an ap- 
propriation of $1,000, and the “Dog Money,” for the ensuing 
year.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH.. 


The Board of Health submits the following report for the 
past year. 

The pollution of air and water, in the northern part of 
the town, by the glue works of Baeder, Adamson & Co., in 
East Woburn, continues. 

The works of the Mystic Valley sewer for the partial 
purification of its sewage, in South Winchester, have now 
been in active operation for fourteen months, and have 
proved as little offensive to that locality in summer as in 
winter. No complaints have been made by our citizens, and 
all alarm seems to have subsided. This Board does not, 
however, accept the view that no harm can ever result to our 
- town from these works, but considers that they should always 


_be kept under observation, and that imagination should not — 


be allowed to take the place of fact in reasoning on them. 
The sheet of water caused by the dam above the sawmill, 
at the inlet of Wedge Pond, and known as “ Cutter’s Pond,” 
was dried up last October during the drought, mainly in 
consequence of the holding up by Woburn persons of the 
outflow from Horn Pond in that town. As Cutter’s Pond 
grew shallow, the fish living in it sought the deepest holes, 
till gradually they collected into a water-hole at the south- 
western shore, which was about 25 feet long by 16 
feet wide, and from 4 to 6 feet deep, the rest of the pond 


being quite dry, and even overgrown with grass. Such great 
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quantities of fish— mainly horned pouts (cat-fish) — were 
there in this small space that they died rapidly, and the 
water became offensive, though it was hard to tell whether 
there were not more fish than water in the hole; and families 
in the neighborhood complained of the stench as a nuisance. 
On inspection, the Board decided it to be such, and had the 
fish dipped out and carted away, the dead and dying for 
burial, the living for discharge into Wedge Pond. Lime 
was freely thrown into the hole, which was then filled with 
earth. In this work several townspeople assisted. The same 
state of things existed in a less degree in the pools remaining 
in the bed of the canal which feeds the water-wheel of the 
sawmill, and a little similar work was done there. 

If a channel were dredged through the middle of this 
pond, and the summer flow of water confined to it, the pres- 
ent bed of the pond might be made a fine meadow and a 
decided sanitary improvement effected. 

As in former years the attention of the Board has been 
called to a few neighborhood nuisances, the abatement of 
which was soon arranged.

THIRTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 


*OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WINCHESTER, 


MARCH, 1883. 


WirH this report of the School Committee, and as a part 
of it, the report of the first Superintendent of the Schools of 
Winchester is also presented. The positions taken in his 
report receive the entire concurrence of the Committee, and 
do not need our repetition. 

In important regards, the schools of the town have been 
more successful the past year than for several years before. 
They have not yet become all that could be desired, and 
probably never will; but we believe that Winchester has 
never had better schools than since the last report, and at no 
time in the year have they stood better than they do now at 
its close. 

The year has been exceptionally favorable for school work 
and progress. The epidemics and distempers which have often 


_ so disorganized the work of many rooms have made no out- 


break the past twelve-month. Pure air, cleanliness of the 
buildings, good ventilation, proper temperature, and other 
like causes have contributed to promote the general health- 
fulness of the scholars ; and the almost entire absence of the 
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complaint of being overworked leads us to believe that 
better discretion has come to prevail both in school and at 
home in apportioning and moderating the daily tasks. 

The teachers have labored faithfully and successfully. 
Not all of them have achieved the best results, but none 
have been unambitious or unsuccessful. Many of them have 
made manifest improvement upon their former record, and 
are deserving of especial commendation. It is noticed that 
those devoted to their one pursuit, here, as in other lines of 
effort, accomplish the most. The teacher whose evenings _ 
are usually given to preparation for the day, — preparation 
by rest and helpful recreation, as well as by legitimate study 
and review, — and whose thought is bestowed upon the indi- 
vidual pupil, as well as upon the complex class, seldom 
allows a scholar to see the end of a term without conscious 
advancement. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The High School is upon a good basis and is progressive. 
Its courses of study are flexible and adapted to the variety of 
demands which a community like ours makes of a high 
school. Some pupils are able to attend only two years, and 
a two years’ course in English branches, styled a business 
course, but not intended to go far in qualifying for business 
especially, is provided. Longer courses, requiring four years 
to complete them, in English, in connection with French, or 
Latin, or Greek, are pursued by many designing not to follow 
the schools beyond the High School. Pupils giving special 
attention to the classics, with a view to a collegiate course, 
are fitted for college. | 

The present teachers of this school — two of them gradu- 
ates of colleges—are faithful, systematic, and devoted to 
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their work. The attendance of the scholars has been regu- 
lar, and their conduct and work have been creditable. 

Effort has been made, and will be continued, to raise the 
grade of scholarship in the High School, and-keep its stan- 
dard high. Besides the review of the scholar’s record in the 
lower schools, before insisted on, each applicant for admission 
to the school the past year was required to pass a special ex- 
amination under the direction of the Committee. This plan 
has been made one of the school regulations. 

We believe our people make a mistake in hastening their 
children into the High School at so early an age. We urge 
upon them the consideration of this subject. Any visitor 
will remark the youthfulness of the scholars for such a 
station. They should not be sent to such a school until able, 
physically and mentally, to take up and sustain the hard, ex- 
acting work of students. Waiting till then, the school would 
be more pronounced in all its character, and far more benefit 
would be derived from the time spent and the studies 
pursued. 

At the close of the spring term, a class of eight was gradu- 
ated from the school. The graduating exercises, held in the 
Baptist Church, which was kindly tendered by that society 
for the occasion, were a commendation to the teachers and 
the class.

THE GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


The Grammar School has had the same efficient‘ board of 
teachers as in the two preceding years. Its discipline is 
decided, and pupils are never less happy for being well gov- 
erned. It isa good school in its character, its work, and its 
results. } 

The grammar school-house was wholly remodeled last 
summer and fall, so that it now affords four excellent school- 
rooms, well arranged, furnished and lighted. All the gram- 
mar school scholars of the town now come to this one 
building, and are under the general authority of one master. 
This arrangement is in every way desirable as our popula- 
tion now stands, and its advantages are obvious to any one 
who will look in upon the school. 

The work upon the school-house is not yet entirely done, 
and the building was not ready for occupancy in the fall, until 
the first of October. There was in town no other available 
building in which so large a number of scholars could work 
successfully, and the month of September was passed with- 
out any session of the school. It was matter of regret to 
our Committee, but not within our influence or control, that 
the officers having the reconstruction of this building in 
charge did not secure the completion of their work in the 


long summer vacation. 
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OTHER SCHOOLS. 


The Chapin School district hada band of children all 
ready to occupy the room in the Chapin building, vacated by 
the grammar school class, at the opening of the fall term, and 
the Chapin School was newly organized at that time. The 
four rooms there have since been all well filled, two of them 
with scholars of the intermediate grade, and two with pri- 
maries. Miss Annie T. Holland, who had taught in Woburn 
in the previous year, a graduate of our High School, and after- 
ward an attendant at the Salem Normal School, was elected 
the new teacher at this building, and has charge of one of 
the primary rooms. 

In the Hill district, the number of scholars has been too 
small to make it expedient to reopen a school there, but the 
few pupils have been conveyed to other schools at the public 
expense. 

In the Intermediate Schools, more and more attention is 
given to the correct use of language, and there is more prac- 
tice in writing for the sake of both penmanship and expres- 
sion. This subject is more fully discussed in the Report ot 
the Superintendent. 

Mrs. Bailey has given instruction in singing in the High 
School, in addition to having charge of the music in the 
Intermediate and Primary Schools as heretofore. 


TEXT-BOOKS, ETC. 


But few changes in text-books have been made during the 
year. 


When buying their new geographies for the Grammar 
School, at the beginning of the school year, members of the 
entering class were directed to supply themselves with 
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Harper’s School Geography instead of Guyot’s which had 
been studied by several preceding classes. 

It was also voted that the use of Appleton’s Fourth 
Reader be deferred until the Grammar School is reached, and 
that Sheldon’s Fourth Reader take its place in the last year 
of the Intermediate Schools. 

In the High School, Jones’s Latin Lessons and Went- 
worth’s Geometry have been substituted with satisfaction 
and profit. 

The sum of seventy-five dollars was appropriated to the 
purchase of books of supplementary reading for the Primary 
and Intermediate Schools. ‘The Superintendent was chair- 
man of the special committee having this outlay in charge: 
and the children have been gladdened and stimulated in 
their tasks by the new subjects presented. 

The recommendation of our Governor that Physiology be 
counted among the unessential studies, we should not 
readily accede to. But the Spelling-book, “banished”’ ruth- 
lessly for a time from our schools, was restored some two 
years ago, not to supplant the drill in spelling that in its 
absence had been given, but to supplement it. 

The old fundamental studies of, the district-school system 
still hold the first place in importance and receive the bur- 
den of the study. The weight of expenditure is to procure 
efficiency in these, on the part of all. Some of our best 
teachers are in the schools of lowest grade, — some in every 
grade. Money is not expended on the schools of higher 
gerade to the neglect or detriment of those of lower, but a 
liberal and intelligent community, we believe, calls for all the 
schools required by the existing laws of the Commonwealth 
to be maintained, for the unrestricted use of all classes of its 
citizens. 
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SCHOOL REGULATIONS. 


The following new rules have been adopted: — 

* No scholar in the Grammar and High Schools shall be 
promoted, unless he shall have maintained a rank of at least 
70 in a scale of 100, in as many as all except one of the 
following studies, viz: In the Grammar School, Arithmetic, 
Geography, United States History, Grammar, and Spelling, 
when pursued in the course of study ; and in the High School, 
in the branches pursued in the course of study. 

“ All candidates for admission to the High School shall, in 
addition to the above, pass a special examination under the 
supervision of the School Committee. 

“The giving of presents to teachers, by schools or classes, 
is prohibited.” 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


At its last annual meeting, the town voted a tax of $1,000 
for a Superintendent of Schools, and directed the Committee 
to employ one, if, either alone or in connection with some other 
town, they could procure the services of a suitable person at 
an expense not exceeding that sum. Our efforts to combine 
with other towns did not succeed, but several gentlemen ot 
experience and reputation were willing to give us a portion 
of their time. Finally an engagement was made with Pro- 
fessor B. F. Tweed, for many years Superintendent of 
Schools in Charlestown, and a Supervisor in Boston, a gentle- 
man of the most thorough acquaintance with all common- 
school work, and of eminent qualification in every regard, to 
give his supervision to our schools, at least two days in every 
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week. The real expectation in this employment was, that 
Mr. Tweed would give our schools such attention as they 
might reasonably require. He began with us in June. This 
expectation has been fully realized, and the Committee are 
more than satisfied with his work. 

Mr. Tweed has done much to systematize the work of the 
schools, and to secure uniformity of work in different schools 
of corresponding grade; has advised the teachers of the best 
methods of instruction, helped them to economize time by 
combining classes, and given them such judicious and con- 
sistent counsel as is seldom possible with a numerous com- 
mittee alone, sometimes entertaining conflicting views. 

It is not a part of our purpose, at this time, to argue the 
advisability of a permanent Superintendent for this town, 
with all its indebtedness and annual taxation. This question 
has been much debated in former reports of the Committee, 
all upon one side, and it will be discussed by our citizens for 
some years to come. We have, however, to say that, in her 
first Superintendent, Winchester has been notably fortunate ; 
that his work has left us under an obligation that the small 
amount of money paid him does not discharge ; and that the 
plan of work laid out and inaugurated by him should have 
at least another year of like care to establish and confirm it, 
and render the benefit of his labors permanent. It is there- 
fore our hope and unhesitating advice that the town may at 
its approaching meeting vote the small amount needed to 
secure the continuance of a Superintendent’s services another 
year. 

The Committee recommend an appropriation of $500, in 
addition to the unexpended balance on hand, for the salary 
of a Superintendent; $14,000 for the support of schools and 


in mprovement of grounds. a ane ii

FIRST REPORT 
OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of Winchester : — 

In compliance with your request, I submit the following 
report. 

The month of June, 1882, I spent chiefly in making an in- 
spection of the condition of the schools, that I might be 
able, upon their reopening in September, to suggest such 
changes in classification, methods of teaching, and general 
management, as seemed desirable. And first with reference 
to the grading and classification. Much has been done of 
late, especially in compact towns and cities, to economize the 
time of teachers by a judicious grading of pupils. This, if 
not carried so far as to interfere with the necessary personal 
instruction, enables a teacher to do something like justice to 
the number of pupils usually allotted to a room. With us, 
there is little danger of its abuse. We have, necessarily, 
four ungraded schools, —the Washington, Highland, Mystic, 
and Wyman; and two imperfectly graded,— the Gifford 
and the Rumford. The Chapin School, since the removal of 
the grammar school class to the grammar school building 
and the appointment of another teacher in the primary de- 
partment, may be regarded as a well-graded school. 
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In the four ungraded schools, the teachers’ time is divided 
between six classes of pupils; and when we reflect that each. 
class, with the exception perhaps of the very lowest, has 
three or more studies each day, it will be seen that but a 
very little time can be given to any one exercise. ‘To over- 
come, as far as possible, this difficulty, I have advised the 
working together of two or more classes in all the exercises 
not requiring strict uniformity of attainments. ‘Thus, in the 
oral and written language-lessons, several classes may be com- 
bined profitably. In the rudiments of arithmetic,—the table, 
and practice in addition, subtraction, etc.,— all the classes of 
the intermediate grade, and the higher primary classes, may 
unite in the same exercise. In this way, the number of sep- 
arate recitations is greatly diminished, and the teacher is 
able to devote more time to the lowest primary pupils, where 
the instruction must necessarily be, to a great extent, per- 
sonal. ! 

The same methods have been adopted, as far as practicable, 
in the Rumford and Gifford Schools, where the number of 
classes to a teacher is less, though the grading is still imper- 
fect. 

In the Grammar School, since the removal of the class 
from the Chapin school-house, the only drawback on the 
score of grading is that pupils received from the several In- 
termediate Schools can be but imperfectly classified. 

To remedy this evil, I have thought it advisable to have a 
more definite course of study for the Intermediate Schools. 
Accordingly, in my visits to the schools, I have endeavored 
to give greater unity to the instruction, in order that, when 
pupils enter the Grammar School, the classification may be 
more perfect. I have also made a brief outline of a course 
of study for the primary and the intermediate grades, which, 
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if approved by the Committee, I should be glad to have 
placed in the hands of the teachers of these schools. 


METHODS OF TEACHING. 


During the last few years, much attention has been given 
to methods of teaching, especially in the primary and the 
grammar schools of the State. In my frequent visits to the 
schools, I have endeavored, by suggestion and illustration, to 
introduce the most approved methods of our best educators. 
The kindergarten, though it has not been adopted as a part 
of our school system, has exerted a powerful influence on 
our elementary schools. 

Its underlying principle, that “doing precedes knowing,” 
and that “children should be trained to do, as a means of 
knowing,” has well nigh revolutionized the methods in the 
best elementary schools of the State. 

In accordance with this principle, numbers, or the first 
steps in arithmetic, are now taught, not as abstractions, but 
by the use of objects. 

Pupils actually perform the operations of addition, sub- 
traction, multiplication, and division, by the use of objects 
(counters, beans, the numeral frame, etc.) before learning to 
represent them by the use of figures. 

In teaching the use of language, also, the method is made 
to conform to this principle. Instead of beginning with 
abstract definitions and grammatical rules, which, in most 
cases, were a mere form of words to the pupils, our pupils 
are now employed in using language as the expression of 
thought, —first orally, and then in writing. This enables 
the teacher to correct the most common faults, and by a sys- 
tematic course in the primary and intermediate grades, pupils 
may acquire the ability to tell what they know, on the slate

or paper, with a good degree of correctness in the construc- 
tion of sentences, in spelling, in the use of capitals, and the 
mostimportant punctuation marks. 

This practice, continued in the Grammar and High Schools, 
in connection with the more advanced studies, becomes an 
efficient aid in fixing in the mind what may have been taught 
orally, or obtained by reading, while it gives a facility in the 
expression of thought that can be secured in no other way 
Professor Whitney, than whom there is no higher authority, 
says: “It is constant use and practice, under never-failing 
watch and correction, that makes good writers and speakers ; 
the application of direct authority is the most effective correct- 
we. Grammar has its part to contribute, but rather in the 
higher than in the lower stages of the work. No one ever 
changed from a bad speaker to a good one by applying the 
rules of grammar to what he said. Along with any special 
drilling directed to this end, some of the rudimentary dis- 
tinctions and rules of grammar may be conveniently taught, 
but that is not the study of grammar, and it will not bear 
the intrusion of much formal grammar without being spoiled 
for its own ends.” 

Coinciding entirely with these views of Professor Whitney, 
I have advised that formal grammar be postponed till the 
pupils enter the’ grammar school, and that even then it be 
not allowed to displace the daily practice of writfen exer- 
cises. In fact, I would continue (and have so advised) the 
constant practice of formulating what they have learned, by 
written exercises, both in the grammar and high schools. 

Nothing tends so much to render the knowledge acquired 


“exact, as the habit of expressing it in definite statements. 


Any failure on the part of pupils to grasp the thought of an 
author, or the explanations of the teacher, will be sure to 
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reveal itself when they are required to make a statement of 
it in their own language. It thus becomes the best test of 
their knowledge. 

I have given, especially in the Primary and Intermediate 
Schools, much attention to reading, by which I mean some- 
thing more than the ability to pronounce words. If they are 
not uttered with such intonation and emphasis as to show 
that the pupil understands what he reads, the exercise is a 
mere mechanical process, uninteresting to him, and laying 
the foundation for that monotonous school-boy tone which, 
in many instances, is never fully overcome even in mature 
life. 

But in order that pupils may read understandingly, they 
must have a supply of reading matter adapted to their com- 
prehension, and interesting to them. ‘The ability to read the 
First Reader of any series is not a guaranty of their ability 
to take the Second Reader. This has led to the introduction 
of supplementary reading of different grades, so that pupils 
now read not only what is assigned as the text-book for the 
year, but three or four times as much matter of the same 
general character. ‘Text-books are also better graded. The 
First, Second, and Third Readers are each supplemented by 
an *“ Advanced” First, Second, and Third. 

By the use of the sum appropriated by the School Com- 
mittee, we have been enabled to add greatly to the available 
reading matter in our Primary and Intermediate Schools, and 
to make some addition to that of our Grammar School. 

Already the results of the supplementary reading matter 
are manifest, and the interest in reading has greatly increased. 


I believe that more attention might profitably be given, even ” 


in the High School, to reading for its own sake. To be able 
to read with good articulation, correct pronunciation, a pleas- 
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ing intonation, just emphasis, and such expression as will 
render the meaning of an author vivid and impressive, is not 
only an accomplishment which one may well covet, but is 
one of the best means of mental discipline. 

In conclusion, [ am happy to say that, in my visits to the 
schools, I have met with the kindest reception, and observed 
an evident desire to know and practice the most approved 
methods of instruction.

By votes of the town, the Committee were authorized to 
expend a certain amount of money to defray the expense of 
conveying the school children from the Hill district to and

from other schools in town. The'amount expended for this 
purpose (which does not include the full year) is $182.50. 


In consequence of the addition to the grammar school- 
house, a new furnace was required, and one was put in at an 
expense of $300.80. The old portable furnace was sold, and 
the proceeds placed to the credit of the appropriation. The 
teachers’ and janitor’s wages are fixed each year in the 
month of June for the ensuing vear, commencing September 
1, and ending July 1 of the following year, so that the con- 
tract with them, and wages as now fixed, continues until the 
latter period. 

To meet the contracts now made for the next four months, 

and provide for the remainder of the financial year of the 
town, the sum of $14,000, in addition to the unexpended 
balance, will be required. 

Under the appropriation for repairs of school-houses and 
improvements of grounds the accounts stand as follows : —

In addition to the ordinary repairs and slight improve- 


‘ments made upon the school-houses and grounds during the 


past year, the Gifford and. Mystic school-houses and fences 
have been thoroughly painted, the ceilings and walls in the 
Gifford, Wyman, and Washington, replastered and colored, 
the black-boards in these and other houses repaired and 
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painted, a new fence built at the Mystic, and sanitary work 
done at the high and grammar buildings. The failure of 
the special committee on the alterations of and additions to 
the grammar school-house to complete some of the work 
undertaken by them, or which became necessary in conse- 
quence of said additions and alterations, for want of the 
necessary funds, will require a larger outlay upon this build- 
ing and grounds in the ensuing year than usual. Among 
the work left undone, and which must: be done the next 
year, are the painting of the outside of the building, the 
completion of the sanitary arrangements, the grading and 
fixing of the grounds, and the resetting and painting of the 
fence. ‘The fence at the Chapin ‘school-house also requires 
painting. 

To meet the expense of this extra work, in addition to the 
ordinary repairs and improvements, the sum of $1,500 is 
needed, in addition to the unexpended balance and the unex- 
pended amount on hand of the special committee on the 
alterations and additions to the grammar _ school-house, 
which should. be transferred to the credit of this appropria-

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TENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


WINCHESTER WATER BOARD. 


For the tenth time, annually, a report, as follows, is pre- 
sented to the town by the Water Board. 

It seems unnecessary to recite the conclusions adopted 
and the authority given by the people at the last town meet- 
ing, to prosecute the work of last year. The water works, 
as regards location, supply, debt, revenue, and future need, 
were discussed too thoroughly to be readily forgotten. Not 
one year alone will prove the wisdom of the conclusions then 
arrived at, but time will prove them. 

This report is presented in sections; the work at the South 
Reservoir being described in the Engineer’s Report hereto 
annexed, and, as high-service claims attention, plans for it 
are therewith also submitted. The Engineer and Superin- 
tendent state all that is interesting in regard to the North 
Reservoir. The Water Registrar gives the statistics of con- 
sumers and revenue. The expenditures for repairs, construc- 
tion, and South Reservoir will be found in the Auditors’ Re- 
port; and, in closing, suggestions are made as to what may be 
for the town’s advantage to do this year in each department 
of water service. 

Compliance has not been made with the vote of the town 
authorizing the construction of a main through Bacon Street. 
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The distance is found to be much more than was mentioned 
in the town meeting. Engineering difficulty is met in cross- 
ing the railroad track. As cement pipe is the best for use, 
the cost of the necessary pipe was found to be so much, that 
the Board decided to buy the ining machinery, and its cost — 
some $400 —will be entirely saved in the construction of this 
one line. As to crossing the railroad track, it is difficult 


and expensive to go under it, and the bridge itself is not 


the proper kind of a structure to which to hang a pipe. If 
a new bridge were built, the pipe could be hung to it, and 
so the work be simplified. What action, if any, the town 
will take in regard to the bridge will have its effect upon 
the construction of this line of pipe. 

During last summer, it was feared that it would be neces- 

sary strictly to enforce the rules of the town regarding the 
use of water. There was much complaint of lack of water, 
even for domestic purposes, in some parts of the town, partic- 
ularly the south part. 
In some cases, the short supply has been caused by the 
rusting and consequent closing of iron service-pipes, but 
inost of the complaints were attributable to lack of pressure, 
which lack was produced by the extraordinary draught upon 
the pipes of nearly three hundred thousand gallons daily, 
as shown by the Engineer’s Report, and equal to about 
eighty gallons for each inhabitant of the town. Certainly, 
the North Reservoir did noble work. Its capacity is limited, 
however, but the town grows, and the consumption of water 
increases. Our chances of a rain fall occasionally through 
the summer season seem to grow less yearly. | 

While considering the matter of general supply, we come, 
naturally, and in fulfilment of the pledge made at the last 


town meeting, to speak of a high-service. 
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The growth and comfort of the east and south parts 
the town would seem to demand an adequate supply of 
water, and a high-service is what is necessary in our 
opinion. 

Many people in those localities are deprived of the use of 
town water, and they keenly feel the deprivation. There is 
nothing that would contribute more to the development of 
such localities as Highland Avenue, and its extension to 
Prospect Street, than to afford a water supply. The more 
favored parts of the town owe it to those that are deprived 
of water to supply this lack at any reasonable cost. For ten 
years there has been “taxation without representation ” in 
the case of householders located beyond the reach of water 
at its present head. It is a subject particularly interesting 
to certain localities, and it cannot be put out of sight much 
longer. 

There is little to be offered in regard to the South Reservoir. 
The report of the work pertormed is about all that there is 
to present, and, as before remarked, the Engineer’s Report is 
herewith presented and is complete. The discouraging part of 
this work at the South Reservoir is over. The work to be done 
is comparatively simple. The Board kept careful watch of its 
expenditures, with the end in view of keeping within the 
appropriation for the work for this year, but by some clerical 
error in classifying the accounts there is an over-run of 
about $100. 

There are no outstanding bills unpaid, on this account, as 
far as the Board knows, and every foot of land is paid for that 
the town has decided to take. 

The Board is not at liberty to present its private opinion 
and information as to the outside demand for the water of 
the South Reservoir. 
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That the town will be glad to make use of it as soon as it 
is fit to use, there is no doubt. We have had all the water 
we needed, and the prospect of future restriction is not 
pleasant. We shall be restricted if we rely entirely on the 
North Reservoir. As to the disposal of the surplus water from 
the South Reservoir, we believe there are several openings, 
but caution is necessary. We are in no position to make any 
advances toward disposing of what we may have to spare, 
but the town may await with confidence a revenue from the 
water as soon as the water is settled and ready for use. The 
sooner completed, the sooner the reservoir will begin to take 
care of itself financially. 

No mention is made in the Engineer’s Report of the cost 
of clearing the bottom of the reservoir and meadow. The 
expense may be #3,000, or it may be $10,000. The expense 
will depend upon the means used. Fire will be the least 
expensive method, but it will take time, and the water must 
be drawn off and the bottom left to dry. There has been 
already flowage enough to kill a great deal of vegetable 
erowth. 

Had the waste-pipe been closed at the end of the season, 
it was estimated that two months would be required to 
draw down the water with safety, before any work could. 
be commenced. 

The uncertainty as to what the town will decide upon 
as to continuing the work this year determined the Board to 
keep the water down, so that there should be nothing in the 
way of progress. By so doing, however, opportunity was 
lost for giving ocular proof that there is water in that 
locality, and that an immense quantity can be stored there. 
The water can be kept down this year, or allowed to collect 
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and act upon the vegetable growth, and not be drawn away 
till a year hence, when the bottom would be in good condi- 
tion to be dried, and then burned over. 

In considering the work that has been done the past year, 
it should be stated that some $6,000 of the appropriation 
were required to pay for work done in the season of 1881, 
and for land contracted for, but not paid for till this year 
because titles could not be perfected. The $19,000 which 
were available for actual operations in building the dam have 
been returned in substantial and economical work which 
speaks for itself. 

The matters of repairs and extension of pipes need no 
particular notice. The Auditors’ Report gives all the neces- 
sary information as to expenditures, and the Superintendent 
calls attention to any matters of consequence. So cold a 
winter as that just passed is a severe test upon pipes, and it 
is expected that there will be a necessity of lowering some 
lines which are not deep enough to be secure, and which 
have been exposed by changes of grade in streets. Some 
hydrants need replacing, and improvements in hydrants are 
being made constantly. Some such as are in use in the 
town are no longer made, consequently repairing is ex- 
pensive. 

In conclusion of its report, the Board submits to the town 
the following recommendations : — 

That $1,200 be appropriated for building the line of pipe 
through Bacon Street. 

That $2,000 be appropriated for repairs. 

That $2,000 be appropriated for extension of pipes. 

That $25,000 be appropriated for construction of a high- 
service supply, and for expenditure upon the South Reservoir; 
the sum to be divided by applying $14,052, which will be the 
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cost of high-service according to the Engineer’s estimate, and 
by applying the remainder, $10,948, to the further construc- 
tion of the South Reservoir, but provided, nevertheless, that 
the money can be raised upon bonds at not less than par, 
with four per cent. interest, or less.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


TO THE WINCHESTER WATER BOARD : — 
Gentlemen : —I respectfully submit the following report of 
the condition of the works for the past year. 


THE RESERVOIR. 


The grounds around the reservoir have received the usual 
care and attention. The grass and brush around the sides 
and end have been mowed and cleaned up, and the slopes 
eared for. The small dam at Dike’s meadow-brook should 
be overhauled during the coming season, however, and re- 
celve a new coat of gravel. 

By reference to the accompanying sie, it will be seen 
that the reservoir remained full from February 16 until 
June 13, nearly six weeks later than in the preceding year. 
The lowest point reached was September 2, when it was 
4 ft. 6 in. below high water as compared with 5 ft. 2 in. on 
October 80, the year before. Since that time it has slowly 
filled up to 2 ft. 6 in., March 6. 

The quality of the water has been excellent during the 
whole year, no complaint having been made of the peculiar, 
disagreeable taste referred to in the report some years since. 


SERVICE PIPES. 


Considerable trouble has been caused to takers, from the 
filling up of service pipes with rust, etc. A number of these 
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pipes have been examined and in some cases they have been 
found almost completely choked. They have been cleaned 
out by running a flexible block-tin pipe through them, but 
this remedy can only be considered temporary, as the pipes 
will gradually fill up again and be as bad as before. So far 
as is known, the pipes thus filled up have been the rubber- 
coated pipes or those of plain wrought iron. No trouble of 
this sort has been had with wrought-iron pipe lined with 
cement, and all pipes now put in on the part of the town are 
of the latter sort. A machine has been purchased for lining 
the pipes, and all the work is now done in our own shop. 
Although this pipe requires more careful handling, it is more 
satisfactory and durable when laid. The number of service 
pipes laid during the past year is thirty, as mentioned in the 
Report of the Water Registrar. The total number to date is 
504, 


GATES AND HYDRANTS. 


In the Superintendent’s Report of last year reference was 
made to the condition of the gate boxes. ‘The boxes, put in 
when the works were built have in many cases decayed, and 
eighteen were replaced during the preceding year, forty 
more have been replaced during the past year, making fifty- 
eight in all, and the remainder will be renewed the coming 
season. These boxes that are put in now are of Kyanized 
lumber, such as the service boxes are made of, and in which 
the experience of nine years has failed to show any decay, 
whereas those made of common unprepared lumber have 
had to be renewed at least once during that time. 

The hydrants, with two exceptions to be referred to, are all 
in good repair and have been so during the year, notwithstand- 
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turned in order to open or shut it, 
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ing reports to the contrary that they have been frozen in the 
winter, and stuck tight in summer. The exceptions are in 
case of two hydrants where the five-sided nuts on the top have 
become so worn that the wrenches would not hold; these 
have been repaired and are now in good working condition. 

It is desirable to have the hydrants repaired during the 
coming season, and it will be of great advantage to persons 
inexperienced in their use, if at the same time an arrow-head 
or some such device could be painted around the head of 
each hydrant, to indicate which way the wrench is to be

adopted in most patterns of hydrants of recent make. 
Tables of the height of water in the reservoir and of the 

rainfall are continued herewith from last year’s report, and 
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brought up to date.

WINCHESTER WATER WORKS. 


REPORT OF OPERATIONS AT THE SOUTH MEADOW RESER- 
VOIR DAM, FOR THE SEASON OF 1882. 


Boston, February, 1883. 


Mr. J. F. DWINELL, Chairman of Winchester Water Board. 


Dear Sir: —-The general character of the work performed 
at the South Meadow Reservoir Dam was so fully described 
in the Report of the Water Board of last year, that reference 
is asked to that report for greater detail than is given in the 
following account of the work done on the dam during 
1882: — 

Work was commenced early in May; the covering over 
the priming wall was removed, the gate-house was uncovered, 
and everything was found to be in a satisfactory condition 
after the winter. The pump was again set up over the 


_ trench for the continuation of the priming wall, and active 
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operations were commenced thereon. The work of: con- 
structing the embankment and laying the slope paving was 
let by contract to Mr. Thomas Quigley. The work of con- 
tinuing the wall and the gate-house was done by the day, 
under the careful supervision of Mr. H. Dunbar. 

The dam was raised during the season about 18 feet, the 
gate-house and priming wall being carried up correspond- - 
ingly. 
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The work of obtaining suitable material for the dam was 
found to be much more difficult than had been anticipated, 
on account of there being no great depth of earth in any one 
bank, and even where a fair fall could be had, a large propor- 
tion was stones and boulders of a size unsuitable for the 
construction of the dam. Many of these could be turned to 
account in the slope paving, but the amount of that sort of 
work to be done during the past season was comparatively 
small, owing to the natural conditions and location of the 
dam. A large amount of stone was, however, worked in on 
the back side of the embankment, near the outside edge. 

The 24-inch supply pipe was laid and completed through 
the dam, and the 30-inch waste-gate, and 12-inch side-gate, 
and the special casting connecting the inlet and outlet waste- 
pipe with the gate, were all set in the bottom of the gate- 
house, during the season. So far as these pipes and gates are 
concerned, therefore, the water can be shut off from the 
brook and stored within the dam, or allowed to pass freely 
through as at present. 

There remains only the 24-inch gate to be set on the supply 
pipe, and this need not be done until arrangements are made 
for utilizing the water. 

The foundation of the priming wall thus far is believed to 
be on sound ledge, as every effort has baen made to secure 
this object. In order to reach this sort of rock, the surface 
of the ledge has been cut through to a depth of six feet, 
more or less, and great care has been taken not to build the 
wall until the ledge appeared to be solid and free from crev- 
ices and seams. 

The depth to which it will be necessary to excavate into 
the ledge in further prosecution of the work can only be 
approximately estimated, and the other items of the work

NORTH RESERVOIR. 


Measurements of the amount of water used daily from the 
North Reservoir were made every diay for the week, August 
26 to September 1, inclusive. Records were kept and obser- 
vations made every ten minutes during the twenty-four 
hours, or as frequently as the flow of the water seemed to 
require. The results are very interesting as compared with 
the winter consumption, of which the results were given in 
the Report of 1879-80. The details of the service were 
found to be very similar to those of the winter, the daily use 
beginning between four and five o’clock in the morning, with 
an increase just before noon, and again just before six 
o’clock, and a general cessation between seven and eight; but 
the greatest proportion of the consumption was a constant 
steady flow, and the total daily use is shown to be very much 
in excess of the winter use. The following are the amounts, 


day by day : — 


August 26, Saturday, 284,153 gallons.

Or a daily average of 290,580 gallons, as compared with a 
daily consumption in winter of 74,285 gallons. It is only 
necessary to compare the quantities given in the Report of 
1879-80 to see the enormous increase in the summer con- 
sumption over that of the winter. There can be but little 
doubt that the cause of this increase in the consumption is 
the continuous use of the water upon lawns and for irriga- 
tion. 
The Superintendent’s report shows the height of the reser- 
voir and the time of overflowing, etc., which may be profita- 
bly compared with the above results. 


HIGH-SERVICE. 


Various plans and suggestions have been considered, and 
more or less discussion had, in previous reports and from time 
to time, for a high-service supply for the portions of the 
town which now cannot obtain Highland water. The follow- 
ing plan has been mentioned heretofore, and is again pre- 
sented with careful estimates of cost, as the best scheme, on 
all accounts, to meet the present requirements of the case. 

The quantity of water flowing away from springs at the 
base of the north dam, has been gauged from time to time 
and found to be from 80,000 to 100,000 gallons per day. If 
we suppose fifty families are to be suppled (there are at 
present less than twenty) at 250 gallons per day per family, 
we have 12,500 gallons per day. The supply is therefore 
| ample, and even were this not the case, it would be simply a 
matter of tapping the main pipe from the reservoir, to obtain 
all that would be required. The quality has been already 
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reported upon. (See Report of Water Board for 1879-80.) 
It is proposed, therefore, to excavate a well or small gather- 
ing-basin 30 feet in diameter to collect these various springs, 
and to construct near it a small pumping-station (boiler and 
pump-house). A pump and boiler will be set up capable of 
pumping 20,000 gallons in ten hours. A large wooden tank, 
30 feet in diameter and 20 feet high, containing nearly 
100,000 gallons, will be built on high ground sufficient to 


* give a head equal to 125 feet, and a pipe laid from the engine- 


house to and through Highland Avenue, and from Highland 
Avenue to the tank or reservoir. 

The scheme thus briefly stated is simple and direct. The 
water used would be that which now flows to waste from the 
springs below the dam, and which is a nearly constant streain. 
The well would be excavated and walled up to such a depth 
as would give a capacity of about 40,000 gallons, from which 
the pump would draw its supply. The pump would be of 
some pattern built in Boston, so that, should any parts get 
out of repair, they could be duplicated in a few hours’ time. 
It would be small in size, so as to need only a small building, 
and yet of such capacity as to require, for a number of years, 
not more than one day’s pumping ina week. The water 
would be pumped directly into the pipe which would run 
through Highland Avenue. At some point a branch pipe 
would be laid up the hill on the east side of the Avenue to a 
location yet to be determined, of which there are several that 
would be satisfactory. Upon this elevated site, a large 
wooden tank would be built, 30 feet in diameter and 20 feet 
high, securely hooped with iron bands. This would be coy- 
ered with a roof, and furnished with the necessary gates, 
valves, overflow and waste pipes, to provide for changing 
and wasting surplus water. 
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Starting with the tank empty, the water, over and above 
what is being currently used, would flow up into the tank 
until it was filled, when the pump would be shut down and 
the service be supplied directly from the tank. 

The cost would be approximately as follows : —

To lay an 8-inch pipe from the pumping-station through 
Highland Avenue to Mt. Vernon Street, including the 
line to the tank, and the necessary gates and hydrants, would 


cost $7,000. At this point it would connect with the pipe 
already laid as far as Mr. Witherell’s gate, 

If the town should see fit to continue the pipe further. to 
Prospect Street, it could be done at a total cost of $8,300. 

If 6-inch pipe should be laid, instead of 8-inch, the cost 
would be reduced on the first estimate to $5,700, and on the 
whole distance to Prospect Street, to $6,740. Making up 
this series of estimates, and adding 10 per cent. for contin- 
gencies in each case, we have: —

TOWN MEETINGS. 


SecTioN 1. The annual Town Meeting shall be held on 


the fourth Monday of March. 


Srot. 2.. A copy of every Warrant for a Town Meeting 
shall be left at every dwelling-house in town, four days at 
least before the time named in the Warrant for holding the 
said meeting. 

SEoT. 3. Notices of every adjourned. meeting shall be 
posted by the Town Clerk at the Post Office, as soon as 
practicable after the adjournment stating briefly the business 
to come before the meeting. 


ORDER OF PROCEEDINGS AT TOWN MEETINGS. 


SEct. 4. At the time appointed, the Town Clerk shall 
call the meeting to order and read the Warrant, and all per- 
sons present shall be seated and uncovered. 

SEcT. 5. When the meeting has been duly organized, the 
presiding officer shall call on any clergyman present to open 
the meeting with prayer. After which the Moderator shall 
submit the articles contained in the Warrant to the action of 
the meeting. 
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Sect. 6. No one shall speak twice on any one subject, if 
any other citizen who has not already spoken thereon shall 
desire to speak; nor shall any person speak more than twenty 
minutes at one time, except by vote of permission. 

Srct. 7. No vote shall be reconsidered except by a two- 
thirds vote at the meeting at which it is passed. When the 
previous question is moved, if the meeting shall decide that 
the previous question shall not be ordered, then the debate 
shall continue the same, as if the previous question had 
not been moved. 

Srcr. 8. No final action shall be taken at any meeting 


on the report of any committee previously chosen, when it 


involves an expenditure of five hundred dollars or more, 


unless the same shall be specially notified in the Warrant 
calling such meeting. 

Sect. 9. The proceedings of the meeting shall be gov- 
erned by the rules of practice contained in Cushing’s Manual 
of Parliamentary Law, except as modified by these By-Laws. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to 
immediately notify in writing all members of committees that 
may be elected or appointed at any town meeting, stating the 
business upon which they are to act, and the names of the 
committee. 

Sect. 11. At each annual meeting the town shall choose 
three Auditors, whose duty it shall be to examine the books 
and accounts of the Selectmen, Treasurer, Collector, and

ARTICLE II. 


FINANCIAL. 


SECTION 1. The financial year shall begin with the first 
secular day of March, and end with the last secular day of 
February, in each and every year. 

Sxor. 2. No money except State and county taxes, and 
principal and interest of town notes, shall be paid from the 
town treasury without a warrant therefor, signed by the 
major part of the Selectmen. 

Sect. 3. All promissory notes of the town shall be 
signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by the Selectmen. 

Seot. 4. All taxes shall be assessed and committed to the 
Collecter on or before the fifteenth day of August in each 
year, and the Collector shall deliver all the tax bills within 
fourteen’days after such commitment. 

Sect. 5. On the first secular day of each month, and 
as often as the amount in his hands reaches five hundred 
dollars or upwards, the Collector shall pay over to the 
Treasurer of the town all taxes by him collected, except 
county taxes, and shall, on or before the first secular day of 
March in each year, make up his annual account and render 
the same to the Selectmen. | 

Sreor. 6. The Town Treasurer shall, on the first secular 
day of March, annually render to the Selectmen, in writing, 
a full account of all his receipts and disbursements for the 
financial year last past. 
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ARTICLE III. 


STREETS, ETC. 


SEcTION 1. The several streets in the town shall con- 
tinue to be called and known by the names given to them 
respectively until the same shall be altered by vote of the 
town. 

SrctT. 2.. No person or persons shall break, or dig up, or 
aid in digging up, any part of any street, or remove any earth 
or gravel therefrom, without having first obtained a written 
license from the Selectmen for that purpose. 

Sect. 8. No person shall obstruct any street by placing 
therein any house or other building, and no person shall 
move or draw through or over any street any such house or 
other building, without the permission or license of the 
Selectmen in writing, for that purpose, which license shall 
specify the terms and conditions allowing such obstruction 
of the street, and the licensee shall fully comply with all said 
terms and conditions. | 

Sect. 4. No person shall tie or fasten any horse, cattle, 
or team to any tree not his own, standing in any public high- 
way, street, or public place in this town, nor in any way cut 
or mutilate such tree. | 

Sect. 5. No owner or person having the care of any 
sheep, swine, horses, oxen, cows, or other grazing animals, 
shall permit or suffer the same to go at large, or to graze on 
any street, lane, common, square, or other public place within 
this town, nor permit any such animal to go upon any side- 
walk therein. | ; ; 

SEcT. 6. No person shall place or cause to be placed in 
any public street or way of this town, the contents of any 


sink, cesspool, or privy, nor place any rubbish or garbage in 
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the same, except for the purpose of immediate removal there- 
from. 

Sect. 7. No person shall make any marks, letters, or 
figures of any kind, or place any sign, advertisement, or 


placard upon or against any wall, fence, post, ledge, stone, 


tree, building, or structure, in or upon any street in this 
town, without the permission of the owner thereof. 

SrecT. 8. No person shall coast in any of the streets or 
public walks of this town, except such streets as are publicly 
announced as permitted by the Selectmen. 

Sect. 9. No person shall swim or bathe in any of the 
waters within the town, so as to be exposed to the view of 
passengers or other persons in any street, lane, alley, or house, 
within the town. 

SIDEWALKS. 

Sect. 10. The Selectmen are empowered so to regulate 
the grade, width, and height of the sidewalks of any street as 
shall in their judgment be most conducive to the convenience 
and interest of the town. 

Srot. 11. No person shall drive or draw any cart, wagon, 
sled, or other vehicle (except children’s hand-carriages) over 
or upon any footpath or sidewalk in the town, or permit any 
horse or other grazing animal under his care to go upon such 


sidewalk, or stand thereon. 


SEcr. 12. Three or more persons shall not stand in a 
group or near to each other, on any sidewalk, in such a man- 
ner as to obstruct a.free passage for foot passengers, for a 
longer time than five minutes; nor after a request to move 
on made by a constable, police officer, or any other officer of 
the town. 

Sect. 18. No person shall behave himself or herself in a 
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rude or disorderly manner, or use any indecent, profane, or 
insulting language, in any public place, or near any dwelline- 
house, or other building in the town, or be or remain upon 
any sidewalk, or upon any doorstep or other projection from 
any house or other building, so as to annoy or disturb any 
person, or obstruct any passage to such house or building, 
And eyery person so being or remaining as aforesaid, when 
ordered by any constable, police officer, town officer, or by 
the owner or occupant of any such building, shall immedi- 
ately and peaceably depart and stay therefrom. 

Sect. 14. No person shall place any obstruction in any 
street, or on any sidewalk, and allow the same to remain 
there, without first obtaining the consent in writing of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

SEcT. 15. Every person violating any of the provisions 
of any section of this article shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars for each and every offence, to be 
recovered by complaint before a trial justice or district court 
of competent jurisdiction in the county of Middlesex. 

| ARTICLE IV. ; 
TRUANT AND NEGLECTED CHILDREN. 

Srction 1. Any minor, between the ages of 7 and 15 
years, convicted by any court or justice having juris- 
diction of the case of any of the offences mentioned in 
Chapter 48, Sections 10 and 12, of the Public Statutes of 
this Commonwealth, may be committed for a term not ex- 
tending beyond the age of 21 years for boys or 18 years for 
girls, to the ** House for the Reception, Instruction, Employ- 
ment, and Reformation of Juvenile Offenders,” in the city of 
Lowell and county of Middlesex, which is hereby assigned 
and provided pursuant to Section 15 of said Chapter 48. 
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SEor. 2. Any minor between the ages of 7 and 16 years 
convicted by any court or justice having jurisdiction of the 


- case of any of the offences mentioned in Chapter 48, Sections 


18 and 20, of said Public Statutes, shall be subject to the 
same penalty or punishment as provided in the foregoing 
section for truant children. 


ARTICLE V. 


HACKNEY CARRIAGES. 


SEcTION 1. The Board of Selectmen may from time to 
time grant licenses to such persons and upon such terms as 
they may deem expedient, to set up, use, or drive hackney 
carriages for the conveyance of persons for hire from place 
to place within the town, and they may revoke such licenses 
at their discretion, and a record of all licenses so granted 
shall be kept by the Selectmen. 

Sect. 2. The Board of Selectmen may, when they deem 
it expedient, give notice by publication in some newspaper, 
or otherwise, to all persons interested, that on or before a 
given date, all such persons must apply for a license to set 
up, use, or drive a hackney carriage or carriages, as set forth 
in the preceding section. 

Sect. 8. No person after said given date shall set up, 
use, or drive in the town, any hackney carriage, for the con- 
veyance of persons for hire from place to place within said 
town, without a license for such carriage from the Board of 
Selectmen, under a.penalty not exceeding twenty dollars 


’ every time such carriage is used, and all licenses granted as 


aforesaid shall expire on the first day of May next, after the 
date thereof, and no license shall be sold, assigned, or trans- 
ferred, without the consent of said Board endorsed thereon. 
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Sect. 4. For every license so granted the sum of one 
dollar shall be paid to the Town Treasurer for the use of the 
town and no license so granted shall operate to relieve the 
licensee from any penalty herein prescribed against persons 
without a license if he neglects or refuses to take out and 
pay for his license within ten days after notice that the same 
has been oranted. 


ARTICLE VI. 


SEcTION 1. All penalties recovered for violation of any 
of the foregoing By-Laws shall be paid into the treasury of 
the town. 

Srot. 2. The records of the town and all important 
papers shall be kept in a fire-proof safe. 


ARTICLE VII. 


These By-Laws shall take effect ten days after approval 
by the Superior Court or a justice thereof. 
All existing By-Laws are hereby repealed.

EXTRACTS FROM THE GENERAL STATUTES. 
CHAPTER XLVIII. 


SECTION 10. Each town shall make all needful provisions 
and arrangements concerning habitual truants, and children 
between 7 and 15 years of age, who may be found wan- 
dering about in the streets or public places therein, hav- 


ing no lawful occupation or business, not attending school, | 
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and growing up in ignorance, and shall make such by-laws 
as shall be most conducive to the welfare of such children, 
and to the good order of such town, and shall provide suitable 
places for the confinement, discipline, and instruction of such 
children. Such by-laws may be approved by the Judge of 
the Probate Court of the county, as well as in the manner 
provided for the approval of other by-laws by Section 21, of 
Chapter 27. | 

SEcT. 12. Any minor convicted under a by-law made 
under Section 10, of being an habitual truant, or of wander- 
ing about in the streets and public places of a city or town, 


‘having no lawful employment or business, nor attending 


school and growing up in ignorance, shall be committed to 
any institution of instruction or suitable situation provided 
for the purpose, under the authority of said section or by- 
law, for a term not exceeding two years. 

SEcT. 15. A town may assign any such truant school, or 
with the assent of the State Board of Health, Lunacy, and 
Charity, the State Primary School, as the place of confine- 
ment, discipline, and instruction of children so convicted, 
and shall pay for their support therein such sum, not exceed- 
ing two dollars a week for each child, as the County Com- 
missioners or the Trustees of the State Primary and Reform 
Schools respectively shall determine. 

Sect. 18. Each town may, and every town containing 
three thousand or more inhabitants shall, make all needful 
provisions and arrangements concerning children under 16 
years of age, who by reason of neglect, crime, drunken- 
ness, or other vices of parents, or from orphanage, are suffered 
to be growing up without salutary parental control and edu- 
cation, or in circumstances exposing them to lead idle and

dissolute lives, and may also make such by-laws respecting 
such children as shall be deemed most conducive to their 
welfare and to good order of the city or town. 

SrcrT. 20. A Judge of the Superior Court, or of a phe 
district, or municipal court, or a trial justice, upon proof 
that any child under sixteen years of age, by reason of 
orphanage, or of the neglect, crime, drunkenness, or other 
vice of parents, is so growing up, may order such child to 
such institution of instruction, or other place assigned for 
the purpose, as may be provided under Section 18, by the 
town in which such child resides, to be there kept, educated, 
and cared for, for a term not extending beyond the age of 
21 years for boys, or 18 years for girls.

ART. 8.— To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for State Aid, or do anything in relation to the same. 

ArT. 9.—To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for Military Aid, or do anything in relation to the same. 

Art. 10.—To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the support of the Fire Department, for the year ensuing. - 

Art. 11.—To see what sum of money the town will raise 
. for the town Library, for the year ensuing. 

- ArT. 12.—To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the maintenance of the cemetery. 

ART. 18.—To see if the town will appropriate money for 
the purpose of decorating the graves of soldiers on Memorial 
Day, or do anything in relation to the same. 

ART. 14.—To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for pay of town officers and support of the Police Depart- 
ment. | 

Art. 15.— To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the support of Schools, for the year ensuing, or do any- 
- thing in relation to the same. 

ART. 16.—To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for repairs of school-houses and improvements to grounds, 
for the ensuing year, or do anything in relation to the same. 

Art. 17.—To see if the town will raise a sum of money 
to be expended by the School Committee, in their discretion, 
for the purpose of defraying the expense of conveying chil- 
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dren residing in the Hill district to and from the public 
schools of the town. 

Art. 18.—To see if the town will require the School 
Committee to appoint a Superintendent, who under the direc- 
tion and control of said Committee, shall have the care and 
supervision of the public schools, and raise a sum of money 
as a compensation for his services. | 

ArT. 19.— To see what measures the town will adopt for 
the payment of the notes of the town, coming due the cur- 
rent year. 

Art. 20.— To see if the town will authorize the Treas- 
urer to borrow, under the direction of the Selectmen, a sum 
of money to meet the demands upon the treasury, in antici- 
pation of the taxes. 

Art. 21.— To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money for the maintenance of Highland Water Works, or 


. do anything in relation to the same. 


Art. 22.— To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money for the purchase of land and extending of pipe for 
Highland Water Works, or do anything in relation to the 
same. 

Art, 23.— To see if the town will authorize the Water 
Board to negotiate an additional loan on a term of years for 
the purpose of defraying the cost of supplying the town 
with pure water, as authorized by Chap. 265, of the Acts of 
the Legislature of 1872, and the Acts in addition or amend- 
ments thereof, and an Act entitled “An Act to authorize the 
town of Winchester to issue additional Water Bonds,” ap- 
proved February 18, 1882, or do anything in relation to the 
same. 

Arr. 24.—'To see if the 'town will vote to instruct the 
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Water Board to lay a water-main in Bacon Street connecting 
the present pipe near the Mystic school-house, with the pipe 
near the entrance to the Bacon estate, so called, on the west 
side of the Boston & Lowell Railroad. 

ArT. 25.—To see if the town will authorize the sale and 
conveyance of any lands or interest therein, which it has 
purchased or taken by virtue of Chap. 265, of the Acts of 
1872, and Chap. 277 of the Acts of 1873, or do anything in 
relation to the same. 

ART. 26.— To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money sufficient to mount the cannon, donated to the town 
of Winchester by the United States government, or do any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


ART. 27.— To hear and act upon the report of the Select- 


men on laying out of streets. 

Art. 28.— To hear the list of names of jurors as prepared 
by the Selectmen, and act upon the same. 

Art. 29.— To see what sum of money the town will 
raise to improve the common, and through whom the same 
shall be expended. 

Art. 30— To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for trees in the highways and public plots, and to appoint a 
person to attend to the same. 

Arr. 31.—To see whether the town will by its vote, or 
otherwise, ask the Legislature to extend to women, who are 
citizens, the right to hold town offices, and to vote in town 
affairs, on the same terms as male citizens. 

Art. 32.— To see if the town will exempt from taxation 
any corporation that may establish an honorable and legal 
business in town. 

' Art. 83.— To see if the town will increase the appropria 
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tion for the Fire Department so as to pay the hose and hook 


and ladder men of the central house an increase of salary 
per annum, or do anything in relation to the same. 

Art. 384.— To see if the town will cause street-lights to 
be placed in Swanton and Oak Streets, or do anything in ‘e- 
lation to lighting the streets of the town. 

ART. 85.—To see if the town will raise a sum of money 
towards watering the streets, or do anything in relation to 
the same. 

Art. 86.— To see if the town will authorize the vacating 
of the room now occupied as Selectmen’s room, for the pur- 
pose of giving the Water Board additional accommodation 
for their repair shop, or do anything in relation to the same.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
ending February 29, 1884. 


HIGHWAYS. 


In making our estimates for the coming year, we are 
guided, in a great measure, by the expenses of the previous 
year in the different departments. Last year our estimate 
for highways and bridges was $5,500; and then to cover the 
balance due on the stone-crusher, we asked for $6,000. The 
amount voted was $5,000, and of this sum $1,000 was to be 
expended on sidewalks, thus reducing the amount to $4,000. 
Of this, $768 was due on stone-crusher. 

The limited amount at our disposal would not Miva of 
a very extended outlay on new work. We have, however, 
eraded Cutter’s Hill by taking away at the top and filling at 
the bottom, and macadamizing with broken stone. Wild- 
wood Street, to the cemetery, is finished; and in the Hill 
district we have had the bushes within the street limits 
cleared and the roads repaired, as well as could be done with 
such material as we could get for that purpose; and attended 
to general repairs throughout the town. 

By vote of the town at the Town Meeting, November 8, 
1885, the Treasurer was authorized to borrow $1,200, and 
the same appropriated to repairs of highways. We have 
used the amount in preparing material for the roads and 
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caring for snow and ice. When closing the accounts, it 
appeared the money had not been borrowed, but paid from 
money already in the treasury, and could not be placed to 
the credit of highways, thus showing a debtor balance to that 
account of $1,115.50 to be provided for. 


CONCRETE WALKS. 


The calls for concrete walks by the citizens have been in 
excess of former years. Many are willing to pay one half 
the cost of having the walks front of their estate concreted, 
when their neighbors on either side do not wish to. In such 
cases we have not thought best to grant, as it seemed more 
desirable, where walks were concreted, to make them con- 
tinuous, as far as practicable. We have, therefore, made 
such walks where the abutters were willing to pay their 
part. We have, this year, continued the concreting on Main 
Street, from the Gifford Schoolhouse to the southerly line of 
Mrs. 8. V. Carter’s estate. On Washington Street we have 
concreted the walk from junction of Main Street to Mt. 
Vernon Street, with the exception of a piece front of John 
MecNeil’s (this we think he will have put in this spring). On 
Winthrop Street, from Washington Street to driveway of 
J. C. Mason. On Mt. Vernon and on Myrtle Streets, 
against the schoolhouse lot. On Main Street, from junction 
of Washington Street to Walnut Street. Four crossings 
have been made on Main Street, two on Washington Street, 
and one at each of the streets, Mt. Pleasant, Winthrop, Wal- 
nut, Myrtle, and Mt. Vernon; making in all about 4,231 
yards, the town paying for 2,049 1-2 yards sidewalks and 
gutters, at 87 1-2 cents per yard, and 232 yards crossing, at 
50 cents per yard. Total amount paid, $884.50.

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STONE-CRUSHER. 


The stone-crusher with engine and boiler were put in 
position and ready for use at the close of last year, but had 
not been used. Since then it has been in successful operation 
and every part works to our entire satisfaction. Mr. Charles 
C. Webster, steward of the engine-house, was employed to 
take charge of the engine and boiler, keeping them clean, 


and running the same when crushing stone. 


WATERING STREETS. 


The watering of the streets during the hot and dry months 
is a luxury that is appreciated by all who live on, or have 
occasion to travel over them. If the streets are to be 
watered and payed for from the town treasury we think it 
advisable for the town to own the watering-carts, and have 
it done under the care and supervision of the town officers. 
We recommend the purchase of two one-horse carts, placed 
in the highway department. | 


BRIDGES. 


Three of the bridges have been new planked this year. 
The bridge over the railroad on Swanton Street, bridge on 
Lake Street, and bridge on Walnut Street. 


STREET LIGHTS. 


We have added twelve oil lamps this year and there have 
been two additional gas lights put in by private parties, 
which are lighted by the town. The number of street 
lights now in use are fifty-three gas lights and thirty oil 
lights. The cost of running them averages $23.94 per light 
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for gas, $16.88 per light for oil for the year. The cost of 
post and lantern for gas is $17.50, for oil $6.50 each. Total 
cost the past year for street lights has been $1,788.16. As 
new lights are being added each year we recommend a 
separate appropriation for street lights. 


INCIDENTALS. 


We have exceeded the appropriation for this account. 
Our estimate for the year did not anticipate the extra 
expense of new street lights, and running the same, and for 
watering the streets, being taken from the amount asked for, 
these being voted after the appropriation was made. 


POOR. 


The demands on the town for help by families in destitute 
circumstances is largely on the increase. Many are now 
out of work and obliged to ask aid, until they can earn 
enough to support their families. New cases are reported 
from other towns of persons receiving aid there, and charged 
to this town, this being their legal settlement. 

There are cases where the settlement of the person 
applying is difficult to determine at the time. The aid has 
to be furnished, and the place of settlement ascertained after- 
wards. It is often the case that persons apply and are aided 
whose settlements are not in this town. If the aid is tempo- 
rary, and they do not continue to call, their place of settle- 
ment is not traced out, as the cost of doing so would amount 
to more than the aid rendered. 

We have at the present time six persons committed to the 
House of Correction, for whom the town has to pay board. 
Three insane persons at Danvers Lunatic Hospital fully 
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supported. Six persons we are boarding out. And families 
consisting of sixty-four persons are receiving partial aid. A 
larger appropriation will be necessary to meet the extra 
demand. . 


POLICE. 


The police duties have been performed in a satisfactory 
manner by F. A. Patterson, chief, and A. T. Todd, night- 
watchman. Special police were appointed in different parts 
of the town. 

Claim for Reward. When the houses of J. H. Tyler and 
George I. Parker were broken into a year ago, the Selectmen 
offered a reward of $100 for information that would lead to 
the detection and conviction of the parties. This reward 
was claimed by officers from Newton, also by F. A. Patterson. 
Several hearings were granted these officers in relation to 
their claim, which resulted in awarding the right to the 
claim to Mr. Patterson, as it was by his exertions the parties 
were detected and convicted of burglary from those houses. 
The reward has not been paid. 


PETITIONS. 


Of D. N. Skillings and others to lay out new street from 
Mt. Vernon to Main Streets, coming out near the house of J. 
W. Russell. On this petition the owners of land were 
notified of a time fixed to view the same. Owing to a severe 
storm at the time appointed no one put in an appearance, 
and nothing further has been done in regard to the lay-out. 

Of Lemuel Holten and others for a street from Swanton 
to Cross Streets, to be laid out over land owned by Mr. 
Haywood, of Concord, was allowed to pass without action, 
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as the,owner of the land could not be present at the hearing 
appointed.

The question of title to the Nancy Gleason property was 
in the courts at the time this matter was referred to the 
Selectmen, and suits were about to be commenced against 
the town to recover the money paid at the time of the sale, 
when a compromise was effected, the Selectmen deeming 
it for the interest of the town to pay a small sum and settle, 
than to spend a larger sum to defend a suit. ~ 
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As property sold for taxes frequently has to be redeemed 
by the town and ten per cent. interest paid, it is a matter to 
be considered whether it would not be better for the town to 
become the holder, either by sale or taking according to law 
of all property on which the taxes have not been paid.

REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMITTEE. 


Your Committee organized as last year, but instead of 
employing Mr. Grigson as superintendent, Mr. Blanchard, 
one of the Committee, volunteered to serve in that capacity, 
and we feel very thankful that we were so fortunate in 
having one among us who could give the time required to 
look after things. We believe it has been a great saving to 
the town, as it is essential that some one should be almost 
constantly on the grounds, and under such a superintendent 
the work is pushed forward with much more care and 
promptness. We feel that never before has the cemetery 
looked so well as the past year, which is largely due to the 
hearty co-operation of all who are interested. 

The new receiving-tomb has been completed, and the side- 
hill back of it properly graded, so that the structure adds 
much to the appearance of the grounds, it being not too 
massive, but large enough for the wants of the town for 
many years. On Decoration Day it was open to the public, 
and quite a number who examined it expressed themselves 
well pleased with the expenditure of the money. 

The tool-house has been raised and a substantial basement 
placed under it to serve as a storehouse for tools, vases, etc., 
which was much needed. 

The banks on some of the principal drives and walks have 
been graded, loamed, and seeded down. 

The water pipe has been extended three hundred feet on 
the hill, so that those owning lots in that part of the 
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cemetery can keep them in better condition. ‘The drive on 
the northerly side of the cemetery has been raised several 
feet and also widened, and early in the spring it will 
probably be further improved by the addition of shade-trees. 
Stone hitching-posts have been placed just outside the 
grounds, supplying a long-felt want. 

The town has greatly improved Wildwood Street, leading 
to the cemetery, by filling, widening, and straightening. 

Your Committee have made several attempts to purchase 
additional lands, but without much progress, as they are not 
satisfied with the title on the Dugan property, and the other 
lands around the cemetery are held at such high figures that 
they do not think it advisable to purchase until such time as 
they can in their judgment be bought at a reasonable price. 

The work of trimming the trees has been thoroughly 
attended to. 

The vines and shrubs set out the past two years are in 
excellent condition. 

Quite a number of repairs will have to be made the 
coming year, such as painting the boundary fence, which is 
much needed, and the painting of the tool-house. Also, it is 
very necessary that a water-closet should be built. 

Your Committee would, therefore, recommend the same 
appropriation as last year, and also that the matter of 
additional lands be left with them.

REPORT OF FISH COMMITTEE. 


The Fish Committee’s duties the current year have been 
principally the issuance of sundry permits for the catching 
of fish on stated days of the week during the continuance of 
open water, each permit, on its face, requiring the recipient 
to make full report of his “catch” to the Committee at the 
end of the season. ‘This requirement, as in former years, has 
not been complied with to any considerable extent. It is 
a part of the condition of our lease of the ponds that the 
“catch” shall be annually reported to the State Fish Com- 
missioners for statistical purposes, and the result of a 
continued negligence in this particular may result in depriv- 
ing us of the use of the ponds for fishing purposes 
altogether. 

Trap-fishing through the ice has been prohibited for 
several years, but as no provision has been made for the 
enforcement of this restriction, there has been, we have 
reason to believe, more or less fish-stealing going on during 
the winter, but, not having evidence enough to convict the 
poachers, no prosecutions have been had. 

The number of permits issued the present year is 205. 

The unexpended balance of last year was $3.00. 

Paid for carting fish to Mystic Pond, $3.00. 

The Committee recommend an appropriation for the 
coming year of ten dollars.

The aggregate loss has been about $2,277.50. The amount 
received from insurance is $1,657.50. 

The number of fires has been larger than in any previous 
year, but the losses have been fortunately unsually small. 

It will be noticed that a very large majority have been 
undoubtedly incendiary. 

Unoccupied buildings and haystacks are particularly 
liable to be destroyed in this way. This criminal destruc- 
tion is getting notoriously common and is_ injuriously 
affecting the good name of the town. We have a greater 
number of incendiary fires, proportionally, than any of the 
neighboring towns, while in the number of accidental fires 
we compare favorably. If afew of the perpetrators of these 
malicious crimes should be brought to justice, it would 
check the evil, and promote the peace and security of the 
public. But, unfortunately, no punishment has yet been 
inflicted nor even an arrest made. 

This growing evil seems to demand that some active 
measures be taken to suppress it. Ifa liberal reward should 
be offered for the apprehension and conviction of incendi- 
aries, it would have a very salutary effect.

Further details will be found in the Auditors’ Report. 
There have been few unusual items of expense during the 
year, and these have not been large. By taking the chem- 
ical engine out of service, we were enabled to raise the pay 
of the men 38 per cent., which increases the aggregate 
amount of pay by about $300. 

We have had correspondence with several parties in rela- 
tion to the purchase of the chemical; but no sale has yet 
been made. ; 

Various repairs and improvements have been made on the 
running apparatus. 

Hose-carriages No. 4 and No. 5 have been overhauled and 
put in good condition. 

The hook-and-ladder truck has been provided with a set 
of substantial hub-runners, which were purchased at a price 
much below their usual cost. 

All the hose-carriages should be fitted up in a similar 
manner. ‘They are now provided with wheels only, and in 
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case of deep snow, there would be great delay in getting 
them to a fire. 

Hose-carriage No. 2 will need some repairs the coming 
year. | 

With the exceptions above noticed, the running apparatus 
is all in good working order. 

A few much-needed improvements and repairs have been 
made on the Central house. The main doorways, which 
have always been too narrow, have been enlarged, and the 
doors repaired and painted. 

We recommend an appropriation of $2,500 for running 
expenses and repairs.

The number of volumes issued during the previous year 
was 19,661. We can offer no explanation of the falling off 
in circulation, which seems the stranger in view of the 
increase in the number of persons using the library (1,340, to 
1,250 in previous year). 

As mentioned in our report of 1883, the library is now 
open three evenings in the week, and the generous and 
increasing patronage given to the reading-room may account 
for the slight falling off in the general circulation of books. 

The percentage of fiction to the whole amount of reading 
has been .65. 

We have to thank Messrs. Cutter, Dwight, Dwinell, 
Richards, Rolfe, and Thompson, for gifts. 

The “ Ladies Fortnightly” has appointed a committee to 
co-operate with the Trustees, and within the last few weeks 
they have given us valuable assistance in examining and 
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deciding upon books, a task which we have always found 
difficult to accomplish to our satisfaction. 

We ask that $1,000 and the “ dog-money ” be appropriated 
for the library for the ensuing year, in addition to the 


unexpended balance.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


There is little for the Board of Health to report to the 
Town in regard to their year’s work, it having been mainly 
confined to assisting neighbors in settling matters more 
or less akin to sanitary questions, and to watching the opera- 
tion of the works of sewage purification on our southern 
border. This locality has been repeatedly visited —in all 
extremes of weather and temperature, and with the wind 
from various points of compass. At none of these visits was 
anything found which could reasonably be considered a 
nuisance.. The wool-cleansing and felting factory of Mr. 
Charles N. Bacon is close to the sewage pump and _ tanks, 
and his house and that of some of his workmen are the 
nearest dwellings, and he and his family and some of his 
employees complain that there are times when they suffer 
from a sickening stench from the sewage, which they regard 
as a veritable nuisance. No complaints have come from any 
other persons, and the Board sees nothing to justify action 
by it. On the other hand, it is by no means ready to 
declare these works harmless. Ordinary prudence dictates 
that the town should keep a close watch on them year 
after year. 

The expenses of the Board have been nothing. We 
recommend the reappropriation of the unexpended $38.80.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON COMMON. 


The Committee appointed by the town at the last annual 
meeting, to take charge of proposed improvements to the 
town common, respectfully report : — 

In considering the subject at the beginning of their labors, 
the Committee felt that it was expected of them to put the 
common into a thoroughly good condition, and to redeem it 
permanently from the barren waste in which it had been 
lying. They found that the first step was necessarily to 
reset the granite curbstone and regrade the whole surface. 
It was necessary, as a second step, to make the paths traversing 
it sound and dry at all seasons, not only for their comfortable 
use, but also that there might be no excuse for careless feet 
to trespass on the grass in wet seasons. It was desirable, 
thirdly, so to occupy the ground with a water-basin, and with 
trees and shrubbery, that it could not again be conveniently 
used for purposes unsuitable to so public a location. 

It was found that these and other necessary requirements 
would cost more than the sum of seven hundred dollars 
appropriated by the town, and, therefore, the Committee 
conferring with citizens, and making their plans known, 
found it easy to raise a considerable sum by subscription. 
The total receipts and expenditures have been as follows : —

The Committee have not accomplished all they had in 
mind, nor all that ought to be done. The final beauty of the 
common will depend greatly upon what is done the coming 
season. ‘They urgently recommend the planting of trees and 
shrubbery, and especially that perfect care and constant 
attention so necessary at the beginning for a newly seeded 
and planted lawn. Neglect would now be fatal. They would 
also mention as desirable, that the margins and spaces outside 
the curbing should be graded and seeded, and that a neat 
iron railing should be put around the water-basin. 

For these and similar matters pertaining to the common, 
your Committee would respectfully urge an appropriation for 
the coming year of $450, in the belief that thereafter a very 
small sum only will be required for the annual care of this 


most promising central feature of the town.

THIRTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WINCHESTER. 


In presenting the thirty-fourth annual report of the 
School Committee, we feel justified in congratulating our 
fellow-citizens on the results that have been accomplished in 
our public schools the past year and their generally satis- 
factory condition. 

The report of our Superintendent, which is herewith sub- 
mitted, gives the result.of his observation and experience in 
the work, and contains many valuable suggestions in regard to 
the grading of the schools and of school superintendence, 
which should receive serious consideration. _ 

It was found impossible in the past two years to form 
a union with any of our neighboring towns in carrying out 
the district system of school superintendence, as adopted 
elsewhere, but our town has been fortunate in having had 
the services alone for this period of so able and experienced 
an educator as the present Superintendent of its public 
schools, at so little expense. 

By establishing a uniform course of studies in the 
different grades of our schools, his frequent visits and advice 
upon the best methods of imparting instruction, derived 
from a long experience, he has greatly benefited our 
schools, and materially aided the teachers in the discharge 
of the trust committed to them. 
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We recommend that the town appropriate the sum of 
$400, which, together with the balance of last year’s appro- 
priation, shall be expended for, or towards, the salary of a 
superintendent. 

As the law does not allow the Committee any compensa- 
tion for their services where a Superintendent is employed, 
the Committee have for the past two years received nothing 
in this respect. During the past year, the Committee have 
been obliged to have an unusual number of meetings, and 
have devoted a great amount of time and attention to the 
important duties entrusted to them, having in view in the 
difficult problems they had to solve, always, the best inter- 
ests of the schools. 


THE RANK OF OUR SCHOOLS. 


To show the position which our town occupies in the State 
and County in regard to its public schools, we quote from 
the last published report of the Secretary of the Board of 
Education. In the graduated tables showing the comparative 
amount of money appropriated by the different towns in the 
State, for the education of each child in the town between 
the ages of 5 and 15 years, this town ranks ten in the State 
and five in the County,—the rate being $20.43.7 for each 
child, with 592 children then reported, and the total amount 
expended, $12,098. 

In the percentage of its taxable property appropriated to 
public schools, this town ranks 163 in the State and 19 in the 
County, — the per cent. being 3.23 mills. There is room for 
improvement here, and the next report will probably show 
it. In the average attendance of children upon the public 
schools, this town ranks 14 in the State and 5 in the 
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County, — the average being 561 out of 592, and the ratio 
expressed in decimals being .94.76. 

These latter figures speak well for the attendance of the 
children, and is a great improvement over former years. 
The number of children in the town between the ages of 
5 and 15 years on May 1, 1883, was 620; and the average 
cost for the education of each child the past year is $25.46; 
whlle the average attendance has been 595. 


TEACHERS. 


At the latter part of the spring term, the number of 
pupils in the Washington and Wyman Schools had become 
so large as to make it necessary to put in an assistant teacher 
in each for the remainder of the term. Miss Lena R. 
Brackett was appointed to the former school, and Miss 
Bessie R. Brackett to the latter, and rendered much assist- 
ance to the teachers during their term of service. At the 
opening of the fall term, the attendance on these schools 
being much smaller, the services of assistants were not 
required. Miss Abby F. Johnson, the teacher of the 
Wyman School, being detained at home by illness for several 
weeks, Miss Bessie R. Brackett was placed in charge of the | 
school until Miss Johnson’s return, and gave great satisfac- 
tion. At the annual election of teachers, Miss Emma C. 
Richardson, of the Washington School, declined a re-election, 
and the following vote was passed by the Committee: 
** Voted, That the School Board learn with deep regret that 
Miss Emma C. Richardson declines a re-election as teacher of 
the Washington School; that we fully recognize the eminent 
ability and faithfulness with which she has served the town 
as one of its corps of teachers for a long series of years, and 
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would extend to her our best wishes for her future hap- 
piness.” 

Miss Lena R. Brackett, a graduate of the State Normal 
Sehool at Salem, and who had acted as an assistant teacher 
in the school, was elected to this position. 

During the summer vacation, Miss E. C. Holton, who had 
been re-elected teacher of the Rumford Primary School for 
another year, resigned, in order to accept a similar position 
in Evanston, Illinois, and Miss Netta E. Wetherbee, the first 
assistant in the High School, also resigned, in order to accept 
a position as lady principal in the Maplewood Institute at 
Pittsfield, Massachusetts. 

These schools, and the town, suffered quite a loss in their 
departure, and the thanks of the Board were presented to 
them for their faithful services in our public schools, and the 
regret of the Committee in accepting their resignations. 
Miss Rebecca A. Holbrook, a graduate of the State Normal 
School at Salem, was appointed, temporarily, to the position 
of teacher of the Rumford Primary, and afterward elected 
teacher of the same. 

Miss Mary B. Hammond, a graduate of our High School 
and of Boston University, was appointed, temporarily, an 
assistant teacher in the High School, and afterward elected 
the second assistant, and Miss M. A. Parsons promoted from 
second to first assistant in the same school. 

At the Grammar School, Miss Mary A. Emerson was pro- 
moted from the position of third assistant to that of first. 

Miss Nellie R. Stevens, of Westford, a graduate of the 
Westfield Normal School, having had considerable ex- 
perience in teaching, was elected third assistant, but, after a 
few weeks’ service, resigned, and Miss Josephine 8. Hinckley, 
the teacher of the Chapin Intermediate School, was elected to 
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fill the vacancy. This transfer caused a vacancy in the 
Intermediate, which was filled by the promotion of 
Miss W. F. Smith from the Chapin First Primary, and Miss 
Smith’s place was temporarily filled by Miss Carrie M. Har- 
riman, a graduate of our High School and the State Normal 
School at Salem, who was subsequently elected the teacher. 

These changes all took place either before or during the 
fall term, and since that time none have occurred. 


SCHOOL EXAMINATIONS AND PROMOTIONS. 


The examinations of the several schools for the last spring 
term took place during the first three weeks of the month of 
June under the direction of the Superintendent, and he was 
directed to ascertain, by personal examination or otherwise, 
those pupils qualified for promotion from the Intermediate 
Schools to the Grammar, and those from the Grammar to the 
High. All other promotions were to be designated by the 
teachers and subject to the approval of the sub-committee on 
the respective schools. No pupils were to be admitted to the 
High (other than those promoted from the Grammar) except 
upon examination under the direction of the sub-committee 
on that school. 

‘The Superintendent reports the names of twenty-eight 
pupils as qualified for promotion from the Grammar to the 
High School, and two others conditional. By vote of the Com- 
mittee, three pupils were transferred to the High, on account 
of their age, to pursue such studies in the first class as the 
principal should designate. The two conditioned pupils 
failed to come up to the required standard, and of the three 
admitted by vote of the Committee, only one appeared. 
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Twenty-seven pupils were actually admitted to the High 
School, and their names are as follows, namely: —

It is a gratifying fact that the average age of these pupils 
thus admitted is nearly fifteen years, which is above that of 
previous years, and that all but one (Nagle) have remained 
in the school up to the present time. 

There entered from the Intermediate into the Grammar 
School at the beginning of the school-year sixty-five, and one 
from a private school; there remained in the third class 
twenty-five pupils whose scholarship was so low that they 
could not be promoted, making the number of the junior 
class ninety. The total number in this school at the present 
time is one hundred and sixty-five. Sickness, going to work, 
and removal from town, have caused more withdrawals of 
pupils for the last year than usual. 


VISITATION DAY. 


At the spring term a new departure was inaugurated, in 
this respect: that the several schools (excepting the High) 
should each have a visitation day during the term, to be 
arranged by the sub-committees and teachers, when the par- 
ents and friends should be especially invited and the usual 
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order of exercises gone through with, and the several schools 
should close for the term on Thursday, June 28. This plan 
was very successful and gave the parents and friends an 
excellent opportunity to see the actual proficiency of the 
children in their studies. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


We fully indorse the sentiments expressed by our Superin- 
tendent in regard to the good work which is being done in 
our High School, and the opportunity which it affords for 
thorough instruction in the higher branches of learning. 
The closing exercises of the graduating class took place in 
the school building on Thursday afternoon, June 30, in the 
presence of a large number of the parents and friends. The 
programme was as follows: Prayer, by Rey. Charles R. Sey- 
mour; chorus, “ Father, thy mercy,” by the school; exercise 
in physiology, upon the “ Eye, its structure and functions,” 
by J. H. McCarthy, illustrated by diagrams finely executed 
by members of the junior class ; chorus, by the school, “ Five 
times by the taper’s light”; exercise in English literature 
by Julia F. Holland and Mary H. Cosgrove; select chorus, 
“The chapel”; exercise in botany by Ella M. Houston, 
illustrated by diagrams well executed by members of the 
junior class; calisthenics by a portion of the school, accompa- 
nied by piano music: declamation, Eulogy on Charles Sum- 
ner, by Edward T. Lyons; chorus, by the school; essay upon 
Shakspeare as an historian ; Valedictory by May ‘I. Mason, 
in which feeling allusion was made to one of their classmates 
(Philip Champney Cutter), who, only afew weeks previously, 
had been called away from earth. The essay evinced much 
| thought and its closing portion, to teachers, committee, 
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schoolmates, and classmates, was very appropriately worded. 
The closing exercise was a chorus, with solo, “ Ye shepherds, 
tell me.” 

John T. Prince, the Superintendent of Schools in Waltham 
and Watertown, gave, by invitation, an interesting address 
upon the importance of maintaining high-school instruction, 
and closing with some sound advice to the graduating class. 
After a chorus by the school, the diplomas were presented to 
the graduating class by Superintendent Tweed in a few well- 
chosen and timely remarks. 

The names of the graduating class are as follows : — 


Classical course — May True Mason. 

High School course — Mary Helen Cosgrove, Julia Frances 
Holland, Edward Timothy Lyons. 

English course — Ellen Maria Houston. 

Business course — John Henry McCarthy. 

The class motto was Nulla Vestigia Retrorsum. 


The exercises lasted about two hours and a half, and were 
a deviation for the most part from the usual programme of 
such occasions, in that it briefly illustrated the school work. 

By vote of the Committee a diploma indicating the pro- 
ficiency attained by Master Philip Champney Cutter, who 
died a few weeks prior to the graduating of his class, was 
signed by the Committee and given to his parents. Master 
Cutter was a youth of great promise, and his early death was 
not only a severe loss to his parents and friends, but to the 
class of which he was so great an ornament, and an esteemed 
associate. Since this exhibition, the Committee received 
a letter from Mrs. Charles A. Cutter, offering to place in the 
High Schoolhouse a library case and books as a memorial to 
her son, Philip C. Cutter, a member of the graduating class. 
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The offer was gratefully accepted, and the bookcase has 
been put in an eligible position in one of the lower rooms. 
It is made of mahogany, about four feet square, of unique 
and tasteful design, with glass doors, and capable of accom- 
modating one hundred volumes. On the top of the case is 
the class motto, and on the bottom the words, “In memory 
of Philip Champney Cutter.” 

Mrs. Cutter has already placed upon the shelves some sixty 
volumes of useful works, suitable for the use of the pupils, 
and intends completing the number as opportunity may allow. 

The High School now numbers 68 pupils, and of these 12 
expect to graduate this year. 


CALENDAR OF THE SCHOOL YEAR. 


The school year begins on Monday, September 3, 1883, 
and ends on Friday, June 27, 1884, making a year of forty 
weeks.

TEXT-BOOKS. 


Before the fall term, the Committee decided that Swinton’s 
Grammar School Geography be placed in the hands of the 
next entering class in the Grammar School. 

Upon recommendation of the text-book committee, it was 
voted to accept the offer of the Women’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union to place a copy of the Temperance Lesson Book 
in each room of the High and Grammar Schools, to be used 
from time to time by the teachers. 

It was also voted, thata copy of the book inculcating kind- 
ness to animals, called “‘ Voices for the Speechless,” be placed 
in each teacher’s room of the schools, to be used from time to 
time by the teachers. 

The Superintendent was authorized to expend fifty dollars 
for supplementary reading, and that sum was judiciously used 
in the purchase of suitable books, which have added greatly 
to the interest of the scholars in their reading. 

Cooley’s text-book on Chemistry has recently been intro- 
duced into the High School. 


SCHOOL DIVISIONS. 


The crowded condition of the Wyman School and the com- 
paratively small number in the Mystic, may render it necessary 
to change the boundaries of these two school divisions in or- 
der to equalize the number of pupils in each, unless the plan 
suggested by our Superintendent should be adopted. The 
principal objection urged upon the part of parents now resid- 
in the Wyman division, is to having their children cross the 
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railroad bridge on Bacon Street to get to and from the Mys- 
tic School. We think it would be advisable for the town to 
pay the expense of putting up a close board fence on the 
sides of the bridge, which would obviate the objection 
brought against children passing over the bridge. 


OUT-OF-SCHOOL LESSONS. . 


In consequence of numerous complaints from parents that 
their children were required to study their lessons a great 
deal of the time out of school hours, the following regulation 
was adopted by the School Board : — 

“Lessons to be learned out of school shall be such as 
a scholar of average capacity can learn in an hour’s study, at 
most, and shall not be required from pupils in the primary 
or intermediate classes. Grammar-school pupils shall not be 
required to study arithmetic or grammar out of school.” 


SINGING. 


The singing in all the schools the past year (except the 
Grammar) has been under the direction of Mrs. Susan C. 
Bailey, and the progress of the pupils has been very 
noticeable. | 

Mr. Swett, at the Grammar, has continued the good 
work heretofore done in this branch of study, and the sing- 
ing of his pupils shows the thoroughness of their instruction. 


MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 


The conveyance of pupils residing in the Hill division, to 
and from other schools, has been continued the past year. 
Five children have availed themselves of the opportunity 
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offered, arid we recommend the continuance of the plan and 
ask for authority to expend a sum of money not exceeding 
$300 for this object. 

On Tuesday, October 30, the schools were closed to enable 
the teachers to attend a Teachers’ Institute at Melrose. The 
time was pleasantly and profitably enjoyed by the _par- 
ticipants. 

By invitation ‘of the committee, our worthy townsman, 
Robert C. Metcalf, one of the Boston school supervisors 
gave a very interesting and instructive address to the 
teachers in the High Schoolhouse, on the afternoon of 
November 1, upon “Language.” By this, our teachers 
obtained much valuable information upon the methods of 
teaching this branch of study from one experienced and well 
qualified for the task. 

George W. Spurr and Andrew T. Todd were chosen 
truant officers, in accordance with the provisions of law, and 
required to make a detailed report of their doings to the 
Board. Officer Spurr reports thirteen cases coming under 
his jurisdiction, who were brought back from their wander- 
ings and made to see the evil tenor of their ways by this 
efficient officer. Officer Todd has not made any report of 
his doings. 

The subject of ventilation and temperature of the school- 
houses has received the careful consideration of the Com- 
mittee, and a regulation was adopted by the Board, providing 
that “Teachers must, at all times, attend carefully to the 
ventilation and temperature of the schoolrooms. The air 
must be sufficiently changed at each recess, and at the close 
of each session.” 


WS 
RULES AND ORDERS OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Early in the school year, the rules and orders of the School 
Board were revised, and adopted, as follows : — 


1. The Committee shall organize at its first meeting follow- 
ing the annual town meeting, by the choice of a chairman, 
secretary, and prudential committee of one, who shall per- 
form the duties usually appertaining to ,such offices, and 
shall continue in office one year or until their successors 
shall be chosen. 

2. The chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the Board, 
shall at the first meeting appoint [standing sub-committees 
upon the several schools, who shall serve through the year, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Board. 

3. Four members shall constitute a quorum, but a less 
number may meet and adjourn. 

4, The regular meetings of the Board shall be held in the 
Grammar Schoolhouse, upon the Friday preceding the first 
Monday of each month, at 7.30 o’clock, P.M. Special meet- 
ings shall be called by the secretary at the order of the chair- 
man, or whenever requested in writing by two members 
of the Board. 


5. The following shall be the order of business at all 
meetings : — 
1. Reading of records. 
ul. Reports of special committees. 
1. Reports of standing committees. 
IV. Petitions, and official and other communications. 
v. Unfinished business. 
vi. New business. 
6. All bills for school expenses shall first be inspected by 
the prudential committee, who, if the same are correct, shall 
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so certify thereon, and also designate thereon the account to 
which each is to be charged; after which all such bills shall 
be laid before the Board, at a meeting thereof, for approval, 
and if approved by a majority of those present, the secretary 
shall certify such approval thereon, and the prudential com- 
mittee shall forward the same to the Selectmen. 

7. The prudential committee shall not incur an expense 
in any one matter above ten dollars, without previous 
authority of the Board. 

8. The present courses of study in the schools shall 
remain as they are, unless changed at any time by a majority 
vote of the whole Board, notice of such change having been 
given at least one month previous. 

9. The standing sub-committee of any school shall have 
authority to fill any temporary vacancy which may occur, 
but shall, as soon as possible thereafter, notify the prudential 
committee. Whenever any permanent vacancy occurs, the 
standing sub-committee of the school shall report to the > 
Board at the next meeting, the names of persons whom they 
think suitable for the position; and, thereupon, the Board 
shall elect a teacher pursuant to the provisions of the rule 
regulating the election of teachers. | 

10. All committees shall report at each regular meeting of 
the Board. 

11. All omissions and suspensions of school sessions shall 
be reported, at the next meeting of the Board, by the 
member of the Board under whose direction the same were 
made. . 

12. The janitor shall act under the direction of the 
prudential committee. 

13. The annual election of teachers shall be at the regular 
meeting next preceding the first Monday in June. A 


why. 


majority vote of the whole Board shall be necessary to 
a choice of any teacher. The salaries for the year shall be 
fixed at the same time, and shall not be changed during the 
year. All teachers appointed for the first time shall be on 
probation for three months, at the end of which time the 
Board shall confirm or reject them, or extend the time of 
probation. | 

14. Cushing’s Manual is adopted as authority upon all 
points of order not herein defined. | 

15. The rules may be amended by a two-thirds vote 
of the whole Board at any regular meeting, provided that 
such amendment has been proposed in writing at a previous 
regular meeting. No rule shall be suspended against the 
objection of two members. 


SCHOOL REGULATIONS. 


The school regulations have also been revised, and now 
stand as follows :— 


1, Sesstons.—The High School shall have one daily 
session, commencing at eight o’clock, A.M., and closing at 
one o'clock, P.M., from the beginning of the spring term to 
the end of November; and for the remainder of the year, 
commencing at half-past eight o’clock, A.M., and closing at 
quarter-past one o’clock, P.M. 

In all the other schools there shall be a morning session 
commencing at nine o’clock and closing at twelve o’clock, 
and an afternoon session commencing at half-past one 
o'clock and closing at half-past three o’clock. 

2. OMISSION OF.SESSIONS.—On very stormy days the 
afternoon session will be omitted. Notice thereof will be 
given at forty-five minutes past eleven o’clock, A.M., under 
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the direction of the prudential committee, by the steam- 
whistle of Moseley’s tannery. . 

Teachers may, under the direction of the sub-committee, 
be allowed to suspend their schools two half days in the 
year for the purpose of visiting other schools. 

In case of emergency, the sub-committee of a school may 
suspend it for one or both sessions of the day. 

Except as hereinbefore provided, no session ‘of any school 
shall be omitted, or the hours changed, unless by vote of the 
Board. 


3. OPENING AND CLOSING ScHooL.—The — schoolrooms 
shall be opened by the teacher fifteen minutes, and in stormy 
or cold weather twenty minutes, before school-time. The 
pupils shall be in their seats, and the exercises of the school 
shall begin and close punctually, at the prescribed hours. 


4. ATTENDANCE.—Pupils are expected to attend the 
usual sessions, and pursue the usual exercises of the 


respective classes, unless otherwise allowed by special vote 
of the Board. 


5. REcESSES.—AIl schools, except the High, shall have 
recess of fifteen minutes in the morning, and Primary 
Schools a recess of ten minutes in the afternoon. The 
High School shall have two recesses of fifteen minutes 
each. 


6. CONTINUED ABSENCE.—Pupils absent from school for 
two weeks at one time shall cease to be members of the 
school, and the teacher, seeing sufficient reason therefor, 
may decline to readmit them without written permission 
from the sub-committee. 

7. DiscIpLINE.—The teachers shall use such discipline in 
their schools as would be used by a judicious parent in a 
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family, and shall avoid corporal punishment as far as practi- 
cable; but for gross misconduct a pupil may be punished 
(not in the presence of the school) with a rattan, upon the 
palm of the hand. A record shall be kept of all cases of such 
punishment, stating the name of the pupil and of the offence, 
and a copy of the record shall be given to the Chairman of 
the Board before the next regular meeting. Teachers may also 
suspend a pupil for sufficient cause, but shall immediately, 
in writing, report the suspension and cause to the parent 
or guardian of the pupil and to the Chairman of the Board. 

8. DETENTION OF PupiILs.—Pupils delinquent in their 
studies or deportment, or requiring special assistance, may 
be detained by the teacher a half-hour after the afternoon 
session, except in the High School, where the principal may 
recall such pupils in the afternoon for one hour. 

9. MontHLty Reports.—In the High and Grammar 
Schools, monthly reports of the deportment and scholarship 
of the pupils shall be sent to their parents or guardians. 

10. PROMOTION AND GRADUATION. — Promotions in all 
the schools, and graduations from the High School, shall be 
under the direction of the Board. | 

11. CHANGING oF ScHOOLS. — Pupils may be transferred 
from one school to another by consent of the sub-committees 
of both schools. - 

12. TrRuANcY.— Teachers shall report to a truant-officer 
all cases of pupils habitually truant. 

13. Report or ImporTANT MArTTERS. — Teachers are 
expected to report to the Committee all important matters 
relating to their schools. 

14. Presents. — The giving of presents to teachers by 
schools or classes is prohibited. 
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15. HEALTH, MORALS, AND POLITENESS. — Teachers shall 
use all suitable means to promote health, good morals, and 
politeness among their pupils. 

16. VENTILATION AND TEMPERATURE. — Teachers must, 
at all times, attend carefully to the ventilation and tem- 
perature of the schoolrooms. The air must be sufficiently 
changed at each recess and at the close of each session. 

17. Contacious DisrEAsEs.—No person residing in a 
family where there is, or has recently been, a case of small- 
pox, scarlet fever, measles, diphtheria, or such other con- 
tagious diseases as shall be indicated by the Board of Health, 
_ shall attend school until the attending physician shall have 
certified to the teacher that the infected premises have been 
thoroughly disinfected, and that, in his opinion, the period of 
danger from infection has passed. 

18. District BouNDARIgS.— The boundaries of the 
school districts are as follows:— | 

Rumford, — That part of the town lying west of the 
Woburn Branch Railroad and north of, but not including, 
Park Street. 

Wyman, — That part of the town lying west of the Boston 
and Lowell Railroad and south of, and including, Park 
Street. 

Washington, — That part of the town lying east of the 
Woburn Branch Railroad and north of a line half way 
between Cross and Swanton Streets, extended to the easterly 
boundary line of the town. 

Highland, — That part of the town lying within the fol- 
lowing boundaries: Beginning at a point where the line 
half way between Cross and Swanton Streets, prolonged, 
meets the easterly boundary line of the town; thence 
westerly by said prolonged line to the middle of Washing- 
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ton Street; thence southerly by the middle line of Wash- 
ington Street to Bridge Street; thence by Bridge Street to 
Elm Street; thence by Elm Street to Mt. Vernon Street; 
thence by Mt. Vernon Street to Ash Street; thence by Ash 
Street to Myrtle Street; thence easterly by, and including, 
both sides of Myrtle Street to the town line, and thence 
northerly by the town line, to the point of beginning. 

Chapin, — That part of the town bounded west by the 
Woburn Branch Railroad; north by a line half way between 
Cross and Swanton Streets; south by the north line-of the 
residence of J. B. Judkins, and east by the centre line of 
Washington Street. 

Gifford, — That part of the town bounded west by the 
Boston and Lowell Railroad ; ‘north by the north line of the 
residence of J. B. Judkins; east and north by the Highland 
district, and south by, but not including, Mystic Avenue and 
Prospect Street. 

Mystic, — That part of the town lying east of the Boston 
and Lowell Railroad and south of, and including, rei 
Avenue and Prospect Street. 

The Grammar and High Schools receive pupils from the 
whole town. 

19. Oor-oF-ScHOOL Lessons. — Lessons to be learned out 
of school shall be such as a scholar of average capacity can 
learn in an hour’s study, at most, and shall not be required 
from pupils in the primary or intermediate classes. Gram- 
mar-school pupils shall not be required to study arithmetic 
or grammar out of school. 


THE COURSES OF STUDY 


In all the school grades have been revised by the Super- 
intendent and Committee, and are here given in detail, as 
follows : — 
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GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 
THIRD CLASS. 


Reading, in prescribed text-book, and supplementary 
readers. 

Spelling. Words selected from the prescribed text-book, 
the reading-books, and the other text-books. 

Language. Oraland written exercises, consisting of descrip- 
tions, narratives, letters,etc. The parts of speech, and analysis, 
and construction of easy examples of simple, compound, and 
complex sentences. 

Geography, in prescribed text-book, to South America. 
To be studied topically, omitting or passing lightly over 
unimportant details. 

Arithmetic. Subjects contained in the prescribed text- 
book, to compound numbers, with the review of the work of 
the intermediate classes, including mental arithmetic. 

Penmanship. Drawing. 


SECOND CLASS. 


Reading. From prescribed text-book, and supplementary 
readers. 

Spelling. Words selected from the prescribed text-book, 
reader, geography, history, etc. 

United States History. ‘Through the Revolutionary War, 
to be studied topically with a view to fixing the most 
important events in the memory, and interesting pupils in 
the history of our country. 

Language. Oral and written exercises, as in Class Third, 
with the addition of exercises in historical topics. Analysis 
and construction of sentences as in Class Third in exercises 
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adapted to the advancement of this class. The inflections of 
nouns, pronouns, verbs, adjectives, and adverbs. 

Geography. From South America in prescribed text-book, 
through Europe, Asia, Africa, and Polynesia, to be studied 
topically, with a view of imparting such a general knowledge 
as will be of practical value, and such as pupils may reason- 
ably be expected to retain. 

Arithmetic. Review the work of the Third Class, and take 
compound numbers, and percentage to interest, with such 
portions of the mental arithmetic as may be useful in illus- 
trating the written work. 


Penmanship. Drawing. 


FIRST CLASS. 


Reading, from prescribed text-book and supplementary 
readers. 


Spelling. Words selected as in the Second Class. 

United States History, from the Revolutionary War to the 
present time, with a general review of the work of the Sec- 
ond Class, the object being the same as that specified in the 
Second Class. 

Language. Continued practice in oral and written exer- 
cises, in the use of language, as specified for Second Class. 
Analysis and construction of sentences adapted to pupil’s 
advancement, with an application of the work of the pre- 
ceding classes in parsing. 

Arithmetic, through the subjects in the prescribed text- 
book (except such subjects as may be designated by the 
Committee), with a general review of the work of the pre- 
ceding class. ; 

Geography. A general review of work of preceding 
classes, with special attention to mathematical geography. 
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Natural History. Subjects selected from the prescribed 
text-books. 
Penmanship. Drawing. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Grammar. <A critically correct use of language requires 
not only knowledge of the structure of sentences, but of the 
inflections and the correct forms to be used in the various 
relations in which words occur. 

No definite rules can be given for the arrangement of the 
elements of a sentence, but, by the analysis and construction 
of sentences, pupils may be trained to express their ideas 
clearly, and to avoid ambiguity. 

The inflections and rules of syntax are so few in our 
language, that it is believed less time is required in parsing, 
to teach the practical application of them than has usually 
been given. 

Arithmetic. In this branch, as in the others, it is not 
intended that the text-book should be followed any farther 
than it may be used as an aid in teaching the subjects 
included in it. 

A great many examples adapted to the capacity of a pupil, 
and illustrating a principle, will impress it more deeply on 
his mind, than problems containing conditions which he finds 
it difficult to comprehend, and which: must of course, from 
their length and difficulty, be fewer in number. 

Spelling. It is desirable that pupils should be able to use 
on paper (that is, spell) all words with which they are 
sufficiently familiar to use orally. They should also be 
constantly increasing their vocabulary by spelling and 
becoming familiar with words which they partially under- 
stand when used in sentences, but with which they are not 
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sufficiently acquainted to- use them readily and accurately. 
This class of words will be constantly met with in all the 
text-books and in every recitation. Having them written 
on the blackboard or slate, as they occur, and explained, and 
their use illustrated in the spelling lesson, will tend to give 
pupils such an acquaintance with them, that they will be 
able to use them correctly and with facility. 

As spelling has reference only to written (or printed) 
language, it would seem that the general principle, “ that we 
learn by doing,” necessarily implies that spelling should be 
conducted chiefly by written exercises. 

Mistory and Geography. ‘These branches studied topically, 
and made the subjects for written exercises, will train pupils - 
to the habit of selecting the most important matters in what 
they read, and disregarding unimportant details. Thus, 
while they furnish the best possible review of the history and 
geography lesson, they afford excellent material for 
a language lesson. ; 

The programme for daily work should be so arranged that 
the time for study and recitation may be equitably divided ; 
and the lessons should be such as a pupil of average ability 
can prepare in the time allotted for study. 

This will make it necessary in most lessons, that the class 
consist of two divisions. 

The lesson to be prepared at home will afford an opportu- 
nity for the teacher to begin with the recitation of one divi- 
sion, while the other division is preparing a school lesson. 
The other division then being called on to recite the home 
lesson, each division will have time to prepare the next les- 
son. 

The time allotted to the several exercises and recitations 
may be roughly estimated thus : — |

Spelling, both oral and written, of words in common use, 
and such as may be selected from the spelling-book or other 
text-books used. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Exercises in articulation should be practised daily, either 
in concert or alone, by all the classes, except, perhaps, the 
lowest primary. With these should be taught the element- 
ary sounds, and the more difficult combinations. 

Regular exercises in penmanship in all the classes, the 


intermediate classes using pen and ink. 
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In geography, the judgment of teachers must be used in 
selecting the most important facts, and fixing them in the 
memory by map-drawing, conversational and written exer- 
cises. The remainder of the geography may be used, at the 
discretion of teachers, as reading and conversational exer- 
cises. 

In dividing the work for the several classes in arithmetic, 
it is not intended to limit the teacher to the examples in the 
book, but to indicate the subjects to be taught. 

The more ingenuity the teacher shows in giving interesting 
and practical examples containing the principles under con- 
sideration, the more successful she will be. 

As all arithmetical questions are solved by the proper 
application of the four fundamental rules, there should be 
daily practice in them, with a view to rapidity and accuracy. 

Constant practice in the multiplication and division tables 
should be kept up till answers are given accurately and 
instantly.

FINANCIAL. 


On account of the many changes which have occurred in 
our corps of teachers the past year, the expenditures under 
that head has not been quite as large as estimated. But as 
our teachers are now, we hope, permanently located for the 
remainder of the school year at least, and their salaries 
fixed, the future expenditures in this respect will be much 
larger. Furthermore, the present Legislature has enacted 
a law whereby cities and towns are required to furnish 
school children with all their text-books and supplies free 
of cost, which will involve an ‘expense to this town of some 
$1,000.

REPORT OF THE PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


The following abridged account of the manner in which 
the school appropriations have been expended is respectfully 
submitted, together with a few suggestions as to future needs. 
An unabridged account will be foitnd in the report of the 
Auditors. ; 


Receipts and expenditures are as follows : —

Of the $380.44 transferred from the account of the ‘“ Com- 
‘mittee on altering and enlarging the Grammar Schoolhouse,” 
all but $1.90 was absorbed in paying the outstanding bills 
contracted by that committee, leaving $1,582.03 for com- 
pleting the work left unfinished by said committee, and 
making general repairs and improvements on the school 
buildings and grounds. About $300 was required to finish 
this special work. 
_ The brick foundation of the near addition was found to be 
in such an insecure condition, that it had to be taken down 
and relaid. The interior, which was left in the rough, was 
divided by a partition into two apartments, in accordance

with the plan of the old closets, and the sides and ceilings 
were sheathed and finished in oil and varnish. Concrete 
floors were laid, lead-lined tanks put in, and various other 
arrangements made to promote convenience, and to ensure 
freedom from unpleasant and unhealthy influences. The 
results thus far have been very satisfactory. One thing is 
still lacking,—the drainage basin has become insufficient 
and an additional one should be built. 

New steps have been constructed at the rear entrances of 
the house, and caps builé over them just above the doors as 
a protection against ice and snow. 

A good deal of work has been done around the house in 
bringing the grounds up to proper grade. The services of 
Nicholas Fitzgerald, who has had considerable practical 
experience in such matters, were secured, and the work 
was carried through without the assistance of a professional 
engineer. 

A large part of the yard was dug over to depths varying 
from four inches to four feet, according to the thickness of 
the loam. This was thrown back, the trenches filled with 
gravel to the required level and the loam was replaced on 
top to the depth of ten or twelve inches. This involved 
considerable labor, but it was found to be much less expen- 
sive than buying the loam and having it teamed from 
a distance. ¢ 

The peculiar stratification gone through was somewhat 
interesting as an indication of the number of attempts that 
had been made to bring the lot up to proper grade. Five or. 
six different formations were sometimes cut through before 
the original hard-pan was reached. ‘Three hundred and 
fifty-nine loads of filling were teamed from Henry Stone’s 
gravel-bank, fifty-three from other sources, and two hundred 
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and five loads of loam, mostly from the town lot near the 
Highland School, were used, making the whole number of 
loads hauled six hundred and seventeen. It was found to be 
more economical to pay ten cents a load for loose gravel 
near at hand, than to get it from the town lot, which would 
involve a vigorous use of the pickaxe. The walks leading 
to the front entrance of the building have been graded and 
concreted, and those at the rear have been repaired and 
enlarged. The abutting sidewalks on Mt. Vernon and 
Myrtle Streets have also been concreted —half of the 
expense only being charged to the school account. The 
fences around the lot have been righted and repaired and 
given two coats of paint. The post and rail fence is con- 
siderably decayed and will not last many years. 

The total cost of the improvements made on the grounds 
is not far from $460. The outside of the house has received 
two good coats of paint. Various minor and _ interior 
repairs and improvements have also been made. ‘The whole 
amount expended on the building and grounds, not including 
the $300 required to complete the work of the Building 
Comunittee, is about $850. 

The whole estate is now in good order and but very little 
outlay is ikely to be needed for a number of years. 

The fine appearance of this schoolhouse, and the conspic- 
uous position it occupies, make it an important feature in this 
section of the town; and it is earnestly hoped that the girls 
and boys who enjoy school privileges here, and all other citi- 
zens, will be interested in the preservation and improvement 
of the property, and will refrain from defacing the building, 
and from thoughtlessly trespassing on the grounds where no 
walks have been provided. 

While the work of grading was in progress, various views 
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in regard to landscape gardening were propounded, and many 
suggestions, practical and otherwise, were offered, and were 
given due consideration. 

About the first of August a petition, bearing the signatures 
of nineteen citizens living in the vicinity, was received and 
was taken under careful consideration. The document con- 
tained assurance of interest in the contemplated improve- 
ments and in the progress of the work, and also an itemized 
request in relation to the details of the undertaking. 

The greater part of these requests were essentially 
included in the plan which had been adopted and was at the 
time in process of execution. But the original plan did not 
contemplate the discontinuance of the front walks and the 
Washington-street entrance as requested in the petition. 
These proposed changes were brought to the notice of every 
member of the School Board, and they were unanimous in 
the opinion that better results, both artistical and practi- 
cal, could be reached by a substantial adherence tu the 
original designs. 

The architectural proportions of the building, and the 
ornamental designs of the fagade, are such as seem to render 
a front approach more fitting and more agreeable than any 
other could be. If this walk should be obliterated and the 
front yard made into a lawn, the trees which now border the 
walk would seem out of place, and would be continually 
suggesting a front approach. 

As a matter of convenience the present arrangement is 
certainly preferable. 

But there is a more practical side that should not be 
entirely lost sight of. 

The lot and the building were designed for practical 
purposes. ‘To those who reside in the immediate neighbor- 
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hood, it may naturally seem of paramount importance to have 
the front half of the lot reserved and adorned in keeping with 
the lawns and gardens of private estates; but from the 
school-boy’s standpoint of view the aspect of the case is 
changed. He wants and needs a playground, and if this. 
large portion of the yard should be reserved, his opportu- 
nities for out-of-door amusements would be very restricted. 
But it certainly seems desirable to limit the use of this 
front portion to such games and pastimes as will not 
materially interfere with a uniform growth of grass. 

Considerable work has been done at the Rumford School- 
house. In both rooms the ceilings have been whitened and 
the walls painted and varnished. About three quarters of 
the roof is in a leaky condition and should be shingled the 
coming year. 

The walls and woodwork of the-Mystic schoolroom have 
also been painted and varnished. ‘This building is in an 
exposed place and should have double windows on the 
north side. 

The roof of the Wyman Schoolhouse is in a very bad state 
and should be shingled as soon as is practicable. 

The Highland Schoolhouse has been painted one coat. It 
has been supplied with Highland water, from the main on 
Stevens Street. It would be well to have the boundaries of 
this lot’defined, and a suitable fence put up. 

The Chapin School fence has been painted two coats. A 
few repairs or alterations are desirable in the basement of 
this building, in connection with, the rear extension, and 
a small amount of concrete work should be done around the 
outside of the building to keep the water from running into 
the cellar. The roof of this house has been repaired. 

The High Schoolhouse has received two coats of paint, 
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and the work has been thoroughly done. The roof was 
found to leak in about thirty places, and the slating has been 
examined and repaired. The head of one of the chimneys 
is in an unsound condition and will soon have to be relaid. 
A few repairs have been made in the closets at the rear, but 
they are still in an unsatisfactory state. The odor from them 
is sometimes very annoying in all parts of the building. 
Their construction is faulty, and it is desirable, and would 
not be very expensive to have them remodeled somewhat after 
the plan of those in the Grammar Schoolhouse. The six- 
foot board fence on the north side of this lot should be 
rebuilt. The boards will do to use again, but the rails and 
posts will have to be replaced. Many of the latter have 
rotted off, and what keeps the fence up is a mystery. 

Many complaints have been made by both scholars and 
parents in regard to the seats in the main room of this house. 
They are pretty to look at, and comfortable to use when in 
good condition, but most of them are rarely in that kind of 
condition. They are peculiarly constructed. There are no 
other school seats like them in the town, and probably never 
will be. A large number of tacks and small screws enter 
into their composition, and these are constantly working out, 
and acting as so many hooks to catch the clothes of the 
occupants. 

Many dresses have been more or less injured in this way, 
to the great annoyance of pupils and parents. 

When these seats get out of repair, it is almost impossible 
to get them in fair order again. 

The desks also should be repaired or replaced. 

The costs of new seats and desks would be from $275 to 
$375, according to the kind selected. The floor of this 


room is badly worn, and if new furniture is put in, it would 
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seem advisable to lay a new hard-pine floor, which could be 
done for about $170. The furniture would come under the 
head of incidentals, and the floor would be charged to the 
repair account. The walls also need some attention. Noth- 
ing has been done to them for a long time. | 

The Hill schoolhouse is in a fair state of preservation for 
an unoccupied building. It bears internal evidence of an 
occasional sewing society or picnic party, but nothing definite 
is known. Some other slight repairs and improvements are 
needed on the various school buildings, but with the excep- 
tions above noted they are all in good condition. A coat of 
paint could be put on to two or three of the houses to good 
advantage. It would be better economy to have the houses 
painted one good coat about once in three years, than to_ 
wait till the old paint is all worn through and then put on 
two coats. By the former method the paint will do better 
service and the buildings will be better protected. For 
doing the work referred to above and for providing for un- 
foreseen contingencies an appropriation of 1,200 is 
recommended.

SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of Winchester : — 


In making this, my second report as Superintendent of 
your schools, I wish to bear testimony to the devotion of the 
teachers generally to the best interest of their schools, and 
their desire to learn and adopt the most approved methods of 
instruction. Itis to aid them, so far as I was able in this 
respect, that my labors have been chiefly directed. 

The organization of the schools is, to a great extent, fixed 
by circumstances over which neither teachers nor superin- 
tendent have control. 

Of the grading of the schools, I spoke in my report of last 
year. What I then said is true of them now, and I know of 
no way to remedy the evils incident to a sparse population 
such as exists in the Washington, Mystic, Highland, and 
Wyman Schools, except by furnishing pupils some means of 
conveyance, and thus bringing together a sufficient number 
to render a judicious grading possible. 

Whether it is practicable to do it in Winchester, I am not 
able to say. I know that in many towns in the State, sim- 
ilarly situated, it has been done, and, I am told by Secretary 
Dickinson, that the practice is increasing, adding much to 
the efficiency of the schools; and without adding to, but fre- 
quently reducing, their expense. 
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Thus, if the pupils of the Washington School could be 
furnished with suitable conveyance to the Chapin, they 
might easily be distributed in the several classes to which 
they belong, without making those classes unreasonably 
large. | 

Here would be the saving of salary of one teacher, with 
cost of heating, and the care of one schoolhouse, against the 
expense of providing for transportation. Nor would trans- 
portation be necessary for a considerable part of the older 
pupils, during most of the year, as the distance they would 
have to walk would not be greater than that of many of the 
Grammar School pupils now. 

That it would furnish better opportunities, especially for 
the younger pupils, than is possible in an ungraded school of 
six classes, as the Washington necessarily has, I think any 
one will admit who will spend a day in each of the schools. 
I say this without imputing the advantage of one over the 
other to the greater skill or faithfulness of the teachers, but 
simply to show the beneficial effects of a judicious system of 
grading. 

It would be a great benefit both to the Mystic and the 
Wyman Schools if they could be brought into such proximity, 
that the primary could be separated from the intermediate 
classes. The grading would not then be all that could be 
desired, but each teacher would then have but three, instead 
of six classes, a very great gain, as the schools with their 
present teachers would show. 


CHANGE OF TEACHERS. 


One of the greatest evils existing in our schools, not only 
in Winchester, but in other towns, is a frequent change of 
teachers. 
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This cannot be wholly remedied. Most of our female 
teachers do not enter upon their duties with the expectation 
of making teaching a life-work. Some leave to become 
heads of families, for which I believe faithful service in the 
schoolroom is an excellent preparative, and some are called 
to more lucrative positions in our cities and larger towns. 
It is poor economy to let an excellent teacher go, except for 
the former cause, if a reasonable increase in salary will 
prevent it. 

Our schools have suffered much from changes during the 
past year. 

The resignation of Miss Richardson, of the Washington 
School, whose long and successful service had won the 
esteem of the Committee, the confidence of the parents, and 
the love of the children in her district, was a real loss. The 
same may be said of Miss Holton, of the Rumford School, 
who delighted in, and seemed specially adapted to, the 
primary classes in that school. 

In saying this, let me not be understood as, in any degree, 
depreciating the services of those who have taken their 
places. On the contrary, coming as they did, with little or no 
experience in teaching, they have attained a degree of suc- 
cess highly creditable, and give promise, after a reasonable 
experience, of meriting what I have said of their predecessors. 

The promotion of Miss Hinckley to the Grammar School 
left a vacancy in the Chapin Intermediate, which was filled 
by the promotion of Miss Smith from a primary class, where 
she had done excellent work, and the appointment of Miss 
Harriman to the place vacated by Miss Smith. Miss Harri- 
man, though she came to the place with little experience, 
has done well, and is: constantly improving, as the result of 
experience. 
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Taking our primary and intermediate teachers as a whole, 
I think they compare very favorably with those in the neigh- 
boring towns; and from a pretty extensive acquaintance 
with the schools in our vicinity, I know of no Grammar ’ 
School where the master has a more faithful, intelligent, and 
successful body of assistants than Mr. Swett. Withso many 
new teachers of little experience, my visits have not been 
so equally distributed as they were last year. I have made 
them where I thought they would “do the most good.” 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


In this school, also, a vacancy existed at the beginning of 
the year, caused by the resignation of Miss Wetherbee. 
This vacancy has been filled by the appointment of Miss. 
Hammond, a graduate of the Boston University; a good 
scholar, but without experience as a teacher. 

This school, as at present organized, is worthy of the sup- 
port and confidence of the town. Mr. Parkhurst is untiring 
in his efforts to make it, in all respects, a first-class high 
school. He has systematized the courses of study so as to 
adapt them to pupils fitting for college, for the Institute of 
Technology, and for business. 

At present there is one pupil who has passed his prelim- 
inary examination at Harvard, and will be prepared to enter 
college in June. There are, also, four who will enter the 
Institute of Technology at the same time. 

To one visiting the school from time to time, as I have 
done, its steady improvement has been manifest. From my 
acquaintance with the high schools in the vicinity, I should 
feel confident, were Ia resident of Winchester, that a boy 
would receive as good classical instruction for a college

course, in the Winchester High School as in other high 
schools in the vicinity. — 

One of the agents of the Board of Education, who has 
recently spent a day in this school, speaks in high terms of 
the discipline and spirit of the school, and the instruction in 
the classics, by Mr. Parkhurst, as very thorough. 

I think it would be better for the pupils of our Grammar 
and High School if they averaged a year older, when ad- 
mitted. They would then be better fitted to enter upon 
the courses of study in these schools, and their greater 
maturity would enable them to profit more by the mental 


discipline of the studies. 


SUPPLEMENTARY READING. 


The appropriation for supplementary reading made by the 
Committee has proved a good investment. Children are 
eager for the new books, as they are circulated, periodically, 
among the different schools. This gives each pupil, at brief 
periods, something fresh and interesting to read, to talk 
about, and perhaps to reproduce, in his own language, on 
the slate or paper. 

So much also is read, adapted to the capacity of pupils in 
the several classes, that the step from the First to the Second 
and Third Readers is hardly perceived. It may be safely said 
that nothing has done more to interest pupils, and make the 
school what it should be,—a pleasant place, — than this 
introduction of new and interesting reading matter. 

A portion of the appropriation was spent for the benefit 
of the Grammar School, which is now supplied with twenty- 
five copies of Stories from American History, by Dodge; 
sixty copies of True Stories from New England History 
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(twenty of each number), by Hawthorne; and twenty copies 
(ten of each set) of modern classics. 

Besides these, we had twenty copies of “ Choice Selections 
from Washington Irving,” and forty copies of “ Classes for 
Children,” from Mr. Ginn, at a merely nominal price. In 
fact, more than half of the books obtained from Mr. Ginn 
should be regarded as a donation. 

These books, as well as those for the Primary and datos 
mediate Schools are kept at the Grammar Schoolhouse, Mr. 
Swett having kindly offered to distribute them, and attend to 
their exchange, at fixed times. 


MUSIC. 


This department, under the instruction of Mrs. Bailey, has 
taken a permanent place in our schools, and the results of 
her teaching are worthy of all praise. She has a happy 
faculty of training the voice to a good intonation, one of 
the most important things in musical instruction, and her 
presence is always welcomed by teachers and pupils. 


SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENCE. 


The subject of school superintendence has recently 
received much attention from educators, not only in this 
State, but wherever in our country a public school system 
exists. 

Especially in this State has the Board of Education, 
through its efficient secretary, done much to induce the 
smaller towns to unite, and thus secure the services of a 
competent superintendent a portion of the time without an 
unreasonable expenditure. The advice of the secretary has 
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‘been adopted in many places, and generally with satisfactory 
results. 

Our cities and larger towns all, or nearly all, have super- 
intendents, and yet it must be apparent to all, that in the 
smaller towns where salaries are less, and where teachers of 
less experience must be employed, the necessity for a 
judicious adviser is greater than where the salaries command 
the services of more experienced teachers. 

The position of a superintendent is, in some respects, 
peculiar. He has no authority other than that delegated to 
him by the Committee. He is dependent, almost entirely on 
influence rather than authority. 

Such, I have understood to be my proper sphere of action, 
and, instead of dogmatic instructions, I have aimed, by sug- 
gestions and illustrations, to lead teachers to the most 
approved methods of instruction and discipline with which 
I am aquainted. 

I have not been anxious that the hint or suggestion 
should be recognized as coming from me. I rather prefer 
that the teacher should feel that it is her own, unconscious, 
perhaps, of any external aid. This I think a sound prin- 
ciple, not only in relation to superintendent and teachers, 
but in the teacher’s manner of giving instruction to her 
pupils. 

Ruskin says, “It is quite an inexorable law of this poor 
human nature of ours, that in the development of its 
healthy infancy, it is put by Heaven under the absolute 
necessity of wsing its imagination as well as its ‘lungs and 
legs; that it is forced to develop its power of znvention, as a 
bird its feathers of flight.” 

A suggestion hardly recognized, may give direction to the 
efforts of a pupil, and lead him to do for himself what no 
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direct instruction could have secured. It gives him, also, a 
sense of power which no passive reception of knowledge 
from the teacher or text-book can impart. 

In closing this report, I wish to say that the generous sup- 
port of the Committee and the general spirit of the teachers 
and pupils have made the performance of my duties pleas- 
ant, and given me a lasting interest in the Winchester 
schools. I sometimes hear it said that school children are 
less respectful now than they were many years ago, when 
school and home discipline were more severe. I must say, in 
justice to the present generation, that my experience of 
something more than fifty years, does not confirm the state- 
ment, whether in school or out. During all the time that I 
have been connected with the schools of Winchester, to the 
best of my recollection, I have not passed a pupil on the 
street from whom I have not received a kind recognition. 
Had it been otherwise, I should have suspected that the ill 
manners of the pupil was but a reflection of my disregard 
of him.

OF THE 


WINCHESTER WATER BOARD. 


The work of the past year has been of routine nature, and 
our report is uninteresting. The Auditor’s Report, showing 
how appropriations for this department have been expended, 
and of the Registrar, showing receipts of revenue, are as 
interesting matters as can be found. 

Our appropriations in the aggregate are not exceeded, and 
all bills known to us have been paid. The accounts of this 
department having been only three in number for the past 
year, there has been no systematic record keeping. 

We have depended on the town books. Some confusion 
has arisen thereby. The Bacon Street account was kept 
distinctly, but there is a disposition on our part to 
consider the appropriations for construction and_ for 
maintenance as a ‘gross. sum. The amount allowed for 
Bacon Street was exceeded by reason of the decision to use 
heavier material, and to do the work more thoroughly, than 
was intended in the beginning. The iron for the pipe shells 
is two gauges heavier than usual and the cost of working, 
lining, and fitting was proportionately increased. Instead 
of lining the pipe ourselves, as was intended, we delivered the 
iron to the Medford water department, and the pipe complete 
in every respect was returned. Our facilities for lining are not 
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equal to such work. There is no immediate prospect of any 
disturbance to this line of pipe, by tapping for services, and 
there is expected to be no repairs or expenses attending its 
maintenance. 

The satisfaction of having perfect work at ordinary cost is 
warrant, perhaps, for the excess of expense over estimate. 

' Paying the fixed charges does not leave much of the 
$2,000 appropriated for maintenance, for actual repairing 
purposes. 

The report made to the Board of the condition of the 
mechanical department of water service is made a part of our 
report, and so brings to the notice of the town, matters upon 
which we submit some recommendations. 


To THE WATER BOARD: — 

Gentlemen, — Agreeably to custom and your request, I 
submit a report upon the condition of the mechanical depart- 
ment of water service, and upon such work therein as 
requires notice and performed under your direction, during 
the year past. 


THE RESERVOIR. 


The water in the reservoir has reached a lower "point than 
ever before. By reference to the annexed table, which is a 
continuation of that of last year, you will notice that the 
reservoir was full and overflowed from April 24 to April 29. 

Again it was so from May 23 to May 28. From the latter 
date the water began to fall, and continued falling, till 
December 18, when it reached the lowest point, namely, six 
feet and seven inches below the. level of overflow. 

Before frost came, the grass and bushes were cut around 
the edges of the reservoir, and all stumps, brush, leaves, and 
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such loose vegetable matter as accumulates in shoal places, 
were collected, dried, and burned. Continued attention in 
this respect will result, shortly, as you have stated, in sur- 
rounding the basin with a clean gravel and rocky beach, 
improve the general appearance, and tend to preserve the 
clearness and purity of the water. 

The small dam at the outlet of Dike’s meadow brook has 
received the required attention and is in good condition. 

The condition of the fences about the reservoir, and of 
the concrete walk on the top of the dam, is not what it 
should be, but your knowledge will lead to the necessary ac- 
tion. 

SERVICE-PIPES. 


Most of the complaints made by water-takers of lack of 
supply arise from rust in the service-pipes. Some of the 
pipes taken up this year are filled with rust and, furthermore, 
are eaten through. Cement-lined pipes have been laid 
wherever service-pipes were renewed. The number so 
replaced is sixty-five. The number of new services laid is 
fifty-one, and all, too, of cement-lined pipe. 


GATES AND HYDRANTS. 


£ 


All decayed gate and service-boxes have been renewed, 
and the substitutes were made of kyanized lumber. The 
untreated wood has lasted only five or six years, while the 
kyanized wood used is as sound to-day as when putin. All 
the gate-boxes are now in good order. Repairs, as directed, 
have been made on several of the gates, and where defective 
parts were found, new ones were supplied. All the hydrants 
have been examined thoroughly and found to be in good 
working order. In a few instances complaint has been made 
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of difficulty in opening hydrants, but the trouble is occasioned 
only by pressure of the water against the valves and not by 
the faulty condition of the hydrant, for when the pressure 
is shut off, the parts work easily enough. The Boston 
hydrants are in perfect condition, but two or three of the 
Newport pattern, owing to defective construction, are slightly 
out of order, though their usefulness is not impaired nor 
their reliability doubted. When these hydrants are open, 
water escapes through the drip opening. It is a difficult 
thing to remedy. The ground too, becomes so compact. 
about the base of these defective hydrants that water will. 
no longer soak away, but this can be remedied and shall 
have my attention early in the spring. All the hydrants 
have been painted this year. 


BACON-STREET MAIN. 


The work of laying a new main in Bacon Street is com- 
pleted as planned. A circuit is now made to the west side, 
independent of the main through the centre of the town. 

The gates on Church Street are arranged according to your 
design, and that line may now be closed, and yet the Bacon- 
street main will supply the whole west side. The length of 
the new Bacon-street main is 1,608 feet, and connects the 
four-inch main which ends at the hydrant opposite Bacon’s 
driveway, with the four-inch main. which ends near the 
Mystic Schoolhouse. The new line is all six-inch pipe, and 
is cement lined, excepting a short portion under the railroad 
track, where you directed cast-iron pipe to be laid. Upon the 
river bridge, the pipe rests on a flooring of white pine plank, 
placed on the stone-covering of the bridge. As a portion of 
this main is at the lowest grade in town, and so subjected to 
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the highest water pressure, your precautions for securing 
extra strength, absolute protection, and a solid bed to 
prevent jamming by the railroad trains, have been faithfully 
carried out, and, in my opinion, this is the best line of pipe, 
in every way, in town. ‘The four-inch Boston hydrant at the 
west end of the line has been replaced by a six-inch double- 
valve hydrant of the same make. The line of four-inch pipe 
running from this hydrant to Church Street is 1,836 feet 
long. You will remember that the grade of the street along 
there has been lowered, and the pipe is too near the surface 
of the road for safety. 

On the easterly end the pipe, from a point about opposite 
the Mystic Schoolhouse to the main at Symmes’s corner, is 
' 306 feet in length of four-inch. The contemplated change 
of making this a six-inch main from Symmes’s corner to 
Church Street and the necessary lowering, for safety, on the 
westerly end, will have your attention, of course, in due 


time. 
SWANTON-STREET MAIN. 


The Swanton-street line has given no further trouble or 
uneasiness since it was so carefully overhauled and relaid 
over the water-bridge. The four hundred feet so repaired, 
however, is but a small part of the distance that requires 
attention, 

In relaying the pipe over the water-bridge, a wooden box 
of three-inch pine plank was made, and the pipe laid therein 
and packed in hair. Knowing this to be a very cold place, 
and where great responsibility rests on the water supply for 
fire protection and for steam, your frequent inspection of the 
work while in progress satisfies you of the security of this 
place for the present. 
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About three hundred feet of the two-inch pipe on Wild- 
wood Street, where the grade was lowered, has been placed 
at proper depth, and about two hundred feet of the four-inch 
pipe has been protected by boxing and hair. 

The amount of two-inch pipe laid in the private way run- 
ning from Grove Street toward Bacon’s bridge is 810 feet. 
On the private way from Lake Street to Blank’s tannery, 
570 feet of one-and-a-halfinch pipe was laid. 

Of the necessity of more room for our pipe work in the 
shop, you are well aware. Such plans for improvement of 
the present quarters as you have considered, it is hoped may 
lead to the accomplishment of the object. It would seem 
as though a complete pipe-lining equipment and room to 
work would be an economical measure to adopt. 

There have been no serious breaks or interruptions in the 
water system during the year, and the supply has been satis- 
factory, generally, but in warm weather, when much water 
is being used, some of the water-takers in the higher parts 
of the town have complained of a lack of pressure, and 
others have had no water. This last complaint of no water 
has been considered in your previous reports. The lack of 
pressure was somewhat overcome by removing parts of the 
check valve in the main just below the dam. The valves 
were partly closed by a coating of rust which prevented the 
valves from moving easily. One cover was ‘taken out and 
the other opened to its capacity and there secured. ‘The 
pressure gauge in the centre of the town showed an increase, 
after the overhauling of the check valve. 


SOUTH RESERVOIR. 


By your instruction I have made frequent trips to the 
South Reservoir, to see that the buildings there remained 
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unmolested, and to observe the condition of the place 
generally. 

Excepting some boyish mischief like shooting the glass 
out of the boiler-shed window, there have been no depreda- 
tions, and every part of the work remains as it was when 
abandoned. ‘The waste-pipe is open, and no water has been 
allowed to collect in the reservoir.

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As to water supply, another season like the past will 
require strict observance of rules by water-takers, and they 
may expect notice of restriction. Equal justice in distribu- 
tion can be maintained in no other way. ‘The desirability of 
more water we will not discuss, as the subject is considered 
n previous reports, and steps in that direction have been 
itaken in the partial completion of another storage basin 

The fences about the reservoir are a constant source of. 
expense in repairing. We would like to build a barbed wire 
fence all around the reservoir. The work need not be done 
in one season. Instead of repairing when necessary the 
present walls and fences, let such parts be built new and ina 

few seasons the work will be done and at a moderate expense. 
‘at he annoyance of limited supply of water by reason of 
rust in service-pipes will be over as soon as the iron pipe is 
changed for cement-lined pipe. 

Such parts of the gates as have been found defective have 
been replaced by the manufacturers at no cost to the town. 
To make the Bacon-street new main available to its 
capacity, the four-inch pipe on the easterly end, and the same 
on the westerly end, should be replaced by six-inch. The 
distance to be relaid is about twenty-two hundred feet. 

If the entire work should not be done this year, it would 
be economy to do a part of it, as the pipe along the westerly 
end is not deep enough to be safe from frost. More or less 
damage is sure to cement-lined pipe in any disturbance of it, 
and while the trench is open for lowering the present pipe, 
the six-inch could best be put in. ‘The four-inch pipe could 
be utilized to great extent in Everett Avenue, where a pipe 
must soon be laid to connect with the small pipe on 
Cambridge Street, and so make a good circulation. 

The walk on the top of the dam should be repaired. 
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Owing to the settling of the gravel underneath, the concrete 
_ has settled too, and is somewhat broken. No decision has 
been reached yet as to what should be done to make a lasting 
walk there, therefore no recommendation is made. The work 
should be done this season and the expense provided for in 
the appropriation for maintenance. 

The main on Swanton Street is not reliable, being too 
near the ground surface by reason of changes in grade of the 
street, and because the work of laying the main at first was 
done in freezing weather. 

The water has frozen several times and leaks have been 
frequent. In consequence of freezing, the pipe is damaged. 
Under the railroad the main is safe, as there.it was relocated 
when a side track was built by the railroad company, and 
over the river bridge the pipe is very good since it was 
repaired thoroughly. The examination and work of lower- 
ing and renewing this main need not be expensive, as the dig- 
ging is easy and much of the pipe can be relaid, probably. 

Water must be introduced to Fletcher Street as there will 
be takers enough to warrant it. 

Request has been mad® to have the main extended on 
Cross Street. It terminates now at East Street. If ex- 
tended to a point near Mr. L. Holton’s and there run across 
lots to the “sand bank” main, a circuit could be provided. fire 
protection could be had for that locality, and there would 
be some revenue but not enough to justify the expense, — so: 

the Board leaves to the town the consideration of this case. 
Likewise, water is wanted on Forrest Street, the main 
extending at present to Highland Avenue. The revenue 
would be sufficient to make this a paying investment, but it is 
doubtful if the water will reach to the necessary height with 
the present head. Until there is a high-service system, 
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Forrest Street residents cannot be supplied with town water. 

A circuit of water keeps the pipes in good condition, action 
is more regular thereby in service-pipes, and in case of fire 
the hydrants are nearly doubled in delivering capacity 
because the water comes from two directions to the hydrants. 

The time has come when a more complete repair-shop is 
desirable, and when a pipe-lining outfit would be self-support- 
ing for repairs, and a saving of outlay of money in case any 
considerable amount of pipe-laying should be undertaken. 
The present building in which we have a room would answer 
all purposes if it were voted to this department of town work. 

The main crossing the river near the Walnut-street bridge, 
is laid on the river bed, and when first placed there was pro- 
tected sufficiently, as it was always covered by the river water, 
but there is no right of location, neither in the stream nor 
in the property on either side of the bridge, and is there by 
sufferance only. ‘The pipe should be relocated in the street, 
and cross the river on or under the bridge. We hope to 
give this matter attention the present year. 

As was said in the beginning, our report has no large 
or important matters to deal with. 

The town might expect the Board to attend to such 
matters as it has called attention to in this report without 
making them public, but previous reports have treated upon 
details of large matters, and a change to a statistical report, 
‘which is all that seems necessary at this time, might be looked 
upon as indicating a disposition to manage affairs without 
direct advice or instruction from the town.
